April  27,  1951. 

Two  quarantines  that  prohibit  both  the  importation  into  the  United  States 
of  foreign  banana  plants  and  plant  parts  other  than  fruits,  and  the  domestic 
movement  of  banana  plants  and  plant  parts  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico,  are 
being  revoked  effective  May  2,  1951,  the  United  btates  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today. 

Entry  of  foreign  banana  planting  stock  will  now  be  subject  to  the  protective 
provisions  of  the  quarantine  regulating  the  importation  of  nursery  stock,  plants, 
and  seeds. 

Prohibition  of  domestic  movement  of  banana  plants  was  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  banana  industry  of  the  Continental  United  States  against  the 
New  Guinea  sugarcane  weevil  from  Hawaii  and  the  West  Indian  cane  weevil 
from  Puerto  Rico.  These  two  insects  are  now  regarded  as  unimportant  pests 
of  bananas.  Also  there  has  been  no  development  of  banana  plantings  on  the 
United  States  mainland,  as  was  anticipated  when  these  prohibitory  quarantines 
were  adopted  in  1918.

REVOCATION  OF  QUARANTINES  PROHIBITING  IMPORTATION  OF 
BANANA  PLANTS  AND  PROHIBITING  INTERSTATE  MOVEMENT  OF 
SUCH  PLANTS  AND  PORTIONS  THEREOF  FROM  HAWAII  AND  PUERTO 
RICO 

Notice  of  proposed  rule  making  was  published  on  February  1,  1951,  in  the 
Federal  Register  (16  F.  R.  934)  pursuant  to  section  4  (a)  of  the  Administrative 
Procedure  Act  (60  Stat.  238)  regarding  the  revocation  of  the  quarantine  prohibit- 
ing the  importation,  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  into  the  United  States, 
of  any  variety  of  banana  plants  (Musa  spp.)  or  portions  thereof,  except  the  fruit 
(7  CFR  319.31),  and  also  regarding  the  revocation  of  the  quarantine  prohibiting 
the  movement,  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  of  all  species  and  varieties  of  banana 
plants  (Musa  spp.)  or  portions  thereof  (7  CFR  301.32).     After  consideration  of 

2  The  quarantine  and  other  official  announcements  in  this  publication  were  issued  in  1951  by  the  then 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Administration.  Enforcement 
of  foreign  plant  quarantines  and  those  affecting  territories  and  possessions  of  the  United  States  was  dele- 
gated to  the  Plant  Quarantine  Branch  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Service  under  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture reorganization  effective  January  2,  1954.  At  the  same  time,  enforcement  of  the  remaining  domestic 
plant  quarantines  was  delegated  to  the  Plant  Pest  Control  Branch  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Service. 
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all  relevant  matter  presented,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  herebv  revokes, 
effective  May  2,  1951,  the  said  quarantine  designated  as  7  CFR  319.31  and  the 
said  quarantine  designated  as  7  CFR  301.32. 

Inasmuch  as  these  revocations  relieve  restrictions  heretofore  imposed,  thev 
are  within  the  exception  in  section  4  (c)  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act 
and  may  properly  be  made  effective  less  than  30  days  after  their  publication  in 
the  Federal  Register.

ANNOUNCEMENTS   RELATING   TO   BLACK   STEM   RUST 
QUARANTINE  (NO.  38) 

BARBERRY  SHIPMENTS  AFFECTED  BY  NEW  RULES  AGAINST  BLACK 
STEM  RUST  OF  GRAINS 

(Press  Notice) 

August  16,  1951. 

Quarantine  measures  to  prevent  the  interstate  movement  of  the  three  groups  of 
rust-susceptible  hosts  of  the  black  stem  rust  disease  of  grains  have  been  modified 
and  strengthened  in  amendments  of  the  black  stem  rust  quarantine  and  regula- 
tions effective  September  20,  1951,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today. 

These  changes  affect  only  nurserymen  whose  premises  have  already  been  in- 
spected and  who  are  now  authorized  to  ship  interstate  rust-resistant  varieties 
of   the   three    groups    of   hosts — barberry,    mahonia,    and   mahoberberis   plants. 

The  most  important  amendment  requires  that  barberry,  mahonia,  and  mahober- 
beris plants  moved  interstate  under  the  regulations  must  be  grown  on  their  own 
roots,  rather  than  on  other  rootstock.  This  was  not  previously  required.  If 
rust-resistant  varieties  are  grafted  on  rust-susceptible  roots,  as  is  sometimes 
done,  there  is  always  the  possibility  that  susceptible  sprouts  may  grow  from  the 
roots. 

Another  change  allows  the  conditional  movement  of  rust-resistant  barberry  and 
mahoberberis  plants  of  less  than  two  seasons'  growth  between  authorized  nursery- 
men regardless  of  whecher  they  are  located  within  or  without  the  States  where  the 
stem  rust  is  being  eradicated.  Previous  regulations  prohibited  the  interstate 
movement  of  such  plants. 

A  further  amendment  allows  an  approved  nurseryman  within  an  eradication 
State  to  obtain  mahonia  seeds  from  another  approved  nurseryman  outside  such 
a  State  under  certain  prescribed  safeguards. 

Also  a  nurseryman  is  allowed  to  hold  a  certificate  of  inspection  and  at  the 
same  time  have  on  his  premises  varieties  of  barberry,  mahonia,  or  mahoberberis 
plants  being  held  under  agreement  with  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine,  pending  determination  that  they  are  rust-resistant. 

States  in  which  barberry,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  plants  susceptible  to 
black  stem  rust  are  being  eradicated  are  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota,  Virginia,  Washington,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin, 
and  Wyoming.

AMENDMENTS   OF  BLACK  STEM  RUST   QUARANTINE  AND   REGULA- 
TIONS 

On  June  1,  1951,  there  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  (16  F.  R.  5135)  a 
notice  of  proposed  rule  making  concerning  amendments  of  the  Black  Stem  Rust 
Quarantine  No.  38  (7  CFR  Supp.  301.38)  and  §§  301.38-1  (b),  301.38-6  (a)  (1), 
301.38-6  (b)  (1),  and  301.38-7  (a)  of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  the  quaran- 
tine (7  CFR  Supp.  301.38-1  (b),  301.38-6  (a)  (1),  301.38-6  (b)  (1),  301.38-7  (a)). 
After  due  consideration  of  all  relevant  matters  presented,  and  pursuant  to  section 
8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  hereby  amends  §§  301.38,  301.38-1  (b),  301.38-6  (a)  (1),  301.38-6 
(b)  (1),  and  301.38-7  (a)  in  the  following  respects: 

1.  Section  301.38  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  301.38  Notice  of  quarantine. — Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of 
the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  and 
having  held  the  public  hearing  required  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
quarantines  each  and  every  State  of  the  continental  United  States  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  continuous  local  sources  of  infection 
of  the  destructive  disease  of  small  grains  known  as  the  black  stem  rust  (Puccinia 
graminis)  in  grain-growing  areas.  Hereafter,  plants  of  berberis,  mahonia,  or 
mahoberberis,  or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation,  shall  not  be  transported  by 
any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  from  any  State  of  the  United  States  or  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  into  any  other  State  of  the  United  States  or  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed 
in  §§  301.38-1  to  301.38-11:  Provided,  That  whenever  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall  find  that  facts  exist  as  to  the  pest  risk 
involved  in  the  movement  of  one  or  more  of  the  species  of  plants  to  which  the 
regulations  in  §§  301.38-1  to  301.38-11  apply,  making  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making 
less  stringent,  the  restrictions  contained  in  such  supplemental  regulations,  he  shall 
set  forth  and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative  instructions,  specifying  the 
manner  in  which  the  applicable  regulations  should  be  made  less  stringent,  where- 
upon such  modification  shall  become  effective  for  such  period  and  for  such  plants 
or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation  as  shall  be  specified  in  said  administrative 
instructions,  and  every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  give  publicity  to  such 
administrative  instructions  throughout  the  affected  States. 

2.  Section  301.38-1  (b)  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

(b)  Barberry,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  plants. — Plants  growing  on  their  own 
roots  or  parts  of  such  plants  capable  of  propagation,  other  than  seeds  and  fruits, 
of  any  species,  horticultural  variety,  or  hybrid  within  the  genera  berberis,  mahonia, 
and  mahoberberis. 

3.  Section  301.38-6  (a)  (1)  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  301.38-6  Conditions  of  movement — (a)  Barberry,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis 
plants. — (1)  Movement  is  prohibited  of  barberry,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis 
plants,  other  than  those  designated  as  rust-resistant,  except  that  parts  of  mahonia 
plants  without  roots  intended  for  decorative  purposes  are  herby  exempt  from  the 
requirements  of  these  regulations.  Movement  is  also  prohibited  of  rust-resistant 
barberry  and  mahoberberis  plants  of  less  than  two  seasons'  growth,  except  that 
such  movement  is  authorized  in  any  case  where  a  nurseryman  holding  a  valid  cer- 
tificate of  inspection,  upon  application  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  is  granted 
authority  in  writing  to  receive  rust-resistant  plants  of  less  than  two  seasons' 
growth  from  another  nurseryman  holding  a  valid  certificate  of  inspection,  provided 
the  receiving  nurseryman  shall  agree  that  such  plants  (i)  will  be  retained  for  at 
least  two  growing  seasons  and  kept  separate  from  plants  eligible  for  movement, 
(u)  will  be  available  for  examination  by  an  inspector  prior  to  their  movement  to 
determine  their  trueness  to  species  and  variety,  and  (Hi)  will  be  immediately 
destroyed  by  the  nurseryman  if  determined  untrue  as  to  species  and  variety. 

4.  Section  301.38-6  (b)  (1)  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:

(b)  Barberry,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  seeds  and  fruits. — (1)  Movement  of 
seeds  and  fruits  of  barberry,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  plants  into  the  eradica- 
tion States  is  prohibited  from  any  point  outside  thereof,  except  that  such  move- 
ment of  mahonia  seeds  is  authorized  in  any  case  where  a  nurseryman  possessing  a 
valid  certificate  of  inspection,  upon  application  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  is 
granted  authority  in  writing  to  obtain  such  seeds  from  sources  outside  the  eradica- 
tion States  under  the  following  conditions: 

(i)  The  receiving  nurseryman  shall  state  the  location  of  the  plants  from  which 
the  seeds  will  be  obtained. 

(ii)  The  receiving  nurseryman  shall  agree  (a)  that  he  will  obtain  such  seeds  only 
from  a  nurseryman  possessing  a  valid  certificate  of  inspection,  (b)  that  such  seeds 
will  be  used  solely  for  growing  commercial  stock  in  his  nursery,  (c)  that  plants 
grown  from  such  seeds  will  be  retained  for  at  least  one  growing  season,  (d)  that 
such  plants  will  be  kept  separate  from  plants  eligible  for  movement,  (e)  that  such 
plants  will  be  available  for  examination  by  an  inspector  prior  to  their  movement 
to  determine  their  trueness  as  to  species  and  variety,  and  (f)  that  such  plants  will 
be  immediately  destroyed  by  the  nurseryman  if  determined  untrue  as  to  species 
and  variety. 

5.  Section  301.38-7  (a)  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  301.38-  7  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  permits — (a)  Barberry,  mahonia, 
and  mahoberberis  plants. — Permits  will  be  issued  to  nurserymen  for  movement  of 
rust-resistant  plants  and  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation  (other  than  seeds 
and  fruits)  after  determination  by  an  inspector  that  no  plants  other  than  those 
which  are  rust-resistant  are  growing  in  the  nursery  or  in  the  environs  thereof.  If 
barberry,  mahonia,  or  mahoberberis  plants  not  designated  as  rust-resistant  are 
found  in  the  nursery  or  in  the  environs  thereof,  certificates  of  inspection  will  be 
withheld  until  such  plants  have  been  eliminated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector, 
except  that  certificates  of  inspection  may  be  issued  to  nurseries  having  in  the  nur- 
sery or  environs  thereof  varieties  of  barberry,  mahonia,  or  mahoberberis  plants 
being  held  by  nurserymen  under  agreement  with  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine  pending  determination  by  that  Bureau  that  such  plants  are  rust- 
resistant. 

The  purpose  of  the  amendment  of  §  301.38  is  to  eliminate  the  first  proviso 
thereof  because  the  proviso  merely  duplicates  provisions  spelled  out  in  greater 
detail  in  the  supplemental  regulations. 

The  purpose  of  the  amendment  of  §  301.38-1  (b)  is  to  require  that  barberry, 
mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  plants  moved  in  accordance  with  regulations  in  this 
subpart  shall  be  grown  on  their  own  roots.  The  amendment  of  §  301.38-6  (a)  (1) 
allows  the  conditional  movement  of  barberry  and  mahoberberis  plants  of  less  than 
two  seasons'  growth  between  approved  nurserymen  either  within  or  without  the 
eradication  States.  Section  301.38-6  (b)  (1)  is  amended  to  allow  an  approved 
nurseryman  within  an  eradication  State  to  obtain  mahonia  seeds  from  another 
approved  nurseryman  outside  such  State  under  prescribed  safeguards.  As 
amended,  §  301.38-7  (a)  allows  a  nurseryman  to  retain  a  certificate  of  inspection 
while  having  on  the  premises  varieties  of  barberry,  mahonia,  or  mahoberberis 
plants  being  held  under  agreement  pending  determination  that  they  are  rust-

ANNOUNCEMENTS    RELATING    TO    FLAG    SMUT    DISEASE 
QUARANTINE  (NO.  59) 

HEARING  TO  CONSIDER  QUARANTINE  ON  WHEAT  FROM  FLAG-SMUT- 
INFECTED  COUNTRIES 

(Press  Notice) 

February  12,  1951. 

Addition  of  16  foreign  countries  to  the  localities  from  which  wheat  and  wheat 
products  are  prohibited  entry  into  the  United  States  because  of  flag-smut  infection 
will  be  considered  at  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  at  3  p.  m.,  March  30,  in  room 
509  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  Administration  Building,  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  announced  today. 
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The  possibility  of  adding  sweet  clover  seed,  wheat  straw  and  chaff,  and  con- 
taminated bagging  to  the  commodities  prohibited  entry,  also  will  be  discussed. 
As  an  alternative,  consideration  will  be  given  to  revoking  the  flag-smut  quarantine. 

Wheat  and  wheat  products  that  might  contain  spores  that  produce  the  flag-smut 
disease  are  now  prohibited  entry  into  the  United  States  from  India,  Japan,  China, 
Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Italy,  and  Spain.  This  disease  is  also  reported 
to  occur  in  Afghanistan,  Bulgaria,  Caucasia,  Chile,  Cyprus,  Egypt,  Germany, 
Greece,  Netherlands,  Pakistan,  Palestine,  Persia,  Portugal,  Tunisia,  Turkestan, 
and  Turkey.     These  are  the  countries  proposed  for  addition  to  the  quarantine. 

Prohibiting  the  entry  of  sweet  clover  seed  is  being  considered  because  such  seed 
is  harvested  along  with  wheat  in  at  least  one  of  the  infected  countries.  The 
clover  seed  is  recovered  from  the  threshed  wheat  in  the  cleaning  process.  Con- 
taminated sweet  clover  seed  could  be  as  effective  in  introducing  this  disease  as 
the  wheat  itself. 

Wheat  straw  or  chaff,  and  bags  that  have  been  filled  with  either  contaminated 
wheat  or  field  seed,  coming  from  a  country  where  flag-smut  exists,  also  will  be 
considered  as  commodities  that  might  be  prohibited. 

Flag-smut,  a  fungus  disease  of  wheat,  is  responsible  for  serious  losses  in  wheat 
production  in  many  countries  of  the  world. 

Certain  varieties  of  wheat  are  more  susceptible  than  others  to  particular  strains 
of  the  flag-smut  fungus.  The  exact  strains  existing  in  each  of  the  infected  foreign 
countries  is  not  known. 

In  the  United  States,  there  are  varieties  of  wheat  highly  resistant  to  a  strain  of 
the  fungus  known  to  exist  here  for  over  30  years.  Some  of  these  same  varieties, 
however,  have  been  found  in  recent  experiments  by  Agricultural  Department 
plant  pathologists  to  be  very  susceptible  to  certain  of  the  foreign  strains. 

Comments  and  communications  on  this  subject  will  be  considered  at  the  hear- 
ing if  received  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine, 
Washington  25,  D.  C,  prior  to  March  29. 


NOTICE  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING  ON  ADVISABILITY  OF  REVISING,  EXTEND- 
ING, OR  LIFTING  FLAG  SMUT  DISEASE  QUARANTINE 

February  2,  1951. 

Pursuant  to  sections  5  and  7  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912 
(7  U.  S.  C.  159,  160),  notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is 
considering  the  advisability  of  revising,  extending,  or  lifting  the  quarantine  on 
account  of  flag  smut  disease  (7  CFR  319.59,  B.  E.  P.  Q.— Q.  59). 

Effective  February  1,  1926,  the  aforesaid  quarantine  prohibited  the  importa- 
tion of  all  species  and  varieties  of  wheat  from  India,  Japan,  China,  Australia, 
Union  of  South  Africa,  Italy,  and  Spain,  on  account  of  the  flag  smut  disease, 
which  was  not  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United 
States.  Wheat  products,  except  those  so  milled  or  processed  as  to  have  destroyed 
all  flag  smut  spores,  were  also  prohibited  entry. 

Races  of  the  flag  smut  disease  have  been  recorded  from  the  United  States. 
Wheat  varieties  resistant  to  races  of  the  disease  in  this  country  are  susceptible 
to  some  races  occurring  in  other  countries.  The  disease  is  reported,  in  addition 
to  the  countries  named  in  the  quarantine,  from  Afhganistan,  Bulgaria,  Caucasus 
(including  Azerbaidzhan,  South  Russia,  and  Transcaucasia),  Chile,  Cyprus,  Egypt, 
Germany,  Greece,  Netherlands,  Pakistan,  Palestine,  Persia,  Portugal,  Tunisia, 
Turkestan,  and  Turkey.  Wheat  products  of  the  milling  processes,  such  as  bran, 
screenings,  shorts,  thistle  sharps,  pollards,  etc.,  do  not  represent  products  which 
have  been  so  milled  as  to  have  destroyed  flag  smut  spores  and  are  considered  to  be 
capable  of  carrying  the  disease.  Notwithstanding  this,  they  have  been  offered 
for  entry  into  the  United  States. 

Information  recently  received  indicates  that  it  is  the  practice  in  some  flag 
smut  disease  areas  to  recover  Melilotus  indica  seed  from  threshed  wheat  during 
the  cleaning  process.  Field  seeds  so  recovered  could  bear  flag  smut  spores  super- 
ficially and  thus  become  a  means  of  spreading  the  disease. 

Wheat  straw  and  chaff  may  likewise  be  the  means  of  introducing  the  disease 
when  entered  from  flag  smut  countries,  either  as  such,  or  as  material  accompany- 
ing other  entries  (e.  g.,  litter  fouling  a  conveyance  or  imports,  bedding  for  animals, 
or  packing  materials  for  other  commodities).  Bags  which  have  been  used  to 
contain  wheat  or  seeds  recovered  from  threshed  wheat  in  the  cleaning  process  in 
flag  smut  countries  could  also  bear  the  spors  and  be  a  means  of  introducing  the 
disease. 
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It  therefore  becomes  necessary  to  consider  the  advisability  of  revising  this 
quarantine  to  accord  with  current  knowledge  of  the  world  distribution  of  the  dis- 
ease and  to  take  cognizance  of  the  wheat  products  and  materials  which  may  carry 
it,  or  of  lifting  the  quarantine  because  of  its  present  limited  protection  to  the 
wheat  industry  of  this  country.  Because  "wheat  screenings"  consisting  of  field 
seeds  which  are  recovered  from  threshed  wheat  in  the  cleaning  process  are  also 
offered  for  entry  from  flag  smut  countries,  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
necessity  of  forbidding  or  restricting  their  importation  to  prevent  the  introudction 
of  the  flag  smut  disease.  Similar  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  necessity 
for  prohibiting  or  restricting  the  entry  of  bags  previously  used  to  contain  wheat  or 
field  seeds  recovered  from  threshed  wheat  in  the  cleaning  process.  Inasmuch  as 
foreign  wheat  has  been  permitted  importation  into  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States  and  may  be  reshipped  therefrom  to  other  States,  Territories,  or 
Districts  of  the  United  States,  without  restriction,  consideration  should  be  given 
to  making  the  quarantine  specifically  applicable  to  importations  into  that  Dis- 
trict as  a  further  protection  to  the  wheat  industry  of  this  country.  Inclusion  of 
wheat  straw  and  chaff  in  a  revised  quarantine  would  require  a  minor  change  in 
the  quarantine  relating  to  packing  materials  (7  CFR  319.69,  B.  E.  P.  Q.— Q.69). 

Notice  is  therefore  hereby  given  that  in  accordance  with  sections  5  and  7  of 
the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (37  Stat.  316,  317;  U.  S.  C.  159, 
160),  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  before  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  Room  509,  Administration  Building,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  commencing  at  3:00  p.  m.  on  March  30,  1951,  to 
consider  the  advisabilitv,  as  above  set  forth,  of  revising  the  said  quarantine  (7 
CFR  319.59,  B.  E.  P.  Q .— Q.59)  to  further  prohibit  or  restrict  the  entry  of  wheat 
and  certain  wheat  products  and  materials  and  of  field  seeds  recovered  from  thresh- 
ed wheat  and  of  bags  used  to  contain  wheat  or  field  seeds  recovered  from 
threshed  wheat  in  the  cleaning  process  in  flag  smut  countries  in  order  to  prevent 
the  introduction  of  the  flag  smut  disease  of  wheat  (Urocystis  tritici  Koern.)  from 
the  countries  named,  or  of  lifting  the  said  quarantine.  A  companion  change  may 
also  be  required  in  7  CFR  319.69  (b)  to  accord  with  any  action  taken  with  respect 
to  wheat  straw  and  chaff  under  7  CFR  319.59.  Any  person  interested  in  the 
consideration  of  any  of  the  matters  set  forth  above  may  appear  and  be  heard  in 
person  or  by  attorney. 

This  notice  of  public  hearing  is  not  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the  notice  of 
proposed  rule  making  contemplated  by  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure 
Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003).  When  an  opportunity  has  been  had  to  consider  the  evi- 
dence adduced  and  testimony  offered  at  the  public  hearing,  the  action  then  pro-

AMENDMENT    OF    ADMINISTRATIVE    INSTRUCTIONS    PRESCRIBING 
METHOD  OF  TREATMENT  OF  CERTAIN  FRUITS  FROM  MEXICO 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine  by  §  319.56-2  of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  the  Fruit 
and  Vegetable  Quarantine  (Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  56,  7  CFR  319.56),  the  ad- 
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ministrative  instructions  (7  CFR,  1950  Supp.,  319.56-2g)  issued  to  prescribe 
methods  of  treatment  which  will  meet  the  treatment  requirements  imposed  under 
§  319.56-2  as  a  condition  of  the  issuance  of  permits  for  the  importation  from  Mex- 
ico of  commercially  sound  oranges,  grapefruit,  and  Manila  mangoes,  are  hereby- 
amended  in  the  following  respects : 

1.  The  title  of  §  319.56-2g  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Administrative  instructions  prescribing  method  of  treatment  of  oranges,  grapefruit, 
tangerines,  and  Manila  mangoes  from  Mexico. 

2.  §  319.56-2g  (a)  (2)  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

(2)  The  approved  vapor-heat  schedule  of  treatment  specified  in  paragraph  (b) 
(1)  of  this  section  will  meet  the  treatment  requirements  imposed  under  §  319.56-2 
as  a  condition  of  the  issuance  of  permits  for  (i)  the  importation  from  Mexico  of 
commercially  sound  grapefruit  and  Manila  mangoes,  free  of  leaves  and  other  plant 
debris,  or  (ii)  the  importation  from  Mexico  during  the  5-month  period  beginning 
November  1  and  ending  tne  following  March  31,  of  commercially  sound  tangerines, 
with  tight  skins  and  free  from  air  pockets  or  puffiness,  and  free  of  leaves  and 
other  debris. 

The  purpose  of  the  foregoing  amendment  is  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  permits 
for  the  importation  of  tangerines  from  Mexico,  between  November  1  and  the  fol- 
lowing March  31,  provided  the  fruits  are  commercially  sound,  with  tight  skins 
and  free  of  air  pockets  or  puffiness,  are  free  of  leaves  and  other  plant  debris,  and 
have  been  given  the  prescribed  vapor-heat  treatment.  Research  has  disclosed 
that  such  importations  under  the  prescribed  conditions  may  be  authorized  without 
increasing  the  risk  of  spread  of  injurious  insects.  Mexican  shippers  have  not 
heretofore  been  able  to  qualify  their  tangerines  for  importation.  Accordingly,  the 
foregoing  amendment  relieves  restrictions  now  in  effect.  In  order  to  be  of  maxi- 
mum benefit  to  such  shippers,  the  new  authorization  should  be  made  available 
as  soon  as  possible.  Therefore,  pursuant  to  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Pro- 
cedure Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003)  it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that  notice  and  public 
procedure  on  the  foregoing  amendment  are  unnecessary,  impracticable,  and  con- 
trary to  the  public  interest,  and  since  this  amendment  relieves  restrictions  it  may 
properly  be  made  effective  under  said  section  4  less  than  30  days  after  its  publica- 
tion in  the  Federal  Register. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  December  7,  1951.

§  303.1  Compensation  only  to  nongrowers  of  potatoes. — Compensation  will  be 
paid  only  to  those  growers  who  refrained  from  planting  potatoes  on  land  infested 
or  exposed  to  infestation  by  the  golden  nematode,  and  who  grew  on  such  lands  only 
such  crops  as  were  approved  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets  of 
the  State  of  New  York. 

§  303.2  Compensation  to  owner-operators — (a)  Apportionment  of  losses. — Losses 
to  owner-operators  of  lands  infested  by  or  exposed  to  the  golden  nematode  who  re- 
frained from  growing  potatoes  shall  be  borne  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
and  the  owner-operator. 

(b)  Joint  payments  by  Federal  and  State  governments. — The  full  and  uniform 
amount  to  be  paid  jointly  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  each 
owner-operator  of  lands  infested  by  or  exposed  to  the  golden  nematode  shall  be 
at  the  rate  of  $80  per  acre,  divided  equally  between  the  two  named  agencies. 
The  payment  of  $80  will  be  made  only  to  owners  who  have  complied  in  good 
faith  with  all  regulations  concerning  the  golden  nematode  promulgated  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

(c)  Computation  of  payments. — It  has  peen  determined  that,  based  on  (1)  the 
estimated  value  of  crops  that  were  approved  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  production  on  lands  infested  by  the 
golden  nematode,  (2)  an  analysis  of  the  average  cost  of  producing  potatoes  in 
Nassau  County,  Long  Island,  New  York,  (3)  the  average  annual  yield  of  potatoes 
in  said  Nassau  County,  and  (4)  the  estimated  sale  value  of  potatoes  in  that  area, 
the  joint  compensation  of  $80  per  acre  will  not  be  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total 
loss  accruing  to  the  owner-operator. 

§  303.3  Agreement  and  voucher  forms. — As  a  condition  of  payment  each 
owner-operator  shall  enter  into  an  agieement  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  executed  at  least  in  duplicate. 
One  fully  executed  copy  of  the  agieement  and  a  certificate  by  a  responsible  officer 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York,  both  of 
which  shall  be  substantially  in  the  foim  appended  hereto,  shall  be  attached  to  and 
made  a  part  of  each  voucher  (Standard  Form  1034)  executed  by  a  grower  seeking 
to  receive  compensation  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  purpose  of  the  voucher  shall  be  stated  substantially  as  follows: 

One-half  of  compensation  for  refraining  from  planting  potatoes  on acres  of  land  infested  by  or 

exposed  to  the  golden  nematode. 

These  regulations  shall  be  effective  September  4,   1951,  and  shall  supersede 
7  CFR,  Supp.,  §  303.1-1  to  303.1-4,  inclusive,  effective  December  18,  1950.

DELEGATION  OF  AUTHORITY  WITH  RESPECT  TO  GOLDEN  NEMATODE 
SUPPRESSIVE  PROGRAM,  1951  SEASON 

Agency  designated  to  act  for  Federal  Government. — The  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  is  hereby 
authorized  to  carry  out,  on  behalf  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  cooperative 
program  to  suppress,  control,  and  prevent  the  spread  of  the  golden  nematode. 

Agent  of  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  determine  eligibility  .for  payment. — The 
Federal  official  in  charge  of  the  Golden  Nematode  Project,  working  under  the 
direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  hereby  designated  as  the  authorized 
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agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  determining  eligibility  for  compensation 
under  the  regulations  in  this  subpart  and  approving  the  amount  of  compensation 
to  be  provided  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  any  owner- 
operator  who  refrained  from  planting  potatoes  during  1951. 

Enabling  legislation  by  the  State  of  New  York  authorizing  State  cooperation, 
required  by  section  4  of  the  Golden  Nematode  Act  as  a  requisite  for  Federal 
participation,  is  contained  in  Chapter  338  approved  March  29,  1951.  Regula- 
tions pertaining  to  the  cooperative  program  to  suppress  the  Golden  Nematode 
for  the  1950  season  became  effective  December  18,  1950,  7  CFR,  Supp.,  §  303.1-4. 
The  program  to  suppress  the  golden  nematode  was  cooperatively  reviewed 
November  20,  1950  and  it  was  jointly  agreed  that  for  the  season  of  1951  the 
procedures  followed  in  the  1950  season,  with  the  exception  of  State  compensation 
to  nonowners  of  land  involved,  would  be  continued  but  that  the  rate  of  com- 
pensation paid  to  each  owner-operator  of  lands  infested  by  or  exposed  to  the 
golden  nematode  would  be  reduced  to  the  rate  of  $80  per  acre.  Information 
in  reference  to  this  proposed  change  was  presented  to  the  land  owners  in  advance 
of  planting  operations.  Land  owners  recognized  the  value  of  the  program  for 
suppressing,  controlling,  and  preventing  the  spread  of  the  golden  nematode. 

Compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  is  not  obligatory,  but  confers 
a  benefit  upon  eligible  growers.  Accordingly,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003),  it  is  found,  upon  good 
cause,  that  further  notice  and  public  procedure  on  these  regulations  are  un- 
necessary, impracticable  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is 
found  for  their  issuance  effective  less  than  30  days  after  publication.

ADMINISTRATIVE  INSTRUCTIONS  EXEMPTING  CERTAIN  ARTICLES 
FROM  REQUIREMENTS  OF  REGULATIONS  SUPPLEMENTAL  TO 
GYPSY  MOTH  AND  BROWN-TAIL  MQTH  QUARANTINE 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  the  second  proviso  of  Gypsy  Moth  and 
Brown-tail  Moth  Quarantine  No.  45  (7  CFR  301.45),  issued  under  section  8  of  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  and  being  satisfied 
from  the  evidence  submitted  that  the  movement  of  the  articles  listed  herein  will 
not  result  in  the  dissemination  of  the  gypsy  moth  or  brown-tail  moth,  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  hereby  amends  the  adminis- 
trative instructions  (7  CFR  301.45a;  B.  E.  P.  Q.  386,  Rev.)  exempting  certain 
articles  from  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  such  quarantine 
(7  CFR  301.45-1  et  seg.)  to  read  as  follows: 

§  301.45a  Administrative  instructions  exempting  certain  articles  from  require- 
ments of  regulations  supplemental  to  gypsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  guarantine. — 
The  interstate  movement  of  the  following  articles,  except  when  they  are  main- 
tained under  conditions  exposing  them  to  infestation,  is  hereby  exempted  from 
the  requirements  of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  the  gypsy  moth  and  brown- 
tail  moth  quarantine  (7  CFR  301.45-1  et  seg.): 

(a)    Timber  Products 
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1.  Manufactured  wood  products,  such  as  box  shooks,  shingles,  laths,  flooring, 
furniture,  containers,  crates,  handles,  dowels,  staves,  and  industrial  blocking. 

2.  Lumber  dressed  four  sides  by  running  through  a  planer  and  ends  clipped. 

3.  Lumber,  square  edged,  without  bark,  direct  from  the  saw. 

4.  Lumber,  kiln  dried,  when  waybills  or  other  transportation  papers  are  labeled 
to  show  that  lumber  was  kiln  dried. 

5.  Novelties,  except  those  containing  untreated  bark. 

6.  Shavings,  sawdust,  wood  flour,  excelsior,  excelsior  waste  and  cedar  bedding. 

(b)  Plants  and  Plant  Parts 

1.  Seeds,  fruits  and  cones. 

2.  Deciduous  cuttings  without  leaves,  or  evergreen  cuttings,  when  not  more 
than  12  inches  in  length,  and  articles  constructed  of  such  cuttings,  such  as  wreaths, 
sprays  and  roping. 

3.  All  woody  plants  and  parts  thereof  that  have  been  grown  in  the  greenhouse 
throughout  the  vear  and  when  so  labeled  on  the  outside  of  the  container. 

4.  Plants: 

Clubmoss  (sometimes  called  "ground  pine")  (Lycopodium  spp.). 

Partridgeberry  (Mitchella  repens). 

Trailing  arbutus  (Epigaea  repens). 

Wintergreen  (Gaultheria  procumbens,  Pyrola  spp.). 

5.  Cuttings: 

Acacia  (Acacia  spp.). 

Boxwood  (Buxus  semper vir ens). 

California  peppertree  (Schinus  molle) . 

Eucalyptus  (Eucalyptus  globulus). 

Evergreen  smilax  (Smilax  lanceolata). 

Galax  (Galax  aphylla). 

Heather  (Erica  spp.,  Calluna  spp.). 

Mistletoe  (Phoradendron  flavescens,  Viscum,  album  etc.). 

Oregon  cedar  (Thuya  plicata). 

Oregon  holly  (Ilex  aquifolium) . 

Oregon  huckleberry  (Vaccinium  ovatum). 

Salal  (known  to  the  trade  as  lemon  cuttings)  (Gaultheria  shallon). 

Scions. 

Herbarium  specimens,  when  dried,  pressed,  and  treated,  and  when  so  labeled 

on  the  outside  of  each  container. 
Leaves  of  deciduous  trees  that  have  been  treated  or  dyed. 

(c)  Stone  and  Quarry  Products 

1.  Freshly  quarried,  mined,  or  manufactured  feldspar,  granite,  mica,  marble, 
quartz  and  slate. 

2.  Stone  and  quarry  products  when  processed  by  crushing,  grinding  or  pulver- 
izing. 

This  revision  supersedes  B.  E.  P.  Q.  386,  as  revised  effective  July  19,  1948. 
These  instructions  shall  become  effective  November  5,  1951,  and  shall  thereafter 
remain  in  effect  until  further  modified  or  revoked. 

The  foregoing  administrative  instructions  add  several  articles  to  the  list  of 
those  that  may  move  interstate  from  the  regulated  areas  without  certification. 
Accordingly  they  relieve  restrictions  now  in  effect.  Several  items  included  in  the 
previous  list  have  been  omitted  because  they  are  no  longer  being  shipped,  or 
they  are  not  woody-stemmed  plants  or  parts  thereof  and  therefore  are  not  subject 
to  the  certification  requirements.  In  order  to  be  of  maximum  benefit  to  shippers 
of  these  articles,  the  exemptions  should  be  made  available  as  soon  as  possible. 
Therefore,  pursuant  to  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  V.  S.  C. 
1003)  it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that  notice  and  public  procedure  on  the  fore- 
going administrative  instructions  are  unnecessary,  impracticable,  and  contrary  to 
the  public  interest,  and  since  these  instructions  relieve  restrictions  they  may 
properly  be  made  effective  under  said  section  4  less  than  thirty  days  after  their 
publication  in  the  Federal  Register.

A  cheaper,  speedier  method  of  treating  a  number  of  perishable  commodities 
prior  to  their  certification  for  shipment  from  Hawaii  to  the  United  States  main- 
land under  the  domestic  fruit  and  vegetable  quarantine,  was  announced  today 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  This  improved  method  involves 
fumigation  of  the  commodities  with  ethylene  dibromide  at  the  rate  of  one-half 
pound  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space.    A  2-hour  exposure  period  at  70°  F.  is  required. 

Avery  S.  Hoyt,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  which 
developed  the  new  method,  states  that  this  type  of  treatment  is  authorized  for 
avocado,  bell  pepper,  bitter  melon,  Cavendish  banana,  cucumber,  pa.paya,  pine- 
apple, string  beans,  and  Zucchini  squash. 

Research  work  on  which  this  treatment  is  based  was  performed  by  J.  W.  Balock, 
entomologist  at  the  Bureau's  laboratory  in  Honolulu.  D.  L.  Lindgren  of  the 
University  of  California  Citrus  Experiment  Station,  Riverside,  Calif.,  partici- 
pated in  the  screening  tests  in  Hawaii  which  indicated  the  initial  promise  of 
ethylene  dibromide  as  a  fumigant  for  eliminating  fruit  fly  infestations.  Ernest 
Akamine,  Hawaiian  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  physiologist,  studied  the 
tolerance  of  Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables  to  the  fumigant. 

Treatment  is  required  as  a  condition  for  quarantine  certification  of  many 
Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables  intended  for  interstate  shipment.  This  is  due  to 
their  possible  infestation  with  the  Oriental  fruit  fly,  the  melon  fly,  and  the  Medi- 
terranean fruit  fly. 

Of  53  compounds  tested,  ethylene  dibromide  proved  to  be  the  most  toxic  fumi- 
gant to  eggs  and  larvae  of  the  Oriental  fruit  fly.  Tests  also  showed  that  it  is  a 
satisfactory  fumigant  for  the  eggs  and  maggots  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly 
and  the  melon  fly. 

Tests  for  fumigant  injury  to  these  commodities  showed  no  commercial  damage 
at  the  ethylene  dibromide  concentration  lethal  to  fruit  flies. 

Other  results  of  these  tests  showed  that  on  a  weight  basis,  ethylene  dibromide 
is  17  times  as  effective  as  methyl  bromide  in  destroying  the  immature  stages  of 
the  Oriental  fruit  fly  in  papaya. 

Analyses  of  commodities  fumigated  with  this  chemical  show  no  bromine  residue 
of  public  health  significance. 

Vapor-heat  treatment  was  formerly  the  only  method  approved  for  certification 
of  papayas,  bellpeppers,  Italian  squash,  and  tomatoes.  Methyl  bromide  fumiga- 
tion and  vapor-heat  treatment  have  more  recently  been  approved  for  the  treat- 
ment of  pineapples.  Vapor-heat  treatment  requires  rather  extensive  equipment 
and  involves  a  minimum  period  of  some  11  to  16  hours.  A  6-hour  treating  period 
is  specified  for  methyl  bromide  fumigation.  The  newly  approved  treatment 
greatly  shortens  the  treating  period. 

Cooperative  experimental  work  performed  in  California  by  research  workers 
of  that  State  has  shown  that  many  of  their  fruits  and  vegetables  are  more  tolerant 
to  ethylene  dibromide  fumigation  than  to  any  other  treatment  tested.  This  would 
be  an  important  contribution  to  Oriental  fruit  fly  eradiation  were  this  wily  insect 
to  evade  the  rigid  controls  now  set  up  to  keep  it  out  of  the  United  States  mainland.

ETHYLENE  DIBROMIDE  FUMIGATION  APPROVED   AS  A   CONDITION 

FOR  CERTIFICATION  OF  CERTAIN  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  UNDER 
HAWAIIAN  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  QUARANTINE  jNO.  13 

In  accordance  with  7  CFR  301.13-4  (b)  of  the  regulations  supplemental  to 
Hawaiian  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Quarantine  No.  13,  ethylene  dibromide  fumiga- 
tion, applied  in  the  following  manner,  is  hereby  designated  as  an  administratively 
approved  procedure  that  meets  the  requirements  for  the  certification  of  avocado, 
bellpepper,  bitter  melon,  Cavendish  banana,  cucumber,  papaya,  pineapple,  string 
beans,  and  Zucchini  squash  for  interstate  movement  from  Hawaii: 
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Approved  atmospheric  fumigation. — Treatment  is  to  be  given  in  an  approved 
atmospheric  fumigation  vault  for  a  period  of  two  hours  at  a  minimum  tempera- 
ture of  70°  F.,  with  a  dosage  of  one-half  pound  of  ethylene  dibromide  per  1,000 
cubic  feet  of  space,  including  the  load. 

Fumigation  vaults  and  equipment  must  be  approved  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  Such  vaults  must  be  equipped 
with  a  gas-tight  glass  window  to  permit  a  view  inside  the  chamber  while  fumiga- 
tion is  in  progress.  The  ethylene  dibromide  must  be  applied  in  the  liquid  state 
and  heated  over  an  electric  hot-plate  or  other  suitable  means  until  vaporization 
is  completed.  The  exposure  time  of  two  hours  shall  be  calculated  from  the  time 
vaporization  is  completed.  A  circulating  fan  shall  be  kept  running  in  the  vault 
throughout  the  fumigation  period.  Commodities  to  be  fumigated  must  be  placed 
in  the  vault  in  open  containers. 

Tests  show  that  there  is  no  detectable  difference  between  untreated  papaya, 
pineapple,  cucumber,  Zucchini  squash,  and  bitter  melon,  and  these  commodities 
fumigated  as  authorized  herein,  after  a  minimum  storage  of  5  to  6  days  at  55°  F. 
Fumigated  avocados,  string  beans,  bellpeppers,  and  Cavendish  bananas  show 
slight  though  questionable  effects,  but  are  considered  commercially  acceptable. 

Both  fumigations  and  subsequent  handling  of  the  fruits  and  vegetables  must 
be  under  supervision  of  a  plant  quarantine  inspector  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine.  Fumigated  fruits  and  vegetables  must  be  safeguarded 
against  reinfestation  during  the  period  prior  to  shipment  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  inspector.  Certification  of  these  commodities  for  interstate  movement 
will  be  based  on  both  the  treatment  and  compliance  with  the  prescribed  post- 
treatment  safeguards. 

All  costs  of  treatment  and  prescribed  post-treatment  safeguards,  other  than 
the  services  of  the  supervising  inspector,  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  of  the 
commodities,  or  his  representative. 

While  the  prescribed  treatment  is  judged  fiom  experimental  tests  to  be  safe 
for  use  with  these  commodities,  the  Department  assumes  no  responsibility  for 
any  damage  sustained  through  or  in  the  course  of  treatment. 

This  approval  shall  be  effective  April  20,  1951.

REVOCATION  OR  EXTENSION  OF  JAPANESE  BEETLElQUARANTINE  TO 

BE  CONSIDERED 

(Press  Notice) 

February  6,  1951. 

A  public  hearing  to  consider  the  advisability  of  either  revoking  the  federal 
Japanese  beetle  quarantine  or  extending  it  to  include  the  States  of  Georgia, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina  has 
been  scheduled  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  at  Washington,  D.  C,  on  March 
30,  1951.  The  hearing  will  be  held  in  room  509  of  the  Department's  Administra- 
tion Building  at  10  a.  m. 

Various  phases  of  the  federal  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  now  regulating  the 
interstate  movement  of  plant  material  will  be  considered  at  the  hearing.  Spread 
of  the  insect  in  recent  years  will  be  discussed  in  detail.  As  part  of  these  con- 
siderations, it  will  be  possible  for  interested  persons  to  present  their  views  as  to 
the  feasibility  of  revoking  or  continuing  the  federal  regulatory  activities. 

There  are  now  improved  methods  of  chemically  controlling  the  beetle,  and 
biological  means  of  control  have  been  introduced.  There  also  has  been  an 
extensive  distribution  of  information  concerning  these  means  of  protecting 
agricultural  crops  and  home  plantings  against  this  pest. 

During  recent  3-ears,  however,  there  has  occurred  some  rather  extensive  arti- 
ficial spread  of  the  insect  for  considerable  distances  from  the  federally  regulated 
area.  This  has  resulted  in  what  are  regarded  as  persistent  and  significant 
infestations  in  one  or  more  localities  in  the  seven  States  listed  for  quarantine 
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extension  consideration.  Cooperative  Federal-State  chemical  control  programs 
have  been  carried  on  at  most  of  these  isolated  infestations.  Movement  of  host 
plant  material  from  such  sections  has  largely  been  under  the  provisions  of  State 
quarantines. 

One  of  the  principal  items  to  be  considered  at  the  hearing  is  whether  the 
continued  spread  of  the  insect  has  been  so  extensive  and  persistent  as  to  render 
undesirable  and  inexpedient  further  federal  attempts  to  retard  its  movements. 

Another  consideration  is  whether  the  States  in  which  the  Japanese  beetle  has 
not  yet  become  established  are  able  to  provide,  under  State  authority,  more 
advantageously  and  economically,  protection  against  beetle  invasion. 

Whether  control  methods  have  been  so  improved  that  it  is  now  feasible  for  the 
federal  government  to  relinquish  its  control  attempts  to  the  States,  municipalities, 
or  individuals  concerned  will  be  another  subject  for  discussion. 

Finally,  consideration  will  be  given  to  whether  the  advantages  of  maintaining 
the  Federal  regulations  justify  the  cost  of  administration  and  the  expense  to  the 
shippers  of  complying  with  the  requirements. 

Areas  already  regulated  because  of  the  Japanese  beetle  include  the  entire 
States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  and 
Rhode  Island,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Vermont,  Virginia,  and  West 
Virginia. 

NOTICE    OF    PUBLIC    HEARING    AND    NOTICE    OF    PROPOSED    RULE 
MAKING  TO  CONSIDER  THE  ADVISABILITY  OF  EITHER  REVOKING 

THE  JAPANESE  BEETLE  QUARANTINE  OR  EXTENDING  THE  QUARAN- 
TINE TO  THE  STATES  OF  GEORGIA,  ILLINOIS,  INDIANA,  KENTUCKY,

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  information  that  the  Japanese  beetle  (Popillia 
japonica  Newm.),  a  dangerous  insect  which  is  known  to  exist  in  portions  of  the 
States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Hamp- 
shire, New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont, 
Virginia,  and  West  Virginia,  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  has  been  discovered 
in  certain  parts  of  the  States  of  Georgia,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Michigan, 
North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina. 

It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  either  (a)  revoking 
Notice  of  quarantine  No.  48  and  supplementary  regulations  on  account  of  the 
Japanese  beetle  (7  CFR  301.48  et  seq.),  or  (b)  extending  this  quarantine  to  the 
additional  States  in  which  the  beetle  has  been  found  and  regulating  the  movement 
from  these  States  or  areas  therein  where  the  beetle  has  been  discovered,  of  possible 
host  material,  comprising  (1)  soil,  humus,  compost,  and  decomposed  manure; 
(2)  forest,  field,  nursery,  or  greenhouse-grown  woody  or  herbaceous  plants  or 
parts  thereof  for  planting  purposes;  (3)  cut  flowers;  and  (4)  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables. 

The  interstate  movement  of  these  host  materials  from  quarantined  States  has 
been  regulated  for  many  years  for  the  purpose  of  retarding  the  artificial  spread 
of  the  Japanese  beetle  and  preventing  the  establishment  of  new  centers  of  infesta- 
tion. The  last  public  hearing  at  which  the  Japanese  beetle  situation  was  simi- 
larly considered  was  held  November  16,  1935.  Since  that  hearing,  improved 
methods  of  chemically  controlling  the  beetle,  the  introduction  of  biological 
control  methods,  and  more  extensive  distribution  of  information  concerning 
means  of  protecting  agricultural  crops  and  home  plantings  against  this  pest  have 
made  possible  cheaper  and  more  easily  applied  means  of  localized  eradication  of 
the  insect.  During  the  same  interval  there  has  also  occurred  some  rather  exten- 
sive spread  of  the  beetle  for  considerable  distances  from  the  federally  regulated 
area. 

Cooperative  Federal-State  chemical  control  programs  have  been  carried  on  at 
most  of  these  isolated  infestations.  Movement  of  host  plant  material  from  such 
sections  has  largely  been  under  the  provisions  of  State  quarantines. 

In  view  of  these  improvements  in  means  of  combating  the  beetle,  as  well  as 
the  extent  of  the  beetle  spread  in  recent  years,  it  is  considered  advisable  to  review 
all  these  recent  developments.     For  this  purpose  a  public  hearing  is  being  called. 

At  this  hearing  there  will  be  considered  (a)  whether  the  continued  spread  of  the 
Japanese  beetle  by  natural  flight  and  artificial  dissemination  has  been  so  extensive 
and  persistent  as  to  render  undesirable  and  inexpedient  further  expenditures  by 
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the  Federal  Government  in  attempting  to  retard  distribution  of  the  pest  in  inter- 
state commerce;  (b)  whether  control  methods  have  been  so  improved  that  it  is 
now  feasible  for  the  Federal  Government  to  relinquish  its  control  attempts  to  the 
States,  municipalities,  or  individuals  affected;  (c)  whether  the  advantages  of 
maintaining  the  Federal  quarantine  regulations  justify  the  cost  of  administration 
and  the  expense  to  the  shippers  of  complying  with  the  requirements;  and  (d) 
whether  the  States  in  which  the  Japanese  beetle  has  not  yet  become  established 
are  able  to  provide  under  State  authority,  more  advantageously  and  economically 
than  can  be  done  through  Federal  action,  protection  against  the  establishment  of 
new  centers  of  infestation  carried  by  commercial  and  private  shipments  of  infested 
products. 

Notice  is,  therefore,  hereby  given  that,  in  accordance  with  section  8  of  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  (37  Stat.  318,  as  amended,  7  13.  S.  C.  161),  a  public  hearing 
will  be  held  before  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  in  Room  509,. 
Administration  Building,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  14th  Street 
and  Independence  Avenue,  N.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C.,  at  10  a.  m.,  March  30,  1951, 
in  order  that  any  person  interested  in  the  proposed  revocation  or  revision  may 
appear  and  be  heard,  either  in  person  or  by  attorney.

DETAILS    OFI  JAPANESE^  BEETLE    FARM    PRODUCTS    QUARANTINE 

ANNOUNCED  BY  USDA 

(Press  Notice) 

June  1,  1951. 

Fewer  fruits  and  vegetables  will  require  certification  when  this  summer's 
Japanese  beetle  quarantine  on  farm  products  gets  into  operation  in  mid- June,  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  todaj'.  These  requirements 
will  start  either  June  12  or  26,  based  on  anticipated  beetle  emergence  at  the 
shipping  points. 

Certification  requirements  will  apply  only  to  carlot  and  truckload  shipments  of 
fresh  corn  on  the  cob,  fresh  beans  in  the  pod,  cabbage,  apples,  and  peaches,, 
according  to  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  chief  of  the  Department's  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine.  These  are  the  farm  products  that  are  likely  to  be  infested 
at  time  of  harvest  and  to  harbor  beetles  in  the  commercial  pack.  Special  treat- 
ment or  handling  of  these  commodities  is  required  before  thay  are  safe  to  move 
from  infested  to  noninfested  States.  This  type  of  certification  was  formerly 
required  for  all  fruits  and  vegetables. 

Effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  June  12,  the  certification  requirements  will  apply  to 
Sussex  County,  Delaware;  counties  of  Caroline,  Dorchester,  Somerset,  Talbot, 
Wicomico,  and  Worcester,  in  Maryland;  and,  in  Virginia,  the  counties  of  Accomac, 
Nansemond,  Norfolk,  Northampton,  and  Princess  Anne,  and  the  independent 
cities  of  Isorfolk,  Portsmouth,  South  Norfolk,  and  Suffolk. 

Starting  at  12:01  a.  m.,  June  26,  the  same  regulations  will  be  extended  to  all 
of  Delaware  and  New  Jersey;  all  of  Maryland  except  Allegany  and  Garrett 
counties;  the  Pennsylvania  counties  of  Adams,  Berks,  Bucks,  Chester,  Cumber- 
land, Dauphin,  Delaware,  Franklin,  Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Montgomery, 
Northampton,  Philadelphia,  and  York;  in  Virginia,  counties  of  Accomac,  Fairfax, 
Loudon,  Nansemond,  Norfolk,  Northampton,  Princess  Anne,  and  the  independent 
cities  of  Norfolk,  Portsmouth,  South  Norfolk,  and  Suffolk;  as  well  as  the  counties 
of  Berkeley  and  Jefferson,  in  West  Virginia. 

Seasonal  beetle  control  activities  also  will  include  observations  and  treatments 
of  empty  refrigerator  cars  that  might  pick  up  hitchhiking  beetles  and  transport 
them  to  uninvaded  sections.  Also,  trucks  moving  through  the  area  where  beetles 
are  flying  will  need  to  keep  their  ventilators  screened. 

Inspectors  will  be  stationed  at  commercial  airfields  to  assist  in  the  inspection  and 
chemical  aerosoling  of  plane  interiors  and  cargo.  They  will  also  check  to  see  that 
passengers  and  crew  are  not  unwittingly  carrying  in  a  few  beetles  that  may  have 
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alighted  on  their  clothing.  Similar  inspections  and  treatment  will  be  secured  at 
service  fields  through  cooperation  of  Air  Force  and  Naval  personnel. 

Recent  years'  summer  inspections  have  disclosed  that  improved  practices  in  the 
grading  and  packaging  of  cut  flowers  have  greatly  reduced  the  likelihood  of  beetles 
being  accidentally  transported  to  beetle-free  territory  with  commercial  flower 
shipments.  Unless  an  unusual  situation  should  be  observed  at  a  particular  cut 
flower  shipping  establishment,  no  certification  requirements  for  this  commodity 
are  contemplated  for  the  1951  season. 

Addresses  of  local  plant  quarantine  inspectors  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine  who  can  supply  the  necessary  inspection  or  treating  services  will 
be  available  to  truck  operators  at  shipping  and  loading  points  within  the 
beetle-area. 

Handbills  giving  details  of  the  summer  requirements  are  being  distributed  to 
truckers  stopping  at  State  weighing  stations,  truck  centers,  loading  points,  bridges, 
and  ferry  slips.  Information  concerning  termination  of  the  certification  require- 
ments will  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  when  the  adult  beetle  flight  is  over 
for  the  season.

tables, except  green  corn;  trucks  refrigerator  cars  and  airplanes,  at  the  close  of 
August  29,  1951:  green  corn  at  the  close  of  September  30,  1951.

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JAPANESE     BEETLE     REGULATED     AREA    EXTENDED     WITHIN     FIVE 

STATES 

(Press  Notice) 

August  10,  1951. 

Extension  of  the  regulated  area  for  control  of  Japanese  beetles  to  include  all  or 
parts  of  3  counties  in  New  York,  45  counties  in  North  Carolina,  7  counties  in 
Ohio,  and  1  each  in  Pennsylvania  and  West  Virginia,  effective  August  14,  was 
announced  today  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

This  extension  is  in  line  with  the  Department's  proposal  of  June  21.  On  this 
date  the  Department  said  it  proposed  to  add  North  Carolina  to  the  quarantined 
area,  put  more  than  40  North  Carolina  counties  under  regulation,  and  also  extend 
the  regulated  areas  in  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  West  Virginia  to  include 
important  infestations  discovered  in  nonregulated  areas  if  these  States.  The 
Japanese  beetle  quarantine  act  requires  that  no  less  than  an  entire  State  may  be 
placed  under  quarantine,  but  regulated  areas  cover  only  those  parts  of  a  State 
that  are  actually  infested.  Shipments  of  plants  and  soil  from  a  regulated  area 
must  be  examined  or  treated  by  a  Federal  inspector  before  they  can  be  certified  for 
shipment. 

Prior  to  this  extension  of  area,  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle  from  infes- 
tations in  North  Carolina  was  controlled  only  under  State  regulations.  Federal 
restrictions  on  the  movement  from  North  Carolina  of  plants,  parts  of  plants,  or 
soil  will  now  be  uniform  with  those  that  have  been  in  existence  for  years  in  the 
regulated  portions  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island, 
Vermont,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

A  further  change  in  the  regulations  (also  proposed  on  June  21)  eliminates  cut 
flowers  as  a  commodity  subject  to  examination  and  certification  during  the  flight 
of  the  adult  beetle.

On  June  22,  1951,  there  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  (16  F.  R.  5954) 
a  notice  of  proposed  rule  making  concerning  amendments  of  notice  of  quarantine 
No.  48  and  certain  supplementary  regulations,  as  amended  (7  CFR  and  Supp. 
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301.48,  301.48-2,  301.48-3  (b),  301.48-4  (a)  (2),  301.48-5  (c),  and  301.48-9). 
After  public  hearing  and  due  consideration  of  all  relevant  matters  presented 
thereat  or  in  accordance  with  the  said  notice,  and  pursuant  to  the  authority 
conferred  by  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161), 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereby  amends  the  said  §§  301.48,  301.48-2,  301.48-3 
(b),  301.48-4  (a)  (2),  301.48-5  (c),  and  301.48-9  in  the  following  respects: 

1.  Section  301.48  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  301.48  Notice  of  Quarantine. — Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161), 
and  having  held  the  public  hearings  required  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture quarantines  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maine,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North  Carolina,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle  and  under 
authority  contained  in  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  and  the  Insect  Pest  Act  of 
March  3,  1905  (7  U.  S.  C.  141  et  seq.),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereinafter 
prescribes  regulations  governing  the  movement  of  Japanese  beetles  and  carriers 
thereof.  Hereafter  (a)  soil,  humus,  compost,  and  decomposed  manure;  (b)  forest, 
field,  nursery,  or  greenhouse-grown  woody  or  herbaceous  plants  or  parts  thereof 
for  planting  purposes;  and  (c)  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  shall  not  be  shipped, 
offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  trans- 
ported by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  be 
moved  from  any  of  said  quarantined  States  or  District  into  or  through  any 
other  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States  in  manner  or  method  or  under 
conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter 
made  and  amendments  thereto:  Provided,  That  the  requirements  of  this  quaran- 
tine and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  hereto  are  hereby  limited  to 
the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be,  designated 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas,  as  long  as,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforcement  of  the  said  rules  and  regulations 
as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese 
beetle,  except  that  such  limitation  is  further  conditioned  upon  the  affected 
State  or  States  providing  for  and  enforcing  contiol  of  the  intrastate  movement 
of  the  regulated  articles  under  the  same  conditions  as  those  which  apply  to 
their  interstate  movement  under  the  provisions  of  currently  existing  Federal 
quarantine  regulations,  and  upon  their  enforcing  such  contiol  and  sanitation 
measures  with  respect  to  such  areas  or  portions  thereof  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  intrastate 
spread  therefrom  of  the  said  insect  infestation:  Provided  further,  That  whenever 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall  find  that 
facts  exist  as  to  pest  risk  involved  in  the  movement  of  one  or  more  of  the  articles 
to  which  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto  apply,  making  it  safe  to  modify, 
by  making  less  stringent,  the  requirements  contained  in  any  such  regulations,  he 
shall  set  forth  and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative  instructions  specifying 
the  manner  in  which  the  applicable  regulation  should  be  made  less  stringent, 
whereupon  such  modification  shall  become  effective,  for  such  period  and  for 
such  regulated  area  or  portion  thereof  or  for  such  article  or  articles  as  shall  be 
specified  in  said  administrative  instructions,  and  every  reasonable  effort  shall  be 
made  to  give  publicity  to  such  administrative  instructions  throughout  the 
affected  areas.

(2)  A  certificate  or  limited  permit  will  be  required  for  the  movement  of  any  or 
all  of  the  articles  described  in  §  301.48-3  (b)  (3)  only  when  an  inspector's  observa- 
tions in  regulated  areas  disclose  either  that  adult  beetles  have  emerged  in  large 
numbers  and  are  actively  flying  in  such  quantities  that  they  may  infest  shipmentsof 
these  articles  to  be  moved  from  such  areas  to  nonregulated  points,  or  that  such 
emergence  and  flight  are  imminent.  Common  carriers,  shippers,  and  other 
interested  persons  will  be  informed  in  advance  by  appropriate  notice  of  the  areas 
in  which  these  conditions  exist,  the  articles  affected,  the  dates  of  the  imminence 
or  beginning  and  cessation  of  adult  flights  during  which  certificates  or  limited 
permits  will  be  required,  and  the  places  where  inspections  will  be  made  and 
certificates  and  permits  issued. 

5.  Section  301.48-5  (c)  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

(c)  Limited  permits. — Limited  permits  may  be  issued  by  the  inspector  for 
the  movement  of  noncertified  regulated  articles  to  specified  destinations  for 
limited  handling,  utilization,  or  processing.  Persons  shipping,  transporting,  or 
receiving  such  articles  may  be  required  by  the  inspector  to  enter  into  written 
agreements  with  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  to  maintain 
such  safeguards  against  the  establishment  and  spread  of  infestation  and  to  com- 
ply with  such  conditions  as  to  the  maintenance  of  identity,  handling,  or  subsequent 
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movement  of  regulated  products  and  to  the  cleaning  of  cars,  aircraft,  trucks,  and 
other  vehicles  used  in  the  transportation  of  such  articles  as  may  be  required  by 
the  inspector. 

6.  Section  301.48-9  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  301.48-9  Inspection  of  shipments  en  route. — Any  car,  aircraft,  vehicle,  or 
container  of  any  kind  moved  interstate  or  offered  for  shipment  interstate,  which 
contains  or  which  the  inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains  either 
infestations,  infested  articles,  or  articles  the  movement  of  which  is  controlled 
by  the  regulations  in  this  subpart  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  an  inspector 
at  any  time  or  place,  and  when  actually  found  to  involve  danger  of  dissemination 
of  Japanese  beetle  to  noninfested  localities,  measures  to  eliminate  infestation  may 
be  required  by  the  inspector  as  a  condition  of  further  transportation  or  delivery.

Lifting  of  the  certification  requirements  for  cut  flowers  should  also  be 
made  effective  at  once  so  that  shippers  may  operate  under  this  exemption  during 
the  current  shipping  season.  Therefore,  good  cause  is  found,  in  accordance  with 
section  4  (c)  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003  (c)  )  for  making 
the  foregoing  amendments  effective  less  than  30  days  after  their  publication.

JAPANESE  BEETLE  REGULATED  AREA  EXTENDED  IN  LAKE  COUNTY 

OHIO 

(Press  Notice) 

October  18,  1951. 
Extension  of  the  regulated  area  for  control  of  Japanese  beetles  to  include 
Painesville  and  Perry  townships,  Lake  County,  Ohio,  effective  October  22,  was 
announced  today  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Interstate 
shipments  of  plants  and  soil  from  a  regulated  area  must  be  inspected  or  treated 
by  a  Federal  inspector  before  they  can  be  certified  for  shipment. 

Recently  completed  surveys  have  disclosed  an  unexpected  dispersion  of  the 
Japanese  beetle  in  these  two  nonregulated  townships.     Shipments  of  plants  and 
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soil  from  these  affected  areas  are  now  governed  by  informal  agreements  between 
the  growers  and  the  Ohio  State  Department  of  Agriculture.  This  extension  of 
the  federally  regulated  area  will  apply  to  these  townships  the  same  restrictions 
on  the  movement  of  plants,  parts  of  plants,  or  soil  that  have  been  effective  for 
years  in  the  regulated  portions  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maine,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania, 
Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Under  the  authority  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  these  14  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  are  quarantined,  but  the  regulated  areas  are  limited  to 
those  parts  of  these  States  that  are  actually  infested.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act, 
as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereby  amends  the 
regulations  supplemental  to  the  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  (7  CFR  301.48-2  et 
sea.)  by  extending  the  regulated  area  designated  in  §  301.48-2,  as  amended  (16 
F.  R.  7971),  to  include  the  townships  of  Painesville  and  Perrv,  in  Lake  County, 
Ohio. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  October  22,  1951. 

A  recently  completed  survey  in  Lake  County,  Ohio  discloses  that  there  has  been 
an  unexpected  dispersion  of  Japanese  beetles  in  the  two  townships  added  to  the 
regulated  area  by  this  amendment.  These  townships  contain  a  heavy  concentra- 
tion of  nurseries,  some  35  of  which  have  been  found  infested. 

Regulation  of  the  movement  of  nursery  stock  and  other  articles  as  provided 
herein  must  become  effective  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  Japanese  beetle  to  uninfested  States.  Nurserymen  affected  by  this  revision 
have  been  informed  of  the  intention  to  extend  the  "Federal  quarantine  regulations 
to  include  the  two  townships  and  are  now  operating  their  establishments  under 
informal,  emergency  agreements  with  the  Ohio  State  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Such  agreements  contain  the  same  provisions  respecting  intrastate  shipments  that 
are  imposed  on  interstate  shipments  by  this  amendment.  Accordingly,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003), 
it  is  found,  upon  good  cause,  that  notice  and  public  procedure  on  this  amendment 
are  unnecessary,  impracticable,  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause 
is  found  for  the  issuance  of  this  amendment  effective  less  than  30  days  after  publi- 
cation.    Such  notice  and  hearing  are  not  required  by  any  other  statute.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  Public  Law 
735,  81st  Congress,  approved  August  28,  1950,  to  pay  employees  of  the  Depart- 
ment performing  inspection,  certification  or  quarantine  services  relating  to  imports 
into  and  exports  from  the  United  States  for  all  overtime,  night,  oi  holiday  woik 
performed  by  them  and  to  accept  reimbursement  for  such  payment  from  persons 
for  whom  such  work  is  performed,  Chapter  III  of  Title  7  of  the  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

Part  354     Overtime  services  relating  to  imports  and  exports. 

Section  354.1  Overtime  work  at  Border  Ports,  Seaports,  and  Airports. — Any 
person,  firm,  or  corporation  having  ownership,  custody  or  control  of  plants,  plant 
products,  or  other  commodities  or  articles  subject  to  inspection,  certification,  or 
quarantine  under  this  chapter,  and  who  requires  the  services  of  an  employee  of 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  on  a  holiday  or  at  any  other  time 
outside  the  regular  tour  of  duty  of  such  employee,  shall  sufficiently  in  advance  of 
the  period  of  overtime  request  the  Bureau  inspector  in  charge  to  furnish  inspection, 
quarantine,  or  certification  service  during  such  overtime  period  and  shall  pay  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $2.40  per  man  hour  for  service  so 
furnished,  provided  that  a  minimum  charge  of  $2.40  shall  be  made  for  any  such 
service  rendered.  It  will  be  administratively  determined  from  time  to  time  which 
days  constitute  holidays. 

The  rates  prescribed  herein  shall  also  be  applicable  to  overtime  work  heretofore 
furnished  pursuant  to  this  statute  under  any  contract  or  other  arrangement. 

The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  establish  a  uniform  hourly  rate  of  payment 
for  all  overtime  services  furnished  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  August  28,  1950. 
Determination  of  the  costs  of  such  overtime  inspection  depends  entirely  upon  facts 
within  the  knowledge  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  It  is  to  the  benefit  of 
those  who  require  such  overtime  service,  as  well  as  the  public  generally,  that  this 
amendment  be  made  effective  at  the  earliest  practicable  date.  Accordingly,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (60  Stat. 
238) ,  it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that  notice  and  public  procedure  on  this  amend- 
ment are  impracticable,  unnecessary,  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good 
cause  is  found  for  making  this  amendment  effective  less  than  30  days  after  pub- 
lication.

INFESTATIONS

Cotton  ginners  and  oil  mill  operators  in   12  parishes  in  Louisiana,   1   county 
in  New  Mexico,  4  Oklahoma  counties,  and  44  Texas  counties  will  be  required 
to  sterilize,  fumigate,  or  process  their  lint,  linters  and  cottonseed  before  these

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products  may  move  interstate  from  pink  bollworm  infested  area,  under  an  amended 
quarantine  order  effective  May  29,  1951,  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  announced  today. 

Paralleling  intrastate  quarantines  have  already  been  adopted  by  the  four 
States  affected. 

This  new  territory  has  been  added  to  the  pink  bollworm  regulated  area  because 
it  was  recently  invaded  by  this  destructive  cotton  pest.  Conditions  during  the 
fall  of  1949  were  unfavorable  for  complete,  early  crop  residue  destruction  through- 
out the  infested  area.  This  resulted  in  a  heavy  initial  infestation  over  much  of 
south  Texas  from  larvae  hibernating  in  old  bolls,  cotton  stalks,  and  trash.  The 
year  1950  was  a  boom  year  for  all  cotton  insects.  From  this  beginning,  the 
pink  bollworm  quickly  spread  north  to  invade  a  strip  of  territory  between  two 
known  Texas  infestations  as  well  as  several  tiers  of  counties  in  Oklahoma,  Texas, 
and  Louisiana  east  of  the  1949  infested  zones. 

The  pink  bollworm  now  infests  limited  portions  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New 
Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas. 

Compression,  heat  treatment,  and  methyl  bromide  fumigation  are  some  of 
the  requirements  for  treating  cotton  and  cotton  products  to  reduce  the  abundance 
of  the  pest  within  infested  areas  and  to  prevent  its  spread  to  uninfested  sections. 

A  further  change  in  the  quarantine  procedures  conditionally  exempts  from 
the  certification  requirements  l}i  pound  samples  of  cotton  lint  and  linters.

AMENDMENT  OF  PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  AND  REGULATIONS 

On  December  30,  1950,  there  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  (15  F.  R. 
9522)  a  notice  of  public  hearing  and  of  proposed  rule  making  concerning  an 
amendment  of  the  pink  bollworm  quarantine  (7  CFR  301.52)  to  quarantine 
the  State  of  Louisiana  because  of  the  pink  bollworm  and  amendments  of  the 
regulations  supplemental  to  said  quarantine  (7  CFR  and  Supp.  301.52-1  et  seq., 
as  amended,  15  F.  R.  164)  to  designate  as  regulated  areas  certain  specified, 
parishes  or  counties  in  the  States  of  Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas.  After 
public  hearing  and  due  consideration  of  all  relevant  matters  presented,  and 
pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C. 
161),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereby  amends  §§301.52,  301.52-2,  and  301.52-3 
(c)  to  read  as  follows: 

§  301.52  Notice  of  quarantine. — Finder  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912.  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  and 
having  held  the  public  hearings  required  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
quarantines  the  States  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas, 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm,  and  under  authoritv  contained  in  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  and  the  Insect  Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905  (7  U.  S.  C.  141 
et  seq.),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereinafter  prescribes  regulations  governing 
the  movement  of  pink  bollworms  and  carriers  thereof.  Hereafter  (a)  okra,  in- 
cluding all  parts  of  the  plants;  (b)  cotton,  wild  cotton,  including  all  parts  of  both 
cotton  and  wild  cotton  plants,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and  all  other  forms 
of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber,  gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  cotton- 
seed cake,  and  meal;  (c)  bagging  and  other  containers  and  wrappers  of  cotton  and 
cotton   products;    (d)    railway  cars,   boats,   and   other  means   of  transportation 
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which  have  been  used  in  conveying  regulated  cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled 
with  such  products;  and  (e)  when  contaminated  with  regulated  cotton  products,  any 
other  commodities,  including  farm  products,  farm  household  goods,  and  farm 
equipment,  shall  not  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier, 
received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  trans- 
ported, moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  any  of  said  quarantined  States  into 
or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  in  manner 
or  method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  regulations 
hereinafter  made  and  amendments  thereto:  Provided,  That  the  requirements  of 
this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  hereto  are  hereby 
limited  to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas,  as  long  as,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforcement  of  the  said  rules  and 
regulations  as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  pink  bollworm,  except  that  such  limitation  is  further  conditioned  upon  the 
affected  State  or  States  providing  for  and  enforcing  control  of  the  intrastate 
movement  of  the  regulated  articles  under  the  same  conditions  as  those  which 
apply  to  their  interstate  movement  under  the  provisions  of  the  currently  existing 
Federal  quarantine  regulations,  and  upon  their  enforcing  such  control  and  sani- 
tation measures  with  respect  to  such  areas  or  portions  thereof  as,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  intra- 
state spread  therefrom  of  the  said  insect  infestation:  Provided  further,  That 
whenever  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall 
find  that  facts  exist  as  to  pest  risk  involved  in  the  movement  of  one  or  more  of 
the  articles  to  which  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto  apply,  making  it  safe 
to  modify,  by  making  less  stringent,  the  requirements  contained  in  any  such 
regulations,  he  shall  set  forth  and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative  instruc- 
tions, specifying  the  manner  in  which  the  applicable  regulations  should  be  made 
less  stringent,  whereupon  such  modification  shall  become  effective,  for  such 
period  and  for  such  regulated  area  or  portion  thereof  or  for  such  article  or  articles 
as  shall  be  specified  in  said  administrative  instructions.

(c)  Articles  conditionally  authorized  movement. —  (1)  Articles  reauiring  certifica- 
tion.— Cotton  lint  and  linters,  either  baled  or  unbailed,  cottonseed  produced  in 
lightly  infested  area,  cottonseed  hulls,  meal,  and  cake,  and  okra  may  be  moved 
(i)  from  regulated  area  to  points  outside  thereof,  or  (ii)  from  regulated  area  to 
noncontiguous  regulated  area,  or  (iii)  from  heavily  infested  to  contiguous  lightly 
infested  area,  only  when  accompanied  by  a  certificate  or  permit  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

(2)  Articles  not  requiring  certification. — Xo  certificates  or  permits  are  required 
for  the  movement  of  (i)  cotton  lint  and  linters,  either  baled  or  unbaled,  cottonseed 
produced  in  lightly  infested  area,  cottonseed  hulls,  meal,  and  cake,  and  okra, 
from  a  lightly  infested  area  to  a  contiguous,  lightly  or  heavily  infested  area,  or 
from  a  heavily  infested  area  to  a  contiguous  heavily  infested  area,  or  (ii)  samples 
of  cotton  lint  and  linters,  weighing  approximately  V/%  pounds,  originating  in  a 
regulated  area,  provided  that  the  bales  of  cotton  lint  or  linters  from  which  the 
samples  have  been  taken  have  been  produced  in  an  approved  gin  or  oil  mill  and 
subsequently  protected  from  contamination. 

The  principal  purposes  of  these  amendments  are  to  add  the  State  of  Louisiana 
to  the  pink  bollworm  quarantined  area  and  to  include  12  parishes  of  that  State 
within  the  lightly  infested  area.  The  amendments  also  add  one  county  in  New 
Mexico,  4  counties  in  Oklahoma,  and  44  counties  in  Texas  to  the  area  designated 
as  lightly  infested.  All  of  these  parishes  and  counties  are  newly  infested  or  are 
affected  by  infestations  in  adjacent  counties.  Two  of  the  counties,  Catron  in 
New  Mexico  and  Parker  in  Texas,  were  not  included  in  the  notice  of  proposed 
rule  making  (15  F.  R.  9522).  Catron  County  is  now  included  in  the  regulated 
area  in  order  that  cottonseed  produced  in  small,  isolated  sections  of  adjacent 
regulated  counties  in  New  Mexico  may  be  moved  into  that  county  for  processing 
without  the  necessity  for  obtaining  permits.  Such  action  is  being  taken  at  the 
request  of  New  Mexico  quarantine  officials  made  subsequent  to  the  notice  of  pro- 
posed rule  making.  The  pink  bollworm  infestation  in  Parker  County  was  dis- 
covered some  time  after  the  notice  of  proposed  rule  making  was  issued.  Prompt 
action  on  the  foregoing  amendments,  except  the  one  pertaining  to  Catron  County, 
is  necessary  in  order  to  control  the  movement  from  the  added  parishes  and  coun- 
ties of  articles  that  might  spread  the  pink  bollworm.  Public  interest  requires 
prompt  action  on  the  amendment  respecting  Catron  County  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  movement  of  cottonseed  from  adjacent  regulated  areas  to  that  county  for 
processing. 

The  amendment  pertaining  to  the  movement  of  samples  of  cotton  lint  and  lint- 
eis  from  the  regulated  area,  without  certification,  was  also  not  referred  to  in  the 
notice  of  proposed  rule  making.  The  effect  of  that  amendment,  however,  is  to 
relieve  restrictions  heretofore  imposed.  Such  relief  may  be  granted  with  safety 
and  public  interest  requires  that  it  be  made  available  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Accordingly,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  the  Administrative 
Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003),  it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that  further  notice 
and  public  procedure  in  connection  with  such  amendments  are  impracticable, 
unnecessary,  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is  found  for 
making  the  document  effective  less  than  30  days  after  publication.  Such  notice 
and  hearing  are  not  required  by  any  other  statute.

HEARING  TO  REVIEW  PLANT  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  AFFECTING 

COTTON  IMPORTS

All  federal  plant  quarantine  regulations  and  orders  affecting  the  importation 
of  cotton  and  cotton  products  will  be  thoroughly  reviewed  at  a  hearing  to  be  held 
in  Washington  on  March  28,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  today. 

This  hearing  is  preliminary  to  the  contemplated  reissuance  as  a  single  document 
of  six  regulations  or  orders  relating  to  the  entry  of  foreign  cotton  or  cotton  prod- 
ucts into  the  United  States. 

Present  and  future  warranted  restrictions  on  the  domestic  movement  of  similar 
commodities  from  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  also  will  be  con- 
sidered at  the  hearing. 

It  is  the  Department's  intention,  the  Secretary  stated,  to  consider  the  currently 
known  facts  regarding  the  risk  of  introducing  plant  pests  on  cotton  imports. 
These  risks  will  be  the  basis  for  any  later  revision  of  the  present  requirements, 
some  of  which  are  of  30  years'  standing. 

Affected  by  these  requirements  are  cotton  plants,  seeds,  lint,  linters,  and 
other  forms  of  cotton  fiber.  Also,  cottonseed  oil,  hulls,  cake,  and  meal:  gin  and 
mill  waste;  other  parts  of  cotton  plants;  and  second-hand  burlap  or  other  fabric 
of  the  kinds  ordinarily  used  in  baling  Cotton. 
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Several  developments  of  late  years  will  be  considered  as  possible  means  of  pre- 
venting the  entry  of  pests  with  these  commodities.  One  of  these  is  the  value  of 
compression  of  the  fiber  as  a  means  of  destroying  the  pink  bollworm.  Another  is 
the  controlled  utilization  of  the  unfumigated  commodity  in  a  plant  or  mill  in 
specified  sections  of  the  country. 

The  pest  risk  associated  with  importations  of  Mexican  cotton  will  also  be  re- 
examined as  it  is  affected  by  United  States  cooperative  work  with  that  country 
in  combating  the  pink  bollworm.

(7  CFR  321.203  et  seq.);  .(B)  the  desirability  of  prohibiting  or  restricting  the 
entry  of  the  cotton  and  cotton  products  covered  by  the  said  quarantine,  orders, 
and  regulations  into  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  by  making  the  revised 
quarantine  and  regulations,  if  adopted,  specifically  applicable  to  those  islands; 
and  (C)  the  desirability  of  prohibiting  or  further  restricting  the  movement  of

More  than  thirty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  promulgation  of  the  most  recent 
of  the  above  cited  orders  and  regulations  governing  the  importation  of  cotton 
and  cotton  products.  While  there  has  been  some  revision  of  the  regulations  from 
time  to  time,  there  has  been  no  review  of  the  entire  subject  such  as  is  proposed  for 
this  hearing.  It  is  proposed  to  take  into  account  that  which  has  been  learned 
with  respect  to  pest  risk  associated  with  the  importation  into  the  United  States 
and  its  Territories  and  Districts  of  foreign  cotton  plants,  seeds,  lint,  linters,  and 
other  forms  of  cotton  fiber;  cottonseed  oil,  hulls,  cake,  and  meal;  gin  waste,  mill 
waste,  and  other  parts  of  cotton  plants;  and  secondhand  burlap  or  other  fabric 
which  has  been  used,  or  is  of  the  kinds  ordinarily  used,  for  wrapping  or  containing 
cotton.  This  consideration  will  include  the  possible  introduction  of  the  golden 
nematode  with  such  used  fabrics  when  coming  from  golden  nematode  infested 
countries.  It  wall  also  include  the  desirability  of  extending  this  protection  to 
like  importations  into  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States,  which  are  now 
without  such  protection.  It  will  also  include  a  review  of  the  restrictions  necessary 
on  the  movement  of  such  products  from  the  Territories,  Possessions,  and  Districts 
(including  the  Virgin  Islands)  of  the  United  States  to  the  mainland  of  the  United 
States,  and  between  such  Territories,  Possessions,  and  Districts. 
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Without  limiting  the  scope  of  the  practices  and  procedures  requiring  considera- 
tion, particular  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  following  matters: 

1.  The  need  for  continuing  restriction  on  the  importation  of  cottonseed  oil. 

2.  The  need  for  prohibitions  or  restrictions  in  conformity  with  sections  1,  5,  and 

7  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  and  Sup.  154,  159,  160),. 
to  prevent  the  introduction  of  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests. 

3.  The  extension  of  the  foreign  quarantine  (7  CFR  319.8  supra)  to  give  pro- 
tection to  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States,  and  in  conformity  with  section 

8  of  the  Act,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  the  necessity  for  prohibitions  and  restric- 
tions on  the  movement  of  the  aforesaid  cotton  and  cotton  products  from  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  to  other  Territories,  Possessions,  Districts, 
and  the  mainland  of  the  United  States,  or  such  movement  between  the  Territories, 
Possessions,  and  Districts  of  the  United  States. 

4.  Recognition  of  geographical  areas  of  the  United  States  with  respect  to  the 
risk  of  cotton  pest  introduction,  and  the  relation  of  compression  or  noncompression 
of  certain  of  the  commodities  to  pest  risk. 

5.  Utilization  in  specified  geographical  areas  by  manufacturing  or  other  proc- 
essing, under  prescribed  controlled  conditions,  of  unfumigated  cotton  lint,  linters, 
cotton  waste,  and  cotton  wrappings,  in  lieu  of  fumigation  as  a  condition  of  entry. 

6.  Recognition  of  the  effect  of  cooperative  undertakings  with  the  Republic  of 
Mexico  in  combating  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  on  the  pest  risk  associated  with 
imports  from  certain  areas  of  Mexico;  also  the  effect  of  Mexican  enforcement 
programs  on  the  pest  risk  associated  with  cotton  from  certain  areas  of  Mexico. 

7.  Provision  for  the  admission  of  small  quantities  of  cottonseed  for  scientific 
or  experimental  purposes,  under  suitable  safeguards,  by  others  than  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

8.  Recognition  of  the  time  element  as  a  safeguard  against  pest  risk,  since  the 
immature  stages  of  the  pink  bollworm,  under  normal  conditions,  seldom  survive 
in  excess  of  eighteen  months. 

9.  Reissuance  in  one  document  of  the  provisions  of  the  foreign  quarantine  on 
account  of  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  (7  CFR  319.8  supra)  and  the  various  orders 
and  regulations,  including  such  modifications  as  may  be  necessary  as  the  result  of 
evidence  developed  at  the  hearing. 

Examples  of  plant  pests  other  than  the  pink  bollworm  which  might  warrant 
restrictions  or  prohibitions  are:  the  cotton  leaf-curl  virus  (Ruga  gossypii  Holmes)  ; 
golden  nematode  cysts  (Heterodera  rostochiensis  Wr.)  in  soil  fouling  used  bur- 
lap, and  the  cotton  stainers  of  the  genus  Dysdercus  and  weevils  of  the  genus 
Anthonomus. 

Notice  is,  therefore,  hereby  given  that,  in  accordance  with  sections  5,  7,  and  8 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  and  Sup.  159,  160,  and  16D 
a  public  hearing  will  be  held  before  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quaran- 
tine at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  Room  509,  Administration  Building,  United  States- 
Department  of  Agriculture,  commencing  at  10  a.  m.  on  March  28,  1951,  in  order 
that  any  person  interested  in  the  consideration  of  any  of  the  matters  set  forth 
above  may  appear  and  be  heard  either  in  person  or  by  attorney.  Any  interested 
person  who  desires  to  do  so  may  submit  his  views  on  these  subjects  or  written  data 
or  arguments  thereon,  and  may  file  such  views,  data,  or  arguments  with  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25,  D.  C,  on  or  before  March  27,  1951. 

This  notice  of  public  hearing  is  not  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the  notice  of 
proposed  rule  making  contemplated  by  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure 
Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003).  When  an  opportunity  has  been  had  to  consider  the  evidence 
adduced  and  testimony  offered  at  the  public  hearing,  it  will  be  possible  to  announce 
much  more  definitely  the  action  proposed  to  be  taken.  At  that  time,  a  reasonable 
opportunity  will  be  afforded  to  any  interested  person  to  submit  his  views,  argu- 
ments, and'  data  respecting  such  proposed  action,  orally  or  in  writing,  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.

ETHYLENE  DIBROMIDE  FUMIGATION  APPROVED  AS  A  CONDITION 
FOR  CERTIFICATION  OF  MANGOES  UNDER  PUERTO  RICAN  FRUIT 
AND  VEGETABLE  QUARANTINE  NO.  58 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine  by  sections  301.58-2  and  301.58-3  of  the  regulations 
supplemental  to  Puerto  Rican  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Quarantine  No.  58  (7  CFR 
301.58,  301.58-2  and  301.58-3),  issued  under  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine 
Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  and  being  satisfied  from  the  evidence 
submitted  that  the  movement  from  Puerto  Rico  of  mangoes  which  have  been 
fumigated  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  outlined  below  will  not  result  in  the 
dissemination  of  injurious  insects  likely  to  affect  such  fruit,  the  following  admin- 
istrative instructions  are  hereby  issued,  to  appear  as  §  301.58-3d  in  Title  7,  Code 
of  Federal  Regulations: 

§  301.58-3d  Administrative  instructions  authorizing  the  movement  of  mangoes 
from  Puerto  Rico  after  approved  fumigation — (a)  Removal  from  prohibited  status. — 
Mangoes  that  have  been  subjected  to  the  approved  treatment  provided  for  in 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  section  are  hereby  removed  from  the  prohibited  status 
established  by  §  301.58-2,  and  are  included  in  the  list  for  which  movement  from 
Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  is  authorized 
by  §  301.58-3. 

(b)  Approved  treatment. — (1)  The  approved  treatment  shall  consist  of  fumiga- 
tion with  ethylene  dibrcmide  in  an  atmospheric  fumigation  vault,  which  vault  and 
its  equipment  have  been  approved  for  that  purpose  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  dosage  shall  be  applied  at  the  rate  of  6  ounces  of 
ethylene  dibromide  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space,  including  the  load.  The  exposure 
shall  be  of  2  hours  duration,  calculated  from  the  time  that  all  of  the  fumigant  has 
been  introduced  into  the  chamber.  The  air  and  fruit  temperature  shall  be  50°  F. 
or  above.  The  ethylene  dibromide  must  be  applied  in  the  liquid  state  and  volatil- 
ized within  the  sealed  fumigation  chamber  by  direct  contact  with  a  highly  heated 
metal  surface  over  an  electric  hot  plate  or  other  suitable  heating  medium.  The 
gas  shall  be  circulated  within  the  chamber  continuously  for  the  2-hour  period  by 
an  electric  fan  or  blower. 

(2)  Mangoes  to  be  fumigated  may  be  packed  as  for  shipping  in  crates  with 
shredded  packing  material.  When  fruits  are  individually  wrapped  in  paper  the 
wrappings  must  be  removed  before  fumigation.  When  loaded  in  the  fumigation 
chamber  the  crates  or  other  containers  shall  be  separated  at  least  2  inches  on  all 
sides  by  wooden  strips  or  other  means.  The  chamber  shall  not  be  loaded  to  more 
than  50  percent  of  capacity. 

(3)  Both  the  fumigation  and  the  subsequent  handling  of  the  mangoes  prepara- 
tory to  shipment  must  be  under  supervision  of  a  plant  quarantine  inspector  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  Fumigated  mangoes  must  be 
safeguarded  against  reinfestation  during  the  period  prior  to  shipment  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  inspector.  Certification  of  mangoes  for  shipment  will  be  based 
on  both  the  treatment  and  compliance  with  the  prescribed  post-treatment  safe- 
guards. 

(4)  All  costs  of  treatment  and  prescribed  post-treatment  safeguards,  other  than 
the  services  of  the  supervising  inspector,  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  of  the 
mangoes,  or  his  representative. 

(5)  While  the  prescribed  treatment  is  judged  from  experimental  tests  to  be  safe 
for  use  with  mangoes,  the  Department  assumes  no  responsibility  for  any  damage 
sustained  through  or  in  the  course  of  treatment. 

This  section  shall  be  effective  October  1,  1951. 

(Sec.  8,  37  Stat.  318,  as  amended,  7  U.  S.  C.  161.) 
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The  purpose  of  these  instructions  is  to  authorize  the  interstate  movement  from 
Puerto  Rico  under  certification  of  mangoes  that  have  been  given  an  approved 
fumigation  treatment.  Heretofore  such  movement  has  been  prohibited.  This 
newly  authorized  treatment  therefore  removes  a  restriction  previously  imposed. 
In  order  to  be  of  maximum  benefit  to  mango  shippers,  the  newly  authorized  pro- 
cedure should  be  made  available  as  soon  as  possible.  Therefore,  pursuant  to 
section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003)  it  is  found  upon 
good  cause  that  notice  and  public  procedure  on  the  foregoing  administrative  in- 
structions are  unnecessary,  impracticable,  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest, 
and  since  these  instructions  relieve  restrictions  they  may  properly  be  made  effec- 
tive under  said  section  4  less  than  thirty  days  after  their  publication  in  the  Federal 
Register.

ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  WHITE-FRINGED  BEETLE 
QUARANTINE  (NO.  72) 

WHITE-FRINGED  BEETLE  REGULATED  AREA  EXTENDED 

(Press  Notice) 

May  8,   1951. 

Moderate  extensions  of  the  white-fringed  beetle  regulated  area  have  been  made 
in  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina,  to  include  infesta- 
tions discovered  there  during  the  last  season,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today.     The  extensions  are  effective  May  10. 

Localized  infestations  in  newly  invaded  counties  will  be  placed  under  regulation 
in  Fulton  County,  Georgia;  Warren  County,  Mississippi;  and  Harnett  and  Wake 
Counties,  North  Carolina. 

Extensions  of  regulated  areas  in  sections  already  infested  will  be  made  in  the 
Alabama  counties  of  Baldwin,  Clarke,  Coffee,  Covington,  Geneva,  and  Mobile; 
Holmes  County,  Florida;  Ben  Hill  and  Coffee  Counties,  Georgia;  George,  Pearl 
River,  and  Stone  Counties,  Mississippi;  and  Onslow  County,  North  Carolina. 

On  the  basis  of  three  years'  negative  scouting  of  previously  existing  small  in- 
festations in  Clayton  County,  Georgia,  and  Robeson  County,  North  Carolina, 
these  counties  are  being  removed  from  the  regulated  area. 

In  the  regulated  areas  seed  cotton  and  cottonseed,  forest  products,  and  building 
materials  are  being  added  to  the  list  of  articles  under  year-round  regulation. 
These  commodities  will  be  exempted  from  the  quarantine  certification  require- 
ments when  produced,  handled,  and  maintained  in  a  way  to  prevent  spread  of 
white-fringed  beetles  to  noninfested  localities.

(b)  Articles  the  movement  of  tvhich  is  regulated. — Except  as  provided  in  ad- 
ministrative instructions,  the  movement  of  the  following  articles  from  any  regu- 
lated area  is  regulated  throughout  the  year:

(7)  True  bulbs,  corms,  tubers,  and  rhizomes  of  ornamental  plants,  when 
freshly  harvested  or  uncured. 

(8)  Hay  and  straw. 

(9)  Peanut  shells  and  peanuts  in  shells. 

(10)  Seed  cotton  and  cottonseed. 

(11)  Scrap  metal  and  junk. 

(12)  Forest  products,  such  as  cord  wood,  stump  wood,  logs,  lumber,  timbers, 
posts,  poles,  and  cross  ties. 

(13)  Brick,  tile,  stone,  concrete  slabs,  pipe,  building  blocks,  and  cinders. 

(14)  Other  articles,  products,  or  things,  the  movement  of  which  may  involve 
a  hazard  of  spread  of  white-fringed  beetles. 

§  301.72-8  Disinfesting  vehicles,  machinery,  and  other  articles. — When  in  the 
judgment  of  the  inspector  a  hazard  of  spread  of  white-fringed  beetles  is  involved, 
thorough  cleaning,  disinfestation,  or  other  sanitary  treatments  of  railway  cars, 
trucks,  other  vehicles,  machinery,  implements,  and  other  articles  will  be  required 
by  the  inspector  before  they  may  be  moved  to  points  outside  the  regulated  areas.

These  amendments  shall  be  effective  May  10,  1951. 

The  purpose  of  these  amendments  is  to  add  new  territory  to  the  regulated  areas 
and  to  remove  from  regulation  Clayton  County,  Georgia,  and  Robeson  County, 
North  Carolina,  where  no  white-fringed  beetles  have  been  found  for  the  last  three 
years.  Seed  cotton  and  cottonseed,  forest  products  and  building  materials  are 
added  to  the  list  of  regulated  articles  the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  regulated 
throughout  the  year.  Prompt  action  on  these  changes  is  necessary  in  .order  to 
control  the  movement  of  articles  from  the  infested  areas,  which  might  spread 
white-fringed  beetles.  Therefore,  good  cause  is  found,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 4  (c)  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003  (c)),  for  making 
the  foregoing  amendments  effective  less  than  30  days  after  their  publication.

of  administrative  instructions  issued  in  connection  with  the  quarantine. 

This  revision  enlarges  the  Quarantined  area  so  as  to  include  additional  parts  of 
four  counties  in  Georgia,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina,  as  well  as  13  counties 
in  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina,  and  removes  from 
regulation  Clayton  County,  Georgia,  and  Robeson  County,  North  Carolina.  Seed 
cotton  and  cottonseed,  forest  products  and  building  materials  are  added  to  the 
list  of  regulated  articles,  the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  regulated  throughout 
the  year. 

The  administrative  instructions  exempt  commodities  and  articles  from  the 
certification  requirements  of  the  quarantine  when  they  are  so  produced, handled, 
and  maintained  that  they  will  be  free  of  white-fringed  beetles  and  involve  no 
hazard  of  spread  of  the  pests  through  being  shipped  interstate  from  the  regulated 
areas. 

Postmasters  will  cooperate  in  the  enforcement  of  the  quarantine  and  instructions 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  35.27,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations.

ADMINISTRATIVE  INSTRUCTIONS  EXEMPTING  CERTAIN  ARTICLES 
FROM  CERTIFICATION  REQUIREMENTS  OF  WHITE-FRINGED 
BEETLE  REGULATIONS 

Introductory  Note 

The  following  administrative  instructions  exempt  from  certification  require- 
ments a  number  of  articles  regulated  by  the  quarantine  on  account  of  white- 
fringed  beetles  (Quarantine  No.  72)  when  such  articles  have  been  produced, 
handled,  and  maintained  under  conditions  that  prevent  them  from  becoming 
infested. 

On  April  5,  1951,  there  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  (16  F.  R.  2972) 
a  notice  of  proposed  amendment  of  administrative  instructions  exempting  certain 
regulated  articles  from  the  certification  requirements  of  §§  301.72-4  and  301.72-5 
of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  72  relating  to  white- 
fringed  beetles  (7  CFR,  Supp.,  301.72-4  and  301.72-5).  After  due  consideration 
of  all  relevant  matters  presented  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  the  second  pro- 
viso of  the  white-fringed  beetle  quarantine  (7  CFR,  Supp.,  301.72),  revised 
administrative  instructions  are  hereby,  adopted  as  follows: 

§  301.72  Administrative  instructions  exempting  articles  from  certification. — (a) 
The  following  articles  are  hereby  exempt  from  the  certification  requirements  of 
§§  301.72-4  and  301.72-5  when  they  are  free  from  soil,  when  they  have  not  been 
exposed  to  infestation,  and  when  sanitation  practices  are  maintained  as  prescribed 
by  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector: 

(1)  Hay  and  straw,  except  that  peanut  hay  is  not  exempt. 

(2)  Uncleaned  grass,  grain,  and  legume  seed. 
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(3)  Seed  cotton  and  cottonseed. 

(4)  Forest  products,  such  as  cordwood,  stump  wood,  logs,  lumber,  timbers, 
posts,  poles,  and  cross  ties. 

(5)  Brick,  tile,  stone,  concrete  slabs,  pipe,  building  blocks,  and  cinders. 

(6)  Potatoes  (Irish),  when  freshly  harvested,  grown  in  the  regulated  area  in 
Baldwin  County,  Alabama. 

(6)   Certification  will  be  required  for  the  following  articles  and  materials: 

(1)  Soil,  compost,  manure,  peat,  muck,  clay,  sand,  or  gravel,  whether  moved 
independently  of  or  in  connection  with  or  attached  to  nursery  stock,  plants, 
products,  articles,  or  things  (processed  clay  and  washed  or  processed  sand  and 
gravel  are  not  regulated). 

(2)  Xurserv  stock. 

(3)  Grass  sod. 

(4)  Plant  crowns  or  roots  for  propagation. 

(5)  Potatoes  (Irish),  when  freshly  harvested,  other  than  those  grown  in  the 
regulated  area  in  Baldwin  County,  Alabama. 

(6)  True  bulbs,  conns,  tubers,  and  rhizomes  of  ornamental  plants,  when  freshly 
harvested  or  uncured. 

(7)  Peanut  shells  and  peanuts  in  shells. 

(8)  Peanut  hay. 

(9)  Scrap  metal  and  junk. 

(Sec.  8,  37  Stat.  318,  as  amended;  7  U.  S.  C.  161.) 

The  foregoing  revised  administrative  instructions  shall  become  effective  on 
May  16,  1951,  and  on  that  date  shall  supersede  B.  E.  P.  Q.  485,  18th  Revision, 
which  was  effective  June  14,  1950  (7  CFR  301.72a,  15  F.  R.  2871).

CONTROL  AREAS 

On  October  17,  1951,  there  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  (16  F.  R. 
10607),  a  notice  of  proposed  rule  making  concerning  an  amendment  of  adminis- 
trative instructions  designating  control  areas  (7  CFR,  1950  Supp.,  301.63-3a), 
under  the  provisions  of  the  White-Pine  Blister  Rust  Quarantine  and  the  regula- 
tions supplemental  thereto  (7  CFR,  301.63  et  seq.).  After  due  consideration  of  all 
relevant  matters  presented  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  §  301.63-3  of  the 
regulations  supplemental  to  the  White-Pine  Blister  Rust  Quarantine  (7  CFR 
301.63-3),  under  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended 
(7  U.  S.  C.  161),  the  said  administrative  instructions  are  hereby  amended  by 
deleting  the  portion  therein  relating  to  the  State  of  Maryland  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: 

§  301.63-3a     Administrative  instructions  designating  control  areas.     *  *  * 

Maryland. — European  black  currant  plants  may  not  be  moved  interstate  to  any 
destination  in  Maryland. 

Gooseberry  and  currant  plants,  other  than  European  black  currants,  may  not 
be  moved  interstate  to  any  destination  in  Maryland  unless  accompanied  by 
control-area  permits  secured  from  the  State  Plant  Pathologist,  University  of 
Maryland.  College  Park,  Maryland.  Control-area  permits  will  not  be  issued  for 
planting  within  infective  distances  of  protected  pine. 
(Sec.  8,  37  Stat.  318,  as  amended;  7  U.  S.  C.  161:  7  CFR  301.63-3.) 
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The  new  provisions  give  greater  protection  to  white-pine  plantings  throughout 
the  State  of  Maryland,  as  recommended  and  requested  by  officials  of  the  State 
Horticultural  Department,  Maryland  Board  of  Agriculture. 

This  amendment  shall  become  effective  on  the  8th  day  of  January  1952.

Extension  of  federal  plant  quarantines  to  include  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States  will  be  considered  at  public  hearings  to  be  held  in  room  509  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture's  Administration  Building,  Washington,  D.  C,  on 
March  29,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  today. 

A  hearing  at  10:30  a.  m.  of  that  day  will  consider  the  advisability  of  enforcing 
in  the  Virgin  Islands  the  foreign  plant  quarantines  affecting  importation  of  plants 
and  plant  products  into  the  United  States. 

At  1 :30  p.  m.  on  the  same  date,  a  companion  hearing  will  consider  the  necessity 
for  adopting  domestic  plant  quarantine  regulations  to  govern  the  movement  of 
plants  and  plant  products  from  the  Virgin  Islands  to  either  Puerto  Rico  or  the 
United  States  mainland. 

Until  recently  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  was  regarded  as  inapplicable  to 
importations  into,  or  shipments  from,  the  Virgin  Islands.  These  Islands  are 
now  regarded  as  a  District  of  the  United  States  within  the  scope  of  that  Act. 

Before  taking  any  action  to  extend  federal  plant  quarantines  to  include  either 
foreign  or  domestic  movements  of  plants  or  plant  products  to  or  from  the  Islands, 
&  thorough  review  of  all  applicable  plant  quarantines  is  contemplated  at  the  two 
hearings. 

Comments  or  communications  on  this  subject  will  be  considered  at  the  hearings 
if  received  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington  25,  D.  C,  prior  to  March  29. 


NOTICE  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING  ON  ADVISABILITY  OF  APPLYING  IN 
THE  VIRGIN  ISLANDS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  THE  PROVISIONS 
OF  CERTAIN  QUARANTINES,  ORDERS,  AND  REGULATIONS  RE- 
STRICTING THE  IMPORTATION  OF  PLANTS  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS 
INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES 

February  2,  1951. 
Pursuant  to  sections  5  and  7  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912 
(7  U.  S.  C.  159,  160),  notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is 
considering  the  advisability  of  applying  in  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States 
the  provisions  of  certain  quarantines,  orders,  and  regulations  restricing  the  im- 
portation of  plants  and  plant  products  into  the  United  States.  The  specific 
quarantines,  orders,  and  regulations  are  listed  and  described  hereinafter. 

The  Plant  Quarantine  Act  was  formerly  not  thought  to  be  applicable  in  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  and  the  foreign  plant  quarantines,  orders  and 
regulations  issued  under  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  are  not  enforced  there.  These 
Islands  are  now  regarded  as  a  "district"  of  the  United  States  within  the  meaning 
of  the  said  Plant  Quarantine  Act  and,  hence,  the  quarantines,  orders,  and  regula- 
tions issued  pursuant  to  Sections  1,  5,  and  7  of  that  Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  and  Supp.  154, 
159,  160),  may  be  made  applicable  to  importations  of  prohibited  and  restricted 
plant  material  into  the  Virgin  Islands. 
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The  foreign  plant  quarantines  administered  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture now  protect  the  mainland  of  the  United  States  (including  Alaska) ,  Hawaii, 
and  Puerto  Rico  against  foreign  plant  pest  entry.  The  protection  thus  afforded 
in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico,  in  addition  to  being  of  benefit  to  the  agriculture  of 
those  areas,  is  also  an  added  protection  to  the  mainland  of  the  United  States. 
Inasmuch  as  these  foreign  plant  quarantines  have  not  been  made  applicable  in 
the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States,  there  is  now  no  similar  direct  protection 
of  the  Virgin  Islands,  nor  indirect  protection  of  the  rest  of  the  United  States, 
against  the  introduction  of  foreign  plant  pests  into  or  via  the  Virgin  Islands.  To 
remedy  this  situation,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  advisability  of  extending  to 
the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  the  protection  afforded  by  the  enforcement 
of  the  foreign  plant  quarantines.  It  is  thought  that  some  modifications  may  be 
needed  in  the  existing  prohibitive  or  restrictive  features  of  some  of  the  various 
quarantines,  orders,  or  regulations  to  accord  with  the  peculiar  conditions  of  those 
Islands.  In  other  rule-making  procedures  similar  consideration  will  be  given  to 
the  advisability  of  extending  to  the  Virgin  Islands  the  protection  afforded  against 
cotton  pests  by  the  foreign  quarantines,  orders,  and  regulations  on  cotton  and 
related  products,  and  against  the  flag  smut  of  wheat  by  the  foreign  quarantine 
on  account  of  that  disease. 

Without  limiting  the  scope  of  the  practices  and  procedures  requiring  considera- 
tion, particular  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  following  matters: 

1.  The  need  for  providing  foreign  plant  quarantine  protection  directly  to  the 
Virgin  Islands  and  indirectly  thereby  to  the  remainder  of  the  United  States. 

2.  The  advisability  of  enforcing  without  revision  the  following  foreign  plant 
quarantines  in  the  Virgin  Islands;  or,  if  the  protection  so  afforded  is  not  required, 
to  amend  any  or  all  of  them  so  as  to  exclude  importations  into  the  Virgin  Islands 
from  the  scope  of  their  coverage. 

No.  12.  Seeds  of  avocado  or  alligator  pear,  effective  February  27,  1914  (7  CFR 
319.12).  This  quarantine  forbids  the  importation  from  Mexico  and  the  countries 
of  Central  America  of  the  seed  of  the  avocado  or  alligator  pear  on  account  of  the 
avocado  weevil  (Heilipus  lauri  Boheman). 

No.  24.  Indian  corn  or  maize  and  related  plants,  effective  July  1,  1916,  as 
amended  (7  CFR  319.24).  This  quarantine  forbids  the  importation  from  south- 
eastern Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indochina,  and  China),  Malayan  Archipelago, 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  Oceania,  Philippine  Islands,  Taiwan  (Formosa),  Man- 
churia, Japan,  and  adjacent  islands,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state,  of  seed 
and  all  other  portions  of  Indian  corn  or  maize  (Zea  mays  L.)  and  the  closely  re- 
lated plants,  including  all  species  of  Teosinte  (Euchlaena),  Jobs-tears  (Coix), 
Polytoca,  Chionachne,  and  Sclerachne,  on  account  of  the  downy  mildews  and 
Physoderma  diseases  of  Indian  corn,  except  that  Indian  corn  or  maize  may  be 
imported  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in 
the  supplemental  regulations  (7  CFR  319.24-1  et  seq.). 

No.  84.  Bamboo,  effective  October  1,  1918  (7  CFR  319.34).  This  quarantine 
forbids  the  importation  for  any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  bamboo  seed,  plants, 
or  cuttings  thereof  capable  of  propagation,  including  all  genera  and  species  of 
the  tribe  Bambuseae,  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of 
dangerous  plant  diseases,  including  the  bamboo  smut  (Ustilago  shiraiana  P. 
Henn.). 

No.  41.  European  corn  borer,  revised,  effective  June  1,  1926  (7  CFR  319.41). 
This  quarantine  forbids,  except  as  provided  in  the  supplemental  regulations  revised 
effective  March  1,  1933,  as  amended  (7  CFR  and  Supp.,  319.41-1  et  seq.),  the 
importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  the  stalk  and  all  other 
parts,  whether  used  for  packing  or  other  purposes,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured 
state,  of  Indian  corn  or  maize,  broomcorn,  sweet  sorghums,  grain  sorghums, 
Sudan  grass,  Johnson  grass,  sugarcane,  pearl  millet,  napier  grass,  teosinte,  and 
Jobs-tears,  on  account  of  the  European  corn  borer  (Pyrausta  nubilalis  Hubn.) 
and  other  dangerous  insects  and  plant  diseases. 

No.  55.  Rice,  revised,  effective  November  23,  1933  (7  CFR  319.55).  This 
quarantine  forbids  the  importation  of  seed  or  paddy  rice  from  all  foreign  countries 
and  localities  except  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  and  forbids  the  importation  of  rice 
straw  and  rice  hulls  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  and  seed  or  paddy 
rice  from  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  except  as  provided  in  the  supplemental  regula- 
tions effective  November  23,  1933,  as  amended  (7  CFR  319.55-1  et  seq.),  on 
account  of  injurious  fungus  diseases  of  rice,  including  downy  mildew  (Sclerospora 
macrocarpa  Sacc),  leaf  smut  (Entyloma  oryzae  Syd.),  blight  (Cospora  oryztorum 
Sacc),  and  glume  blotch  (Melanomma  glumarum  Miy.),  as  well  as  dangerous 
insect  pests. 
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No.  69.  Packing  materials,  effective  July  1,  1933,  as  amended  (7  CFR  319.69). 
This  quarantine  forbids  the  entry  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  the 
following  materials  when  used  as  packing  for  other  commodities,  except  in  special 
cases  where  preparation,  processing,  or  manufacture  are  judged  by  an  inspector  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  have  eliminated  risk  of  carrying 
injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases:  Rice  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff;  cotton  and  cotton 
products;  sugarcane,  including  bagasse;  bamboo  leaves  and  small  shoots:  leaves  of 
plants;  forest  litter;  and  soil  containing  an  appreciable  admixture  of  vegetable 
matter  not  therein  provided  for  by  regulation.  All  parts  of  corn  and  allied  plants 
are  likewise  prohibited  entry  except  from  Mexico  and  the  countries  of  Central 
America,  the  West  Indies,  and  South  America.  This  quarantine  also  brings  under 
restriction  the  following  when  used  as  packing:  Cereal  straw,  chaff,  and  hulls 
(other  than  rice) ;  corn  and  allied  plants  from  Mexico,  Central  America,  the  West 
Indies,  and  South  America;  willow  twigs  from  Europe;  grasses,  hay,  and  similar 
dried  plant  mixtures  from  all  countries;  and  authorized  soil  packing  materials  from 
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No.  70.  Dutch  elm  disease,  revised,  effective  October  31,  1947  (7  CFR  319.70). 
This  quarantine  forbids,  except  as  provided  in  the  supplemental  regulations,  the 
importation  from  Canada  and  other  foreign  areas  north  of  the  United  States,  and 
from  Europe,  on  account  of  a  disease  due  to  the  fungus  Ceratostomella  ulmi 
Buisman,  of  seeds,  leaves,  plants,  cuttings,  and  scions  of  elm  and  related  plants; 
logs  of  elm  and  related  plants;  lumber,  timber,  and  veneer  of  such  plants  if  bark 
is  present  on  them;  and  crates,  boxes,  barrels,  packing  cases,  and  other  containers, 
and  other  articles  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  wood  of  elm  or  related 
plants  if  not  free  from  bark. 

Order  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  December  22,  1913,  and  the  regulations 
governing  the  importation  of  potatoes  into  the  United  States,  revised,  effective 
March  1,  1922,  as  subsequently  amended  (7  CFR  and  Supp.,  321.1  et  seq.).  These 
regulations  restrict  the  importation  of  potatoes  from  all  foreign  countries  and 
localities  except  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  Bermuda,  on  account  of  injurious 
potato  diseases  and  insect  pests. 

Order  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  October  4,  1932  and  the  Plant  Safeguard 
Regulations,  revised  December  1,  1932  (7  CFR  352.1  et  seq.).  These  regulations 
provide  safeguards  for  the  landing  or  unloading  for  transshipment  and  exportation 
and  for  transportation  and  exportation  in  bond  of  restricted  or  prohibited  plants 
and  plant  products  when  it  is  determined  that  such  entry  can  be  made  without 
involving  risk  to  the  plant  cultures  of  the  United  States  and  also  provide  for  the 
safeguarding  of  such  plant  material  at  a  port  or  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
United  States  where  entry  or  landing  is  not  intended  or  where  entry  has  been 
refused. 

3.  The  advisability  of  amending  and  enforcing  the  following  plant  quarantines 
in  the  Virgin  Islands: 

No.  15.  Sugarcane,  revised,  effective  October  1,  1934  (7  CFR  319.15).  This 
quarantine  prohibits  the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of 
canes  of  sugarcane,  or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  sugarcane  leaves,  and  bagasse,  on 
account  of  certain  injurious  insects  and  diseases  of  sugarcane,  except  that  importa- 
tion is  allowed  under  permit  of  specific  materials  authorized  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  on  condition  that  they  have  been  or  are  to  be  so 
treated,  processed,  or  manufactured  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  Department, 
their  entry  will  involve  no  pest  risk. 

Conditions  may  justify,  at  least  temporarily,  an  exception  to  the  prohibition 
contained  in  this  quarantine  in  the  movement  of  sugarcane  from  Tortola  (Br.) 
to  St.  Thomas. 

No.  19.  Citrus  nursery  stock,  effective  September  15,  1947  (7  CFR  319.19), 
This  quarantine  forbids  the  importation  into  the  continental  United  States, 
Puerto  Rico,  and  Hawaii  from  all  foreign  localities  and  countries  of  plants  or  any 
plant  part,  except  fruit  and  seeds,  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  the  sub- 
families Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae  and  Toddalioideae,  of  the  botanical  family 
Rutaceae,  from  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  South  America,  Central  America,  North 
America  outside  of  the  United  States,  Australia,  and  foreign  oceanic  countries  and 
islands,  on  account  of  citrus  canker  and  other  citrus  diseases. 

If  this  quarantine  is  to  be  made  applicable  in  the  Virgin  Islands,  it  appears  to 
require  amendment  to  include  this  district. 

No.  28.  Citrus  fruits,  revised,  effective  October  25,  1947  (7  CFR  319.28). 
This  quarantine  forbids  the  importation  into  the  continental  United  States, 
Puerto  Rico,  and  Hawaii  of  all  fruits  and  peel  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of 
the  subfamilies  Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Toddalioideae,  of  the  botanical 
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family  Rutaceae,  from  eastern  and  southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Burma, 
Ceylon,  Siam,  Indochina,  and  China),  the  Malayan  Archipelago,  the  Philippine 
Islands,  Oceania  (except  Australia  and  Tasmania),  Japan  (including  Formosa 
and  other  islands  adjacent  to  Japan),  Mauritius,  and  Seychelles,  on  account  of  the 
citrus  canker  disease;  forbids  the  importation  into  the  continental  United  States, 
Puerto  Rico,  and  Hawaii  of  fruits  and  peel  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of 
Citrus  aurantifolia  ( Christ m.)  Swingle,  C.  aurantium  L.,  C.  hystrix  DC,  C.  limon 
(L.)  Burm.  f.,  C.  paradisi  Macf.,  C.  reticulata  Blanco,  C.  sinensis  (L.)  Osbeck  and 
Fortunella  margarita  (Lour.)  Swingle,  from  Argentina,  Brazil,  Paraguay,  and 
Uruguay,  on  account  of  sweet  orange  scab;  and  forbids  the  importation  into  the 
continental  United  States,  Puerto  Rico,  and  Hawaii  of  fruits  and  peel  of  all  genera, 
species,  and  varieties  of  Citrus  aurantifolia  (Christm.)  Swingle,  C.  aurantium  L.f 
C.  limon  (L.)  Burm.  f.,  C.  Medica  L.,  and  C.  sinensis  (L.)  Osbeck,  from  Argentina, 
Paraguay,  and  Uruguay,  on  account  of  the  bacterial  disease  known  as  "Can- 
crosis  B." 

Seeds  and  processed  peel  of  fruits  designated  herein  are  excluded  from  the 
provisions  of  this  quarantine.  Such  seeds,  however,  are  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  Nursery  Stock,  Plant,  and  Seed  Quarantine  No.  37  (7  CFR  319.37).  If 
it  is  to  be  made  applicable  in  the  Virgin  Islands,  this  quarantine  appears  to  require 
amendment  to  include  this  district. 

No.  29.  Sweetpotatoes  and  yams,  effective  January  1,  1918  (7  CFR  319.29). 
This  quarantine  forbids  the  importation  for  any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  sweet- 
potatoes  and  yams  (Ipomoea  batatas  and  Dioscorea  spp.),  from  all  foreign  countries 
and  localities,  on  account  of  the  sweetpotato  weevils  (Cylas  spp.)  and  the  sweet- 
potato  scarabee  (Euscepes  batatae  Waterh.). 

This  quarantine  does  not  apply  to  importations  into  the  territories  of  Hawaii 
and  Puerto  Rico.  If  it  is  likewise  not  to  be  made  applicable  in  the  Virgin  Islands, 
the  exemption  should  be  amended  to  include  that  district  with  Hawaii  and 
Puerto  Rico. 

No.  87.  Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds,  revised,  effective  January  1,  1949,  as 
amended  (7  CFR  and  Supp.  319.37).  This  quarantine  forbids  the  "importation 
into  the  United  States  from  designated  countries  of  certain  nursery  stock  and 
other  plants  and  plant  products  specified  in  the  quarantine  because  of  the  respec- 
tive injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  listed.  It  restricts  the  importation  from 
any  foreign  country  or  locality  of  nonprohibited  field-grown  florists'  stock,  trees, 
shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  buds,  and  fruit  pits  and  other  seeds  of 
forest,  fruit,  and  ornamental  trees  and  shrubs;  bedding  plants;  other  herbaceous 
plants,  bulbs,  and  roots;  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds;  and  other  plants  and 
plant  products  for,  or  capable  of,  propagation,  except  as  provided  in  supplemental 
regulations  (7  CFR  and  Supp.  319.37-1  et  seq.)  To  be  made  applicable  in  the 
Virgin  Islands,  this  quarantine  should  be  revised  to  include  that  district. 

No.  56.  Fruits  and  vegetables,  effective  November  1,  1923  (7  CFR  319.56). 
This  quarantine  forbids,  except  as  provided  in  the  supplemental  regulations  (7  CFR 
319.56-1  et  seq.),  the  importation  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  of  plants  or 
portions  of  plants  used  as  packing  material  in  connection  with  shipments  of  such 
fruits  and  vegetables,  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  other  than  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  on  account  of  injurious  insects,  including  fruitflies  and 
melonflies  (Tephritidae) .  This  quarantine  does  not  need  revision  to  make  it 
applicable  to  the  Virgin  Islands.  If  enforced  there  the  policy  would  be  similar  to 
that  for  the  enforcement  of  the  quarantine  in  Puerto  Rico.  The  decision  as  to 
admissibility  of  a  fruit  or  vegetable  would  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  problems 
of  those  Islands  with  consideration  for  the  related  problems  of  Puerto  Rico. 

No.  73.  Coffee,  effective  April  1,  1940  (7  CFR  319.73).  This  quarantine 
prohibits  the  importation  into  Puerto  Rico  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities 
of  (1)  the  seed  or  beans  of  coffee  which,  previous  to  importation,  have  not  been 
roasted  to  a  degree  which,  in  the  judgment  of  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  will  have  destroyed  coffee  borers  in  all  stages,  (2)  coffee  berries  or 
fruits,  and  (3)  coffee  plants  and  leaves,  on  account  of  an  injurious  coffee  insect 
known  as  the  coffee  berry  borer  (Stephanoderes  [cofeae  Hgdn.]  hampei  Ferr.)  and 
an  injurious  rust  disease  due  to  the  fungus  Hemileia  vastatrix  B.  and  Br.  Provi- 
sion is  made  for  importations  of  samples  of  unroasted  coffee  seeds  or  beans  and  for 
shipments  of  unroasted  coffee  seeds  or  beans  in  transit  to  destinations  other  than 
Puerto  Rico.  This  quarantine  requires  revision  if  it  is  to  be  made  applicable  in 
the  Virgin  Islands  in  order  to  give  further  needed  protection  to  Puerto  Rico. 

No.  74.  Cut  flowers,  effective  August  1,  1947  (7  CFR  319.74).  This  quaran- 
tine forbids  the  entry  of  cut  flowers  (other  than  cut  flowers  produced  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  Labrador,  Newfoundland,  and  the  United  States)  into  the 
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continental  United  States,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico  from  all  foreign  countries, 
except  as  provided  in  the  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  on  account  of  injurious 
insects  and  plant  diseases,  including  the  citrus  blackfly  (Aleurocanthus  woglumi 
Ashby)  and  a  Cercospora  leaf  spot.  To  be  made  applicable  in  the  Virgin  Islands, 
this  quarantine  will  require  an  amendment  to  include  that  district. 

Notice  is  therefore  hereby  given  that,  in  accordance  with  sections  5  and  7  of  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  159,  160),  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  before 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  Room 
509,  Administration  Building,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  commencing  at 
10:30  a.  m.  on  March  29,  1951,  to  consider  the  necessity  of  further  prohibiting  or 
restricting  the  entry  of  certain  plants  and  plant  products  on  account  of  plant 
pests  as  set  forth  above,  pursuant  to  sections  1,  5,  and  7  of  the  Plant  Quaran- 
tine Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  and  Sup.  154,  159,  160)  in  order  that  any  person  interested  in 
consideration  of  any  of  the  matters  outlined  above  may  appear  and  be  heard  either 
in  person  or  by  attorney. 

This  notice  of  public  hearing  is  not  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the  notice  of 
proposed  rule  making  contemplated  by  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure 
Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003).

NOTICE  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING  TO  CONSIDER  THE  ADVISABILITY  OF 
(1)  PROHIBITING  OR  RESTRICTING  THE  MOVEMENT  OF  CERTAIN 
PLANTS  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS  FROM  THE  VIRGIN  ISLANDS  OF 
THE  UNITED  STATES  TO  OTHER  PARTS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
AND  (2)  MODIFYING  BY  MAKING  MORE  STRINGENT  OR  LESS 
STRINGENT,  OR  LIFTING,  CERTAIN  QUARANTINES  GOVERNING 
THE  DOMESTIC  MOVEMENT  OF  PLANTS  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS 
FROM  THE  TERRITORIES,  POSSESSIONS  AND  DISTRICTS  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

February  2,  1951. 
Pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as 
amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
is  considering  the  advisability  of  (1)  prohibiting  or  restriciting  the  movement  of 
certain  plants  and  plant  products  from  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  to 
other  parts  of  the  United  States,  and  (2)  modifying,  by  making  more  stringent  or 
less  stringent,  or  lifting,  certain  quarantines  governing  the  domestic  movement  of 
plants  and  plant  products  from  the  territories,  possessions,  and  districts  of  the 
United  States.  The  specific  quarantines,  orders,  and  regulations  are  listed  and 
described  hereinafter. 

The  Plant  Quarantine  Act  was  formerly  not  thought  to  be  applicable  in  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States,  and,  hence,  plant  material  arriving  in  other 
parts  of  the  United  States  from  those  islands  was  regarded  as  if  it  were  of  foreign 
origin  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  foreign  plant  quarantines.  The  U.  S. 
Virgin  Islands  are  now  considered  to  be  a  "district"  of  the  United  States  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act.  Consequently,  there  is  at  present  no 
Federal  plant  quarantine  regulation  of  the  movement  of  any  plants  or  plant 
products  of  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  to  Puerto  Rico  or  to  the  main- 
land of  this  country.  This  creates  a  gap  in  the  national  program  of  plant  quaran- 
tine protection  of  this  country. 
>  In  some  respects  the  diseases  and  insect  pests  of  plants  in  the  Virgin  Islands  are 
similar  to  those  occurring  in  Puerto  Rico.  There  are,  however,  various  plant 
quarantines  prohibiting  or  restricting  the  movement  to  the  mainland  of  certain 
plants  and  plant  products  of  Puerto  Rico.     In  the  absence  of  Federal  plant  quar* 
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antines  applying  to  the  plants  and  plant  products  of  the  Virgin  Islands  moving  to 
Puerto  Rico,  that  Island  can  only  derive  protection  against  pests  which  do  not 
occur  there  by  enforcing  such  Insular  plant  quarantines  as  may  be  applicable. 

At  the  present  time  the  Federal  plant  quarantines  regulating  the  domestic 
movement  of  Puerto  Rican  plant  material  are  those  covering  fruits  and  vegetables, 
sugarcane  and  bagasse,  banana  plants,  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  prod- 
ucts, and  sand,  soil,  or  earth  with  plants.  Some  of  the  pests  attacking  these 
products  in  Puerto  Rico  do  no  occur  on  the  mainland  of  the  United  States  and 
possibly  some  could  not  survive  if  transported  here  because  of  their  tropical  nature; 
other  pests  of  Puerto  Rico  may  have  but  limited  distribution  on  the  mainland. 

It  therefore  becomes  necessary  to  review  the  need  for  controlled  movement  of 
plants  and  plant  products  of  the  Virgin  Islands  to  give  protection  to  other  parts 
of  the  United  States  as  well  as  to  reconsider  the  current  plant  quarantines  govern- 
ing like  movement  of  Puerto  Rican  plants  and  plant  products.  (It  is  planned  in 
ether  rule  making  procedures  to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing  foreign 
plant  quarantine  protection  in  the  Virgin  Islands,  to  review  the  restrictions  on 
the  movement  of  Puerto  Rican  cotton  and  cotton  products  and  the  advisability  of 
extending  them  to  include  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  to  review  the  need  for  the  Banana 
Plant  Quarantines.) 

Without  limiting  the  scope  of  the  practices  and  procedures  requiring  considera- 
tion, particular  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  following  matters: 

1.  The  advisability  of  revoking,  or  of  continuing  without  modification,  or 
of  modification  to  make  more  stringent  or  less  stringent,  the  following  plant 
quarantines  applving  to  plants  and  plant  products  of  Puerto  Rico. 

No.  16.  Sugarcane.  Revised,  effective  January  1,  1935  (7  CFR  301.16).  This 
quarantine  prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto 
Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States 
of  canes  of  sugarcane,  or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  sugarcane  leaves  and  bagasse, 
on  account  of  certain  injurious  insects  and  disea-ses  of  sugarcane,  except  that 
movement  is  allowed  under  permit  of  specific  materials  on  condition  that  they 
have  been  or  are  to  be  so  treated,  processed,  or  manufactured  that,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Department,  their  movement  will  involve  no  pest  risk. 

No.  80.  Sweet-potato.'  Revised,  effective  October  10,  1934  (7  CFR.  301.30). 
This  quarantine  prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and 
Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United 
States  of  any  variety  of  sweetpotato  (Ipomoea  batatas  Poir.),  on  account  of  the 
sweetpotato  stem  borer  (Omphisa  anastomosalis  Guen.)  and  the  sweetpotato 
scarabee  (Eusceves  batatae  TTaterh.). 

No.  58.  Fruits  and  vegetables.  Revised,  effective  January  22,  1941  (7  CFR 
301.58).  The  quarantine  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  supplemental 
regulations,  the  movement  from  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory, 
State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  raw  or 
unprocessed  state,  on  account  of  certain  injurious  insects,  including  the  fruitflies 
Anastrepha  suspensa  (Loew)  and  A.  mombinpraeoptans  Sein,  and  the  bean-pod 
borer  Maruca  testulalis  (Geyer). 

No.  60.  Sand,  soil,  or  earth  with  plants.  Revised,  effective  September  1.  1936 
(7  CFR  301.60).  This  quarantine  prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territories 
of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District 
of  the  United  States  of  sand  (other  than  clean  ocean  sand),  soil,  or  earth  around 
the  roots  of  plants  to  prevent  the  spread  of  certain  injurious  insects,  including 
PhyUophaga  spp  (white  grubs),  Phytalus  sp.,  Adoretus  sp.,  and  of  several  species 
of  termites  or  white  ants. 

2.  The  advisability  of  amending  the  following  quarantines  to  cover  plants 
and  plant  products  of  the  Virgin  Islands  and  thereby  afford  protection  to  other 
parts  of  the  United  States,  as  follows : 

No.  16.  Sugarcane  (7  CFR  301.16).  To  be  made  applicable  to  sugarcane  and 
bagasse  of  the  Virgin  Islands,  this  quarantine  would  need  amendment. 

No.  80.  Sweetpotato  (7  CFR  301.30).  To  be  made  applicable  to  sweetpotato 
of  the  Virgin  Islands,  this  quarantine  would  need  amendment.  Consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  desirability  of  so  amending  the  quarantine  as  to  permit 
movement  of  sweetpotatoes  between  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 

No.  58.  Fruits  and  vegetables  (7  CFR  301.58).  To  be  made  applicable  to 
fruits  and  vegetables  of  the  Virgin  Islands  this  quarantine  would  need  amendment. 
Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  desirability  of  so  amending  the  quarantine 
as  to  omit  any  unnecessary  impediment  to  movement  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
between  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 
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No.  60.  Sand,  soil,  or  earth  with  plants  (7  CFR  301.60).  To  be  made  applicable 
to  plants  from  the  Virgin  Islands  this  quarantine  would  need  amendment. 

3.  The  desirability  of  enforcing  the  following  quarantines  with  respect  to  any- 
proposed  shipments  from  Hawaii  to  the  Virgin  Islands.  These  quarantines  do  not 
require  amendment  for  this  purpose  but  require  amendment  if  they  are  not  to  be 
made  applicable  to  such  movement. 

No.  13.  Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables.  Revised,  effective  June  24,  1948 
(7  CFR  301.13).  This  quarantine  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  supple- 
mental regulations,  the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or  through 
any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and 
vegetables,  in  the  natural  or  raw  state,  peels  of  fruits  of  all  genera,  species,  and 
varieties  of  the  subfamilies  Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Toddalioideae,  of  the 
botanical  family  Rutaceae;  cut  flowers;  rice  straw;  and  mango  seeds  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  Mediterranean  fruitfly  (Ceratitis  capitata  Hendl.),  melon  fly 
(Dacus  cucurbitae  Coq.),  Oriental  fruitfly  (Dacus  dorse  lis  Hendl.),  citrus  canker 
(Xanthomonas  citri  (Hasse)  Dowson),  green  coffee  scale  (Coccus  viridis  Green), 
bean  pod  borer  (Maruca  testulalis  Geyer),  bean  butterfly  (Lampides  boeticus  L.), 
Asiatic  rice  borer  (Chilo  simplex  ButL),  mango  weevil  (Cryptorhynchus  mangiferae 
F.),  and  Chinese  rose  beetle  (Adoretus  sinicus  Burm.). 

No;  16.  Sugarcane  (described  above.) 

No.  SO.  Sweetpotato  (described  above). 

A^o.  47.  Hawaiian  and  Puerto  Rican  Cotton,  Cottonseed,  and  Cottonseed 
Products,  Effective  August  15,  1920  (7  CFR  301.47).  This  quarantine  prohibits, 
except  as  provided  in  the  supplemental  regulations,  the  movement  of  cotton,  seed 
or  unginned  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  products,  except  oil,  from  the 
Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State, 
or  District  of  the  United  States  on  account  of  the  pink  bollworm  (Pectinophora 
gossypieila  Saund.)  and  the  cotton-blister  mite  {Eriophyes  gossypii  Banks). 

No.  60.  Sand,  soil  or  earth  with  plants  (described  above) . 

No.  75.  Hawaiian  citrus  nursery  stock.  Effective  September  15,  1947  (7  CFR 
301.75).  This  quarantine  prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 
into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  Sate,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  plants 
or  any  plant  part,  except  fruits  and  seeds,  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of 
the  subfamilies  Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Toddalioideae  of  the  botanical 
family  Rutaceae,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker  disease  and  other  citrus  diseases. 

Notice  is  therefore  hereby  given  that  in  accordance  with  section  8  of  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  before 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  Room 
509,  Administration  Building,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  com- 
mencing at  1:30  p.  m.  on  March  29,  1951,  in  order  that  any  person  interested  in 
consideration  of  any  of  the  matters  set  forth  above  may  appear  and  be  heard  either 
in  person  or  by  attorney.

HERRELL     NAMED     DEPUTY     ASSISTANT     CHIEF     OF     BUREAU     OF 
ENTOMOLOGY  AND  PLANT  QUARANTINE:

January  12,  1951. : 
Appointment  of  Henry  G.  Herrell,  veteran  career  employee  in  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  to  the  newly  established  position  of  Deputy  Assistant 
Chief  for  Administrative  Affairs  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quaran- 
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tine,  was  announced  today  by  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  His  appoint- 
ment is  effective  today.

Among  positions  of  responsibility,  he  has  been  executive  officer  of  the  Depart- 
ment's Office  of  Labor,  War  Food  Administration,  under  Gen.  Philip  G.  Bruton; 
Chief,  Budget  and  Organization,  Production  and  Marketing  Administration;  and 
Executive  Officer  in  the  office  of  the  administrator,  Agricultural  Research  Ad- 
ministration. In  the  last  position,  Mr.  Herrell  served  as  the  executive  secretary 
to  the  Agricultural  Research  Policy  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture is  chairman. 

Mr.  Herrell  is  a  native  of  The  Plains,  Va.  He  attended  public  schools  there, 
and  at  Haymarket,  Va.  He  received  an  LL.  B.  in  1930  from  National  University, 
and  a  B.  C.  S.  degree  in  accounting  and  business  administration  in  1933  from  Ben 
Franklin  University.  He  is  a  member  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Bar  Associa- 
tion. 


DR.    S.    A.    ROHWER,    VETERAN    UNITED    STATES    DEPARTMENT    OF 
AGRICULTURE  ENTOMOLOGIST,  DIES  AT  AGE  62 

(Press  Notice) 

February  13,  1951. 

Funeral  services  for  Dr.  S.  A.  Rohwer,  veteran  entomologist  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  who  died  while  at  work  on  February  12,  will  be  held  February  15. 
The  services  will  be  private. 

Since  January  2,  Dr.  Rohwer  has  served  as  special  assistant  to  the  Administrator 
of  the  Agricultural  Research  Administration  in  charge  of  defense  efforts.  In  this 
capacity  he  represented  the  Administrator  in  dealings  with  the  various  defense 
agencies  throughout  the  Federal  Government. 

During  World  War  II  Dr.  Rohwer  presented  the  needs  for  insecticide  chemicals 
to  the  War  Production  Board,  representing  the  Nation's  farmers  and  the  insecti- 
cide industry.  He  also  served  as  special  representative  of  the  Department  as 
advisor  to  several  war  agencies,  in  dealing  with  insect  control  policies  and  pro- 
grams. For  his  service  during  the  war  he  was  awarded  the  Superior  Service 
Award  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  1947. 

"Dr.  Rohwer's  untimely  death  is  a  serious  blow  to  the  Department  and  a  heavy 
loss  to  American  agriculture,"  Secretary  Brannan  said. 

Dr.  Rohwer,  who  was  62,  came  to  the  Department  in  1909  as  a  research  ento- 
mologist, and  became  an  international  authority  on  the  identification  of  insects, 
specializing  in  parasitic  insects.  He  later  served  as  business  manager  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology. 

In  1928  he  became  assistant  chief  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Admin- 
istration. Three  years  later  he  returned  to  the  Bureau  of  Entolology  as  assistant 
chief.  When  these  agencies  were  merged  in  1934  he  continued  as  assistant  chief 
and  later  was  designated  as  assistant  chief  in  charge  of  regulatory  activities. 

Dr.  Rohwer  was  a  native  of  Telluride,  Colo.  He  attended  the  University  of 
Colorado,  which  honored  him  with  a  Doctor  of  Science  degree  in  1948.  He  was 
a  member  of  numerous  scientific  societies,  including  the  American  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  American  Association  of  Economic  Entomoli- 
gists,  Entomological  Society  of  America,  Entomological  Society  of  Washington, 
and  the  Cosmos  Club  of  Washington.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  four  sons,  and 
a  daughter.     He  lived  at  3103  Key  Blvd.,  Lyon  Village,  Va. 


DR.  H.  L.  HALLER  NAMED  ASSISTANT  CHIEF  OF  BUREAU  OF 
ENTOMOLOGY  AND  PLANT  QUARANTINE 

(Press  Notice) 

March  2,  1951. 

Dr.  H.  L.  Haller,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  scientist,  with  an 
international  reputation  in  insecticides,  today  was  appointed  Assistant  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  in  charge  of  insecticides  and 
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chemical  problems  relating  to  insect  pest  control,  it  was  announced  by  Avery  S. 
Hoyt,  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  Dr.  Haller  has  been  special  assistant  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  since  1947.  He  was  assistant  leader  of  the  Bureau's  Division  of 
Insecticide  Investigations  from  1937  to  1947. 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  and  of  Columbia  University,  Dr. 
Haller  entered  the  Department  in  1919  following  service  in  the  First  World  War. 
In  1923  he  was  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medical 
Research  as  an  associate  in  chemistry.  He  returned  to  the  Department  in  1929 
to  work  on  insecticides. 

One  of  Dr.  Haller's  outstanding  contributions  to  science  *  *  *  made  in 
collaboration  with  Dr.  F.  B.  LaForge  and  L.  E.  Smith  *  *  *  was  the  de- 
termination of  the  chemical  structure  of  rotenone,  an  important  naturally  occurr- 
ing plant  insecticide.  The  Chemical  Society  of  Washington  awarded  its  Hille- 
brand  prize  for  1932  to  Dr.  Haller  and  Dr.  LaForge  for  this  achievement. 

During  World  War  II  Dr.  Haller  directed  and  coordinated  experimental  work 
on  DDT,  other  insecticides,  and  repellents,  which  effectively  protected  our  armed 
forces  against  insect-borne  diseases.  Both  the  Army  and  the  Navy  cited  him 
for  these  contributions.  He  also  served  as  a  technical  adviser  to  the  office  of 
Scientific  Research  and  Development. 

Dr.  Haller's  new  assignment  covers  the  various  chemical  aspects  of  the  Bureau's 
activities  including  the  development,  manufacture,  and  use  of  attractants, 
repellents,  insecticides  and  accessory  materials.  He  will  act  as  liaison  officer 
between  the  Bureau,  and  manufacturers  of  insecticidal  chemicals,  as  well  as 
formulators  of  insecticides. 


BUREAU  OF  ENTOMOLOGY  AND  PLANT  QUARANTINE  ACTIVITIES  IN 
NORTHEAST  REORGANIZED 

(Press  Release) 

March  6,  1951. 

A  reorganization  of  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  activities  in 
northeastern  States  was  announced  today  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  area  affected  by  the  present  reorganization  is  that  primarily  covered  by  the 
Eastern  Plant  Board — the  New  England  States,  plus  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
New  Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia.  The  Eastern 
Plant  Board  is  an  organization  of  State  plant  regulatory  officials. 

The  purpose  of  the  reorganization,  according  to  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau,  is  to  utilize  more  fully  Bureau  manpower,  facilities,  and  equipment,  and  to 
coordinate  all  Bureau  programs  and  administrative  management  in  the  region  for 
reasons  of  efficiency  and  economy. 

Headquarters  for  the  newly  established  Northeastern  Region  will  be  at  Green- 
field, Mass.,  where  the  Bureau  occupies  a  building  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate 
the  director  of  the  region,  his  staff,  and  several  operating  units. 

Director  for  the  Northeastern  Region  will  be  Roy  G.  Richmond,  former  leader 
of  the  Bureau's  Division  of  Domestic  Plant  Quarantines.  He  will  plan,  direct, 
and  coordinate  all  Bureau  activities  concerning  the  control  and  regulatory  pro- 
grams on  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths,  Japanese  beetle,  and  golden  nematode. 
Insects  and  other  plant  pests  do  not  recognize  State  and  regional  boundaries, 
therefore  control  and  regulatory  activities  of  the  Northeastern  Regional  Head- 
quarters will  extend  to  other  parts  of  the  country  in  which  infestations  of  the  pests 
named  may  occur,  or  in  which  surveys  may  be  conducted. 

Mr.  Richmond  also  will  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  in  respect  to  other  Bureau  activities  in  the 
Northeastern  Region. 

Immediate  supervision  of  the  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths  control  project 
remains  under  the  leadership  of  J.  M.  Corliss,  the  golden  nematode  control  project 
under  Harrv  L.  Smith,  and  the  Japanese  beetle  control  project  under  William 
Middleton. 

Budgetary,  fiscal,  procurement,  personnel,  property,  communications,  and 
related  Bureau  administrative  functions  in  the  Northeastern  Region  will  be  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  Howard  Ameigh. 

R.  A.  Roberts,  formerly  Mr.  Richmond's  first  assistant,  is  now  acting  in  charge 
of  the  Bureau's  Division  of  Domestic  Plant  Quarantines,  Mr.  Hoyt  announced. 
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WILLIAM  H.  WHITE  DIES:  AUTHORITY  ON  CONTROL  OF  VEGETABLE 

INSECTS 

(Press  Notice) 

March  14,  1951. 

William  H.  White,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  entomologist,  an 
authority  on  the  control  of  vegetable  insects,  died  this  morning  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  of  a  coronary  attack  while  on  his  way  to  his  office  in  Agriculture's  South 
Building.  He  had  been  leader  of  the  Division  of  Truck  Crop  and  Garden  Insect 
Investigations  in  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  since  1932. 

Mr.  White  was  known  throughout  this  country  and  abroad  as  the  director  of 
research  on  the  biology  and  control  of  insects  that  destroy  or  damage  vegetables, 
sugar  beets,  garden  crops,  greenhouse  plants,  tobacco,  mushrooms,  and  shrubbery. 

Mr.  White  entered  Federal  service  in  the  Department's  Bureau  of  Entomology 
in  1914  as  a  scientific  assistant,  and  was  assigned  to  investigate  insects  that 
damage  vegetables  in  greenhouses.  He  remained  with  this  Bureau  the  remainder 
of  his  life,  conducting  and  directing  investigations  on  a  wide  variety  of  such  insect 
pests. 

In  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  32d  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  11th  Division,  and  he 
served  as  a  Second  Lieutenant  with  the  American  Expeditionarv  Forces  in  France 
until  1919. 

He  was  born  at  La  Plata,  Md.,  August  9,  1892,  attended  public  schools  in  College 
Park,  Maryland,  and  graduated  from  the  University  of  Maryland  in  1913. 

Mr.  White  was  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Economic  Entomolo- 
gists, Entomological  Society  of  Washington,  and  the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Sciences. 

Donald  J.  Caffrey,  long-time  assistant  to  Mr.  White,  has  been  appointed 
Acting  in  Charge  of  this  Division. 


UNITED    STATES    DEPARTMENT    OF    AGRICULTURE    CONSOLIDATES 
WORK  ON  AIRCRAFT  AND  OTHER  PEST   CONTROL  EQUIPMENT 

(PressjNotice) 

May  14,  1951. 

Consolidation  of  all  work  on  the  adaptation  and  utilization  of  aircraft  and  other 
special  equipment  for  agricultural  pest  control  in  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine  was  announced  today  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  This  consolidation  combines  work  formerly  done  at  a  number  of  the 
Bureau's  different  field  stations.  It  will  be  directed  by  Kenneth  Messenger  from 
the  Bureau's  newly  established  Aircraft  and  Special  Equipment  Center,  Oklahoma 
City,  Okla.     Mr.  Messenger  is  a  long-time  employee  of  the  Bureau. 

The  Center  has  direct  responsibility  for  the  acquisition,  assignment,  modifica- 
tion, and  disposition  of  aircraft  used  by  the  Bureau.  It  will  advise  in  the  develop- 
ment of  specifications  and  contracts  for  aircraft  operations  in  which  the  Bureau 
cooperates.  It  will  assist  in  the  inspection  of  aircraft  and  the  investigation  of  the 
qualification  of  pilots  engaged  in  these  operations.  In  cooperation  with  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration's  Aeronautical  Center,  also  located  near  Oklahoma 
City,  it  will  develop  operating  standards  for  agricultural  pest  control  aircraft 
operators  throughout  the  country. 

In  the  field  of  ground-application  equipment,  the  Aircraft  and  Specigl  Equip- 
ment Center  will  assemble  and  maintain  current  information  on  the  development 
and  availability  of  such  pest  control  machinery.  It  will  advise  the  Bureau  and 
its  field  stations,  State  research  organizations,  and  other  groups  and  individuals 
involved  with  pest  control  on  machines  suitable  for  their  needs.  Advice  will  be 
given  on  the  modification  of  special  machines  where  required. 

A  close  association  will  be  maintained  with  engineers  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  cooperating  States  and  industry  to  insure  prompt 
solution  of  engineering  problems  that  arise  constantly  in  connection  with  improve- 
ment of  special  machines  required  for  pest  control  work. 
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ORIENTAL  FRUIT  FLY  WORK  IN  HAWAIIAN  ISLANDS  TO  BE  HEADED 
BY  LEROY  D.  CHRISTENSON 

(Press  Notice) 

June  4,  1951. 

Investigations  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  control  of 
the  oriental  fruit  fly  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  will  be  headed  by  Leroy  D.  Christen- 
son,  who  started  work  with  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  25 
years  ago,  the  Department  said  today.  Mr.  Christenson  will  succeed  Dr.  Walter 
Carter,  who  organized  and  directed  these  investigations  as  an  emergency  measure 
upon  appropriation  of  special  funds  for  this  purpose  in  1949.  Dr.  Carter  is- 
returning  to  full-time  duties  as  entomologist,  Pineapple  Research  Institute,  at 
Honolulu,  Oahu,  T.  H.,  on  July  1. 

The  oriental  fruit  fiy,  an  insect  accidently  introduced  into  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  during  the  war  years,  is  one  of  the  most  serious  pests  of  numerous  fruits, 
vegetables,  and  nuts,  according  to  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  If  intro- 
duced into  che  United  States,  it  might  become  highly  destructive,  particularly  to- 
fruits  growing  in  the  warmer  portions  of  the  country.  It  is  known  to  attack  more 
than  100  different  fruits  and  other  plant  products,  ranging  from  peaches  to 
orchids. 

The  research  program  now,  as  developed  by  Dr.  Carter,  includes  5  main  lines 
of  work.  One  group  of  entomologists  is  studying  the  habits  of  the  pest  in  the 
Hawaiian  Islands,  its  ecology  and  biology,  the  climatic  conditions  under  which  it 
may  be  expected  to  thrive,  its  habits  of  migration,  and  the  hosts  it  attacks.  If 
the  pest  should  become  established  in  the  United  States,  this  information  would 
be  invaluable. 

A  second  line  of  research  concerns  treatment  of  infested  agricultural  pro- 
ducts so  they  may  be  transported  safely  into  uninfested  areas.  New  and  effective 
methoc  s  of  treating  infested  products  already  have  been  found. 

In  a  third  line  of  study  attempts  are  being  made  to  find  effective  insecticidal 
chemicals  that  kill  the  fruit  flies  in  their  various  stages,  or  attractive  chemicals 
that  could  be  used  to  lure  the  insects  to  traps  or  to  poison  deposits. 

A  fourth  approach  concerns  control  of  the  pest  in  large-scale  eradication 
studies,  results  of  which  would  be  a  necessity  in  the  event  the  pest  should  find 
its  way  to  the  mainland. 

The  fifth  line  of  investigations  concerns  natural  control  of  the  flies.  Most 
areas  of  the  world  where  oriental  fruit  flies  are  known  to  occur  have  been  searched 
diligently  by  entomological  explorers  for  parasites  and  predators  of  the  pest 
since  1949.  The  most  effective  of  these  were  sent  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
where  they  are  beginning  to  reduce  the  numbers  of  fruit  flies.  Studies  of  the 
insect's  physiology  are  also  under  wa}^. 

Mr.  Christenson,  a  graduate  of  Utah  State  Agricultural  College  with  graduate 
work  at  the  Universities  of  Minnesota  and  California,  entered  public  service  in 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  in  1926.  From  1929  to  1932 
he  investigated  sugarcane  insects  and  their  control  in  Cuba  for  the  Tropical 
Plant  Research  Foundation. 

He  also  has  carried  on  investigations  concerning  the  distribution  and  control 
of  the  alfalfa  weevil,  the  abundance,  distribution,  and  importance  of  soil  insects 
associated  with  cotton  production,  particularly  those  possibly  involved  in  trans- 
mission of  Texas  root  rot  and  other  serious  cotton  diseases,  and  in  surveys  of  in- 
sects in  peach  orchards  and  studies  to  determine  their  relationship  to  the  spread 
of  peach  mosiac  disease. 

He  entered  military  service  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  in  1942,  and 
served  as  a  Major  in  the  Sanitar}^  Corps  as  an  entomologist  in  the  South  Pacific 
until  1946.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  an  assistant  leader  of  the  Bureau's 
Division  of  Fruit  Insect  Investigations,  Washington,  D.  C. 


W.  G.  BRUCE  NAMED  DIRECTOR  OF  BUREAU  OF  ENTOMOLOGY  AND 
PLANT    QUARANTINE'S   SOUTHEASTERN   REGION 

(Press  Notice) 

June  22,  1951. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  today  that  W.  G. 

Bruce  has  been  selected  as  director  of  the  Southeastern  Region  of  the  Bureau  of 

Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.     His  headquarters  will  be  at  Gulfport,  Miss. 

In  his  position  Mr.  Bruce  will  direct  the  Bureau's  regulatory,  control,  and  ad  minis- 
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trative  functions  in  the  nine  States  in  the  Southeastern  Region.  These  include 
Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  and  Tennessee.  The  Region  was  one  of  five  recently  established 
in  a  reorganization  of  the  regulatory,  control  and  administrative  functions  of  the 
Bureau  to  facilitate  getting  the  best  possible  results  from  available  manpower 
and  equipment. 

Mr.  Bruce  has  been  identified  for  nearly  30  years  with  research  and  control  of 
insects  that  affect  the  health  and  welfare  of  man  and  animals.  His  experience 
in  this  scientific  field  is  long  and  varied,  particularly  in  southeastern  States. 
He  was  director  of  the  Department's  screwworm  control  campaign  in  Georgia, 
Florida,  and  South  Carolina,  with  headquarters  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  during  1935 
and  1936.  Until  his  selection  as  director  of  the  new  Southeastern  Region,  he 
was  leader  of  the  Bureau's  research  laboratory  at  Savannah,  Ga.,  where  extensive 
investigations  are  conducted  on  the  control  of  insects  that  destroy  household 
effects  such  as  woolens  and  stored  foods  such  as  cereals. 

As  director  of  the  new  Region,  Mr.  Bruce  will  be  responsible  for  the  coordination 
of  Bureau  administrative  acitvities  in  the  area,  and  control  and  regulatory 
activities.  Since  neither  insects  nor  plant  diseases  recognize  State  or  regional 
"boundaries,  control  and  regulatory  activities  of  this  Region  may  extend  to  other 
parts  of  the  country. 


DR.  THOMAS  E.  SNYDER,  UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRI- 
CULTURE   TERMITE    AUTHORITY,    RETIRES 

(Press  Notice) 

July  5,  1951. 

Dr.  Thomas  E.  Snyder,  internationally-known  authority  on  termites  and  their 
control,  who  has  retired  (June  30),  after  42  years  of  service  in  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  is  the  originator,  or  instigator,  of  most  modern  ways 
of  controlling  termites. 

When  Dr.  Snyder  entered  Federal  service  in  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  in  1909, 
very  little  was  known  about  termites,  their  biology  and  habits,  or  their  control. 
Very  little  was  known  about  the  number  of  species  that  cause  damage  in  this  or 
any  other  country.  It  was  not  realized  at  that  time,  except  in  limited  instances, 
how  much  damage  the  pests  do  to  wood  or  wooden  structures. 

It  soon  became  apparent  to  Dr.  Snyder  that  termites  and  powder  post  beetles 
are  among  the  most  destructive  of  all  the  insects  that  attack  wood.  At  that 
time,  one  of  the  major  items  of  expense  to  mine  owners,  and  railroad  and  tele- 
phone companies,  was  the  continual  replacement  of  mine  props,  railroad  ties,  and 
telephone  poles.  Termites  destroyed  them  in  only  a  few  years.  By  1913, 
Dr.  Snyder  was  advising  creosote  applications  to  such  wood,  and  within  a  few 
years  the  practice  was  almost  universal. 

Snyder  found  that  termites  usually  enter  homes  and  other  buildings  through 
structural  faults  that  could  be  corrected  most  easily  during  the  construction 
period.  He  then  instigated  establishment  of  uniform  standard  city  building  code 
specifications  to  prevent  termites  from  entering  buildings.  These  specifications 
are  used  in  many  parts  of  the  country  today. 

Because  termites  cause  their  greatest  damage  in  tropical  parts  of  the  world,  Dr. 
Snyder  conducted  many  of  his  experiments  in  termite  control  in  Panama,  the 
West  Indies,  Hawaii,  and  Louisiana.  He  estimated,  correctly,  that  any  method 
of  termite  control  would  work  in  the  United  States  if  if  would  work  in  the  tropics. 
Extensive  tests  with  various  wood  impregnating  chemicals  in  these  areas  resulted 
in  the  modern  use  of  sodium  arsenate,  pentochlorophenol,  and  more  recently 
DDT,  in  the  protection  of  homes  and  other  wooden  structures  from  damage  by 
termites. 

During  these  years  Dr.  Snyder  brought  together  for  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
.and  Plant  Quarantine  one  of  the  world's  greatest  collections  of  termites.  The 
collection  now  is  in  the  U.  S.  National  Museum.  No  less  than  150  species  of 
termites  of  the  world  were  described  originally  by  Dr.  Snyder  from  this  collection. 
He  has  written  more  than  200  scientific  and  popular  articles  on  termites  and  other 
insects  attacking  wood.  The  last  one  was  A  Catalog  of  the  Termites  (Isoptera) 
-of  the  World,  published  in  1949  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

Dr.  Snyder  will  continue  his  studies  on  termites,  with  offices  in  the  United 
States  National  Museum. 
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HAEUSSLER  TO  HEAD  UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICUL- 
TURE'S DIVISION  OF  TRUCK  CROP  AND  GARDEN  INSECT  INVES- 
TIGATIONS

July  11,  1951. 

Gilbert  J.  Haeussler  has  been  named  leader  of  the  Division  of  Truck  Crop  and 
Garden  Insect  Investigations  by  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ento- 
mology and  Plant  Quarantine,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
announced  today.  William  H.  White,  former  leader  of  this  Division,  died  March 
14,  1951. 

Mr.  Haeussler  entered  Federal  service  in  1925  in  the  then  Bureau  of  Entomology. 
He  was  engaged  for  16  years  in  research  on  the  control  of  insect  pests  of  fruits  by 
means  of  their  natural  enemies.  From  1929  to  1934  he  travelled  in  France, 
Italy,  and  Japan,  searching  for  and  shipping  to  this  country,  parasites  that  attack 
the  oriental  fruit  moth,  an  important  pest  of  peaches.  From  1934  until  1940  he 
was  stationed  at  the  Bureau's  Morrestown,  N.  J.  laboratory  investigating  both 
native  and  foreign  parasites  of  this  insect  pest. 

In  1940  he  was  appointed  field  leader  of  the  then  new  Comstock  mealybug 
control  project,  with  headquarters  at  Charlottesville,  Va.  This  insect  then 
threatened  apple  production  in  parts  of  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Ohio. 
Parasites,  introduced  from  Japan,  were  reared  in  large  numbers  by  the  Bureau  in 
the  laboratory  at  Charlottesville  and  liberated  by  Mr.  Haeussler.  These  natural 
enemies  proved  extremely  effective  in  the  control  of  the  pest  within  only  a  few 
years  and.  the  Comstock  mealybug  is  of  only  minor  importance  in  the  area  now. 

In  1941  Mr.  Haeussler  was  appointed  assistant  leader  of  the  Division  of  Fruit 
Insect  Investigations,  with  headquarters  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  has  been 
leader  of  the  Bureau's  Division  of  Insect  Survey  and  Information  since  August 
1944. 

Mr.  Haeussler  was  born  at  Chicopee,  Mass.,  March  19,  1904.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College.  He  lives  at  5714  40th  Avenue,  Hyatts- 
ville,  Md. 

NEW  RESEARCH  DIVISION  IN  BUREAU  OF  ENTOMOLOGY  AND 
PLANT  QUARANTINE 

(Press  Notice) 

September  10,  1951. 

A  new  research  Division  in  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine, 
the  Division  of  Stored  Product  Insect  Investigations,  in  which  research  will  be 
conducted  on  the  control  of  insects  that  destroy  stored  products,  was  announced 
today  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Randall  Latta,  longtime 
Bureau  researcher  on  various  methods  of  insect  control  has  been  designated  acting 
leader  of  the  new  Division,  by  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  His  first 
assistants  will  be  R.  T.  Cotton,  and  Dr.  Lyman  S.  Henderson,  Bureau  authorities 
on  the  control  of  insects  that  affect  stored  products  in  homes  and  commercial 
establishments. 

Almost  every  stored  agricultural  product,  whether  food,  feed,  or  fiber,  is  affected 
more  or  less  seriously  by  insects.  The  average  annual  value  of  grain  destroyed 
by  insects  has  been  estimated  at  a  billion  dollars.  Much  of  this  loss  occurs  after 
the  grain  is  harvested  and  in  farm  storage.  The  value  of  wool  destroyed  annually 
by  clothes  moths  and  carpet  beetles,  whether  raw  wool  prior  to  manufacture  or 
after  it  is  made  into  clothing,  is  estimated  at  more  than  %  billion  dollars.  Dried 
fruits,  nuts,  candy,  dairy  products,  cured  meats,  cereals,  spices,  breakfast  foods, 
spaghetti,  and  numerous  other  stored  food  products  and  tobacco  also  are  subject 
to  great  losses.  Control  of  these  insects,  it  is  estimated,  will  increase  the  cereal 
food  supplies  of  the  Nation  at  least  10  percent. 

Investigations  concerning  insects  that  affect  stored  products  have  been  con- 
ducted in  a  number  of  the  Bureau's  research  Divisions.  The  reorganization  will 
permit  better  coordination  of  the  research.  The  public  also  will  be  able  to  secure 
answers  to  its  problems  on  the  control  of  such  insects  from  a  single  source,  and 
industries  concerned  with  problems  in  their  field  will  have  a  more  centralized 
point  of  contact. 

The  problem  of  controlling  insects  that  damage  stored  grains  has  been  a  matter 
of  concern  to  this  Bureau  for  many  years.  Great  progress  has  been  made  within 
the  past  decade  in  this  field  of  research  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  R.  T.  Cotton 
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leader  of  the  Bureau's  Manhattan,  Kans.,  laboratory,  who  will  continue  to  direct 
this  phase  of  the  new  Division's  research. 

Another  phase  of  the  investigations  will  be  the  control  of  insects  that  cause 
problems  during  manufacturing  or  processing.  Except  for  research  on  control 
of  clothes  moths  and  carpet  beetles,  this  is  a  relatively  new,  yet  highly  important, 
field.  This  phase  of  the  research  will  be  centered  at  the  Bureau's  laboratory  at 
Savannah,  Ga.  The  present  Division  of  Control  Investigations,  located  at  the 
Agricultural  Research  Center,  Beltsville,  Md.,  also  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
new  Division. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  enotomologists  of  the  newly  established  Division  to 
find  how  insects  that  destroy  stored  products  can  be  controlled,  so  that  more 
feed,  food,  and  fiber,  can  be  made  available  to  the  Nation.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  PORTUGUESE 
COLONY  OF  ANGOLA 

QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  (ANIMALS  AND  PLANTS) 

Imports  of  plants,  seeds,  animals  and  animal  products  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  sanitary  certificate  from  the  exporting  country  and  are  subject  to  govern- 
mental examination  at  port  of  entry. 

Importation  of  the  following  is  prohibited: 

a.  Animals  and  animal  products  from  regions  where  epizootic  diseases  exist. 

b.  Plants  and  parts  of  plants  from  regions  infected  with  phylloxera  and  other 
diseases. 

The  above  regulations  have  been  abstracted  from  a  Foreign  Service  Despatch, 
dated  February  20,  1951,  from  Luanda,  Angola,  entitled  "Customs  Regulations 
on  Shipments  from  the  United  States  to  Angola,"  and  signed  by  the  American 
Consul  at  Luanda.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  COMMONWEALTH  OF 

AUSTRALIA 

This  revision  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Australia  appears  to  be  necessary  on  account  of  the  numerous  Procla- 
mations and  Statutory  Rules  which  have  been  issued  since  the  original  summary 
was  issued.  It  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant  quar- 
antine officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant 
products  to  any  State  in  Australia. 

The  digest  was  prepared  by  Richard  Faxon,  Division  of  Foreign  Plant  Quar- 
antines, from  the  Proclamations  and  Statutory  Rules  published  in  the  Common- 
wealth Gazette  up  to  and  including  those  dated  October  19,  1950,  and  November 
9,  1950.     It  was  reviewed  by  the  Director  of  Quarantine  (Plants)  in  Canberra. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independ- 
ently of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally 
authoritative.

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PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,   COMMONWEALTH  OF 

AUSTRALIA 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

The  Quarantine  Act  1908-1947 

(Plants  Division) 

Under  the  Quarantine^Act  1908-47  the  Governor-General  in  and  over  the 
Commonwealth  of  Australia  has  by  proclamation  prohibited  the  introduction  of 
"declared  diseases"  and  various  plants  into  Australia,  and  has  made  statutory- 
rules  regulating  the  importation  of  plants  and  plant  products.

All  plants  imported  into  Australia  from  overseas  shall  be  subject  to  quar- 
antine. No  plants  shall  be  delivered  until  a  permit  has  been  issued  by  the  Chief 
Quarantine  Officer  (Plants).     (See  also  Peg.  17.) 

Ports  of  Landing  for  Plants 
3P,  13P,  and  23P. 

Sydney  and  Newcastle,  New  South  Wales. 
Melbourne  and  Geelong,  Victoria. 

Burnie,  Devonport,  Hobart,  and  Launceston,  Tasmania. 
Port  Adelaide,  South  Australia. 

Albany,  Broome,  Carnarvon,  Fremantle,  and  Geraldton,  Western  Australia. 
Bowen,  Brisbane,  Cairns,  Rockhampton,  and  Townsville,  Queensland. 
Port  Darwin,  Northern  Territory. 

Port  Kennedy,  Thursday  Island  (food  materials  only). 
Thirty  eight  Quarantine  Stations  have  been  established  in  various  States  where 
plants  may  be  retained  for  observation. 

Declared  Diseases 

Various  plant  diseases,  insects,  and  weed  pests  have  been  declared  diseases  af- 
fecting plants  by  proclamation  and  their  introduction  into  Australia  prohibited. 
(See  Proclamations  4P,  5P,  2 IP,  and  22P.) 

Plants    Prohibited    Except    in    Accordance    with    Quarantine    (Plants) 

Regulations 

8P.  The  importation  into  Australia  of  the  following  plants  shall  be  prohibited, 
except  in  accordance  with  the  Quarantine  (Plants)  Regulations  which  usually 
require  a  permit  issued  by  the  Minister  or  the  Director  of  Quarantine: 

2.  COTTONSEED  and  COTTON  LINT  (raw  cotton)  (Regs.  22  and  22A). 

7.  HOPS,  which  are  the  commercial  product  of  hop  plants  grown  in  countries 
other  than  those  known  to  be  free  from  Downy  Mildew  or  Mosaic  diseases  (Reg. 
24.     See  also  Proclamation  27P). 

15P.  RICE  PLANTS  (Oryza  sativa),  RICE  SEED,  or  any  rough  or  unmilled 
rice  or  rice  capable  of  germinating  (Reg.  23 A). 

24P.  Any  MAIZE  PLANT  (Zea  mays  L.)  or  viable  MAIZE  SEED  (including 
all  races,  types,  varieties  or  selections  of  maize  whether  known  by  the  name  of 
.field  maize  or  Indian  corn,  sweet  corn,  pop  corn  or  by  any  other  name)  (Reg.  21F). 

25P.  Any  plants  or  seeds  of  Linum  usitatissimum  L.  (including  all  types, 
varieties  or  selections  of  "FLAX"  and  "LINSEED")  (Reg.  21F). 

26P.  Any  plants  or  seeds  of  Glycine  soja  Sieb.  &  Zucc.  (including  all  types, 
varieties,  and  selections  of  SOYBEAN  or  SOYA  BEAN)  (Reg.  21F). 

29P.  Any  plants  or  parts  of  plants  (other  than  the  dried  and  prepared  leaf 
ready  for  manufacturing  purposes)  of  any  variety  or  strain  of  the  genus  Nicotiana 
(including  all  types,  varieties,  or  selections  of  TOBACCO)  (Reg.  21F). 

30P.  Any  plants  or  parts  of  plants  of  any  variety  or  strain  of  the  genus  Arachis 
(PEANUTS)  (Reg.  21F  and  26). 
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3 IP.   Any  plants  or  parts  of  plants  of  the  species  Vitis  (Reg.  21C). 

32P.  Any  plants  or  parts  of  plants  of  any  of  some  17  genera;  11  Amaryllidaceae,. 
5  Liliaceae,  and  1  Iridaceae.      (For  the  complete  list  of  genera  see  Reg.  21B.) 

33P.  Bud  wood,  scions,  or  seeds  of  the  species  Persea  gratissima  Gaertm 
(AVOCADO)  (Reg.  21  A). 

34P.  Any  plants  or  any  part  of  plants  of  any  variety  or  strain  of  five  genera 
and  two  species  which  are  added  to  the  list  of  seeds  in  Reg.  21F,  mentioned  above 
in  24P,  25P,  26P,  29P,  and  30P. 

35P.  The  tubers  or  parts  of  potatoes  containing  eyes  or  viable  vegetative  parts 
(Res:.  21D). 

36P.  All  living  plant  material  used  in  a  nursery  including  woody  plants; 
seedlings  of  herbaceous  plants;  and  slips,  cuttings,  layers,  runners,  offsets  and 
similar  material  used  for  vegetative  propagation  of  woody  or  herbaceous  plants 
(Reg.  21E). 

Pkohibited  Plants 

9P.  The  importation  into  Australia  of  the  following  plants  shall  be  prohibited: 

(1)  ALL  STONE  FRUIT  TREES  or  parts  thereof  which  were  grown  in  any 
country  in  which  any  of  the  diseases  known  as  Peach  Yellows,  Peach  Rosette, 
Little  Peach  or  Phony  exists.  For  the  purposes  of  this  prohibition  any  State  of 
the  United  States  of  America  is  deemed  to  be  a  country. 

(2)  ALL  GOOSEBERRY  PLANTS  or  parts  thereof  from  any  country  in  which 
Sphaerotheca  mors-uvae  (American  Gooseberry  Mildew)  exists. 

(3)  ALL  COFFEE  PLANTS  or  parts  thereof  including  fruit  or  seed  (other 
than  manufactured  products  thereof)  liable  to  infection  with  any  species  of 
Hemileia  from  any  country  in  which  Hemileia  exists. 

(4)  ALL  SUGARCANE  and  BANANA  plants  exclusive  of  the  fruit  of  the 
latter,  grown  in  any  country  in  which  boring  beetles  of  the  genus  Sphenophorust 
Cosmopolites  or  Rhabdocnemis  exists. 

(5)  BROOM  MILLET. 

(9)  CHESTNUT  PLANTS  or  parts  thereof  including  the  fruits  or  nuts  from 
any  part  of  the  world. 

(10)  Plants  of  the  genus  Humulus  (with  the  exception  of  the  dried  flower 
cones  known  in  commerce  as  "HOPS")  grown  in  any  country  in  which  either 
downy  mildew  (Pseudoperonospora  humuli)  or  Mosaic  exists.  (See  also  Proclama- 
tion 27P.) 

(11)  CITRUS  PLANTS  including  the  fruits  but  exempting  the  seeds,  from  any 
country  in  which  Citrus  Canker  (Pseudomonas  citri)  exists. 

(12)  All  plants  of  the  family  Ulmaceae  (ELM  FAMILY)  including  seeds  and 
cuttings  from  Europe. 

Califobnia  Walnuts  Pkohibited  in  Western  Australia 

IIP.  The  importation  into  the  State  of  Western  Australia  is  prohibited  of: 

(a)  Walnuts  from  California  wherever  grown. 

(b)  Walnuts  grown  in  California  from  wherever  shipped. 

Raw  Cotton  Prohibited  Into  Queensland 

17P.  The  importation  into  the  State  of  Queensland  of  raw  cotton  (lint  or 
linters)  is  prohibited,  except  samples  for  determining  cotton  standards. 

Cacti  Prohibited 

19P.  The  importation  into  Australia  is  prohibited  of  any  plant  (including  any 
root,  pad,  cutting  or  seed)  of  the  family  Cactaceae. 

Suborders  of  Rosaceae  Prohibited 

20P.  The  importation  into  Australia  is  prohibited,  except  with  the  permission 
of  the  Minister,  of  all  plants  or  parts  of  plants  (including  the  fruit  but  exempting 
the  seeds)  of  the  suborder  or  tribe  Pomeae  or  of  the  suborder  or  tribe  Pruneae  of 
the  order  Rosaceae  which  were  grown  in  any  country  in  which  Pear  Blight  or 
Fire  Blight  {Bacillus  amylovorus)  exists. 
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Hops  Prohibited  Into  Tasmania 

27P.  The  importation  into  the  State  of  Tasmania  is  prohibited  of  hops  (being 
the  commercial  product  of  the  hop  plant  (Humulus  lupulus  L.)  grown  in  countries 
other  than  those  known  to  be  free  from  "Downy  Mildew"  (caused  by  the  fungus 
Pseudoperonospora  humuli  (M.  &  T.)  Wilson)  and  "Hops  Mosaic"  caused  by  a 
virus) . 

Avocado  Trees  Prohibited 

33P.  (a)  The  importation  into  Australia  of  trees  of  the  species  Persea  gratissima 
Gaertn.  (Avocado)  is  absolutely  prohibited. 

Potato  Plants  Prohibited 

35P.  (b)  The  importation  into  Australia  of  potato  plants  is  absolutely  pro- 
hibited. 

Statutory  Rules 

regulations  under  the  quarantine  act  1908-1947 

(Including  S.  R.  1935,  No.  91,  as  amended  by  S.  R.  1936,  No.  36,  1937,  Nos.  30 
and  116,  1940,  No.  43,  1948,  No.  63  and  92,  and  S.  R.  1950,  No.  27  and  No.  78.) 

(Only  the  regulations  affecting  shipments  of  plants  and  plant  products  from 
the  United  States  to  Australia  are  listed  below.) 

The  importation  of  any  article  infested  with,  or  likely  to  introduce,  a  pest 
affecting  plants  shall  be  prohibited  except  in  accordance  with  the  Quarantine 
(Plants)  Regulations  (Proclamation  5P  (b)). 

DEFINITIONS 

Regulation  3.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  contrary  intention  appears: 

"Diseased"  means  affected  with  disease  and  includes  showing  the  piesence  or 
evidence  of  any  deteriorated  or  abnormal  condition,  whether  dependent  on  the 
presence  of  or  due  to  the  operation,  development,  growth,  or  effect  of  any  disease. 

"Pest"  includes  weed  pest  as  well  as  insect  pest. 

"Plant"  means  plants  of  any  kind  or  size  and  includes  cuttings  slips  and  buds, 
the  fruit  and  seeds  and  all  live  parts  of  plants. 

"Goods"  means  all  kinds  of  movable  property. 

"The  Director"  means  the  Director  of  Quarantine. 

"Quarantine  Officer"  means  a  quarantine  officer  dealing  with  the  quarantine 
of  imported  plants,  insects  and  goods. 

"Chief  Quarantine  Officer"  means  the  Chief  Quarantine  Officer  for  the  Plant 
Division  of  Quarantine,  dealing  with  the  quarantine  of  imported  plants,  insects 
and  goods  in  any  State  or  Territory. 

NOTICES    OF    ARRIVAL 

Reg.  4.  Any  person  desirous  of  landing  any  imported  plants  shall  give  to  the 
quarantine  officer  at  the  port  of  landing  a  notice  and  a  declaration  as  prescribed. 

Reg.  5.  A  similar  notice  and  declaration  must  be  given  in  connection  with 
imports  of  timber  (either  logs  or  sawn  timber). 

TREATMENT    AND    RECONDITIONING 

Reg.  16.  Any  imported  fruit,  vegetable  (including  tubers,  bulbs,  corms, 
and  rhizomes),  nuts,  cereals,  pulse,  or  other  seed,  of  which  any  proportion  is,  on 
inspection  by  a  quarantine  officer,  found  to  be,  or  suspected  of  being,  affected  with 
a  disease,  or  any  cereals,  pulse,  or  other  seed  found  on  inspection  to  be  mixed 
with  a  seed  of  a  proclaimed  weed  pest,  shall  be  ordered  into  quarantine  and, 
under  the  supervision  of  a  quarantine  officer,  may  be  treated  as  the  Chief  Quaran- 
tine Officer  may  direct,  or  sorted  at  a  quarantine  station  or  other  approved  place, 
subject  to  prescribed  conditions. 

QUARANTINE 

Reg.  17.  Any  plant  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  regulations  shall  be 
retained  in  quarantine  for  such  period  as  the  Chief  Quarantine  Officer  deems 
necessary,  having  regard  to  its  nature  and  condition  of  the  plant  and  the  place 
from  which  it  comes. 
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SPECIAL  POWERS  OF  DIRECTOR 

Reg.  20 A: 

(1)  Where  the  Director  becomes  aware  of  the  presence  of  any  noxious  animal 
or  plant  on  any  vessel,  he  shall  notify  the  master  of  the  vessel  that  the  animal 
or  plant  is  a  noxious  animal  or  plant,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(2)  A  person  shall  not  land,  or  permit  to  be  landed,  from  any  vessel,  any 
noxious  animal  or  plant. 

(3)  Where  any  noxious  animal  or  plant  is  found  to  be  on  any  vessel,  the  Director 
may  order  the  vessel  into  quarantine  or  may  order  the  treatment  of  the  vessel 
and  any  cargo  which  is  on  the  vessel,  or  which  has  been  off  loaded  from  the  vessel, 
in  such  manner  and  by  such  means  as  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Director,  ensure 
the  destruction  of  all  noxious  animals  or  plants  on  the  vessel  or  in  the  cargo. 

(4)  The  Director  may  take  all  measures  he  considers  necessary  when  off-loaded 
cargo  may  have  contaminated  any  place  or  building  due  to  the  presence  of  noxious 
animals  or  plants  on  the  vessel  from  which  the  cargo  was  off  loaded. 

(5)  Treatment  may  consist  of  fumigation,  disinfection,  spraying,  dusting,  or 
any  other  means,  with  such  chemicals,  materials,  or  agents  as  the  Director  con- 
siders most  effective  or  convenient  for  the  particular  circumstances  of  the  case. 

(6)  Treatment  shall  be  carried  out  at  the  expense  of  the  master  of  the  vessel. 

(7)  For  the  purposes  of  this  regulation  "noxious  animals  or  plants"  means  any 
genus  or  species  of  any  type  of  animal  or  plant  life  which  may,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Director,  cause,  or  be  likely  or  capable  of  causing,  damage  to,  or  destruction 
of,  plants,  or  may  become  a  pest  of  plants. 

ADDITIONAL  DECLARATIONS,   CERTIFICATES,   ETC.,  REQUIRED 

Reg.  21.  Any  person  desirous  of  landing  any  imported  plant  shall,  at  the  time 
of  giving  notice  as  required  in  Regulation  4,  furnish  also  the  following  declarations, 
certificates,  notices  and  permits,  and  comply  with  the  following  conditions: 

AVOCADO  BTJDWOOD,  SCIONS  OR  SEEDS 

Reg.  21  A.  This  regulation  refers  to  importations  of  the  bud  wood,  scions  or 
seeds  of  the  species  Per  sea  gratissima  Gaertn. 

The  importer  must  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director  for  a  permit  to  import 
such  budwood,  scions  or  seeds. 

The  application  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Director  through  the  Chief  Quarantine 
Officer  of  the  State  in  which  the  plant  material  is  to  be  used,  and  the  Chief 
Quarantine  Officer  shall  endorse  the  application  with  such  recommendation  as 
he  thinks  fit. 

Where  such  budwood,  scions  or  seeds  are  ordered  into  quarantine  they  shall  be 
detained  for  three  years,  unless  certified  as  free  from  disease  at  an  earlier  date 
"by  the  Director. 

NARCISSUS  FLY  HOSTS  RESTRICTED 

Reg.  21B.  This  regulation  is  to  prevent  the  introduction  into  Australia  of 
Narcissus  fly  of  the  type  known  as  Merodon  equestris  Fab.,  Eumerus  strigatus 
Fallen,  or  Eumerus  tuberculatum  Rond. 

The  plants  or  parts  of  plants  regulated  belong  to  the  following  genera: 

(a)  Amaryllis.  (g)  Hymenocallis.  (m)  Pancratium. 

(b)  Cooperia.  Ch)  Hyacinthus.  (n)    Scilla. 

(c)  Cyrtanthus.  (i)  Iris.  (o)    Tulipa. 

(d)  Galanthus.  (j)  Leucojum.  (p)    Vallota. 

(e)  Galtonia.  (k)  Lilium.  (q)    Zephyranthes. 

(f)  Habrantbus.  (1)  Narcissus. 

The  above  plants  shall  not  be  imported  into  Australia  unless  they  have  been 
grown  in  a  country  or  area  free  from  all  types  of  Narcissus  fly,  or,  before  exporta- 
tion to  Australia,  have  been  fumigated  or  subjected  to  heat  treatment;  and  have 
been  certified  by  a  qualified  authority  immediately  prior  to  exportation  to  be 
free  from  diseases  caused  by  fungi,  bacteria,  viruses,  and  nematodes. 

Fumigation  shall  consist  of  treatment  with  methyl  bromide  3  pounds  to  1,000 
cubic  feet  of  capacity  for  four  hours  at  70°  F.,  or  treatment  with  hydrocyanic 
acid  at  a  gas  equivalent  of  18  ounces  of  hvdrocyanic  gas  for  each  1,000  cubic 
feet  of  capacity  for  24  hours  at  60°-65°  F. 

Heat  treatment  shall  consist  of  a  preliminary  heating  process  followed  by 
•exposure  to  hot  water  or  vapor  heat  at  110°  F.  for  not  less  than  \Y%  hours. 
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Fumigation  or  treatment  must  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  person 
and  the  plants  shall  be  so  distributed  during  the  process  that  each  plant  is 
reached  by  the  gas  or  heat. 

Importers  of  the  above  plants  must  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director  for  a 
permit  and  the  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  certificates  issued  by  a 
responsible  officer  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  other  appropriate  depart- 
ment of  the  government  of,  or  a  qualified  authority  in,  the  country  from  which 
the  plants  were  exported,  certifying  that  the  plants  have  been  grown,  fumigated, 
or  treated,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  have  been  examined  as  required  by  this 
regulation. 

GRAPEVINE    RESTRICTIONS 

Reg.  21C.  In  this  regulation  "plants"  means  plants  or  any  parts  of  plants 
of  the  species  Yitis. 

The  importer  must  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director  for  a  permit  specifying  the 
variety,  quantity,  nature  and  source  of  supply  of  the  above  plants,  the  reason  for 
the  importation,  the  method  of  transportation  and  the  estimated  date  of  arrival 
of  the  plants  in  Australia.  The  application  shall  be  forwarded  through  the  Chief 
Quarantine  Officer  of  the  State  in  which  the  plants  are  to  be  grown,  and  he  shall 
endorse  on  the  application  such  recommendations  as  he  thinks  fit.  Plants  or- 
dered into  quarantine  shall  be  detained  for  five  years  unless  the  Director  certifies 
in  writing  prior  to  the  expiration  of  that  period,  that  the  plants  are  free  from 
disease. 

Plants  not  entered  in  accordance  with  above  require rrents  may  be  destroyed. 

POTATO    REGULATIONS 

Reg.  21D: 

(1)  In  this  regulation: 

"Authority"  means  the  Commonwealth  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  Or- 
ganization, a  Department  of  Agriculture  of  a  State,  or  a  research  institution 
approved,  for  the  purposes  of  this  regulation,  by  the  Director; 

"Potatoes"  means  the  tubers  or  parts  of  potatoes  containing  eyes  or  viable 
vegetative  parts. 

(2)  Potatoes  shall  not  be  imported  into  Australia  unless : 

(a)  They  were  grown  in  an  area  which  is  free  from: 

(i)  The  disease  known  as  "Black  Wart"  caused  by  Synchytrium  endobioticum 
(Schilb.)  Perc; 

(ii)  The  disease  known  as  "Ring  Rot"  caused  by  Corynebacterium  sepedonicum 
(S.  &  K.)  Skaptason  &  Burkh. ;  and 

(hi)   The  "Colorado  Potato  Beetle" — Leptinotarsa  decemlineata  (Say); 

(b)  Thev  were  grown  on  plants  believed  to  be  free  from  viruses  other  than 
Virus  X; 

(c)  They  were,  immediately  prior  to  exportation,  individually  examined  and 
found  to  be  sound,  healthy,  and  free  from  soil  and  insects;  and 

(d)  They  are  packed  in  clean  new  packages. 

(3)  An  authority  may  make  written  application  to  the  Director  for  a  permit  to 
import  potatoes  into  Australia. 

(4)  An  application  for  a  permit  to  import  potatoes  into  Australia  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  certificate,  signed  by  a  responsible  officer  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  or  other  Department  or  institution  considered  appropriate  by  the 
Director  in  the  country  from  which  the  potatoes  are  exported,  identifying  the 
potatoes,  stating  the  quantity  and  certifying  that  the  potatoes  comply  with  the 
conditions  specified  in  sub-regulation  (2)  of  this  regulation. 

(5)  All  bags,  crates  or  other  packages  in  which  potatoes  are  imported  into 
Australia  shall  be  marked  on  the  outside  with  the  name  of  the  country  of  origin 
and  with  such  other  marks  as  are  necessary  to  identify  the  potatoes  with  the  po- 
tatoes specified  in  the  certificate  furnished  in  accordance  with  sub-regulation  (4) 
of  this  regulation. 

(6)  Where  potatoes  are  ordered  into  quarantine  the  potatoes  shall  be  detained 
in  quarantine  for  two  vegetative  generations. 

RESTRICTIONS    OF    NURSERY    STOCK 

Reg.  21E: 

(1)  In  this  regulation: 

"Approved  authority"  means  a  Department  or  authority  of  the  Commonwealth 
or  a  State  equipped  for  plant  introduction  work  or  a  research  organization  or  per- 
son registered  by  the  Director  under  sub-regulation  (3)  of  this  regulation; 
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"Nursery  stock"  means  all  living  plant  material  used  in  a  nursery  and  includes: 

(a)  Woody  plants; 

(b)  Seedlings  of  herbaceous  plants;  and 

(c)  Slips,  cuttings,  layers,  runners,  offsets  and  similar  material  used  for  vegeta- 
tive propagation  of  woody  or  herbaceous  plants. 

(2)  A  research  organization  or  a  person  may  apply  to  the  Director  for  registra- 
tion as  an  approved  authority  for  the  purposes  of  this  regulation. 

(3)  The  Director  may,  in  his  absolute  discretion,  register  or  refuse  to  register  a 
research  organization  or  person  as  an  approved  authority. 

(4)  A  person  shall  not  import  any  nursery  stock  into  Australia  unless: 

(a)  He  is  an  approved  authority;  and 

(b)  He  is  the  holder  of  a  permit  issued  by  the  Director  for  the  importation  of 
that  nursery  stock. 

(5)  An  application  for  registration  under  this  regulation  and  an  application  for 
a  permit  to  import  nursery  stock  shall  be  forwarded  through  the  Chief  Quarantine 
Officer  in  the  State  in  which  the  nursery  stock  is  to  be  grown  and  the  Chief  Quar- 
antine Officer  shall  endorse  on  an  application  such  recommendations  as  he  thinks 
fit. 

(6)  An  approved  authority  shall  deliver  a  permit  issued  for  the  importation  of 
nursery  stock  with  the  notice  and  declaration  required  to  be  given  by  regulation  4 
of  these  Regulations. 

RESTRICTIONS    ON    CERTAIN    SEEDS 

Reg.  2 IF: 

(1)  In  this  paragraph,  unless  the  contrary  intention  appears: 

"Permit"  means  a  permit  to  import  seed  into  Australia  issued  by  the  Director; 

"Premises"  means  the  premises  where  the  seed  is  stored  or  treated; 

"Seed"  means  the  seed  of  any  variety  or  strain  of; — ■ 

(a)  the  species  Linum  usitatissimum  L.  (flax  or  linseed) 

(b)  the  species  Glycine  soja  Sieb.  &  Zucc.  (soy  or  soya  bean) 

(c)  the  species  Zea  mays  L.  (maize,  sweet  corn,  popcorn,  and  related  types) 

(d)  the  genus  Nicotiana  (tobacco  and  related  plants) 

(e)  The  genus  Arachis  (peanuts  or  ground  nuts)  (See  also  Reg.  26) 

(f)  The  genus  Sorghum  (including  grain  sorghums,  sweet  sorghums,  broom  mil- 
lets, Sudan  grass  and  related  plants) 

(g)  The  species  Lycopersicum  esculentum  Mill,  (tomato) 

(h)  The  genus  Phaseolus  (including  cultivated  beans  such  as  French,  kidney, 
stringless,  navy  butter,  haricot,  lima  and  climbing  beans) 

(j)   The  genus  Avena  (including  all  varieties  and  types  of  cultivated  oats) 

(k)   The  genus  Hordeum  (including  all  varieties  and  types  of  cultivated  barley) 

(1)  The  species  Secale  cereale  L.  (including  all  varieties  and  types  of  cultivated 
rye);  or 

(m)   The  genus  Triticum  (including  all  varieties  and  types  of  cultivated  wheat) 

(2)  A  person  shall  not  import  seed  into  Australia  unless  he  is  the  holder  of  a 
permit . 

(3)  Subject  to  this  paragraph,  the  Director  may  issue  a  permit  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  he  thinks  fit. 

(4)  Where  the  seed  is  intended  for  sowing: 

(a)  The  application  for  a  permit  shall  be  in  a  prescribed  form  and  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Chief  Quarantine  Officer  of  the  State  in  which  the  seed  is  to  be 
sown ; 

(b)  Permits  will  be  for  limited  quantities  which  are  considered  sufficient  by  the 
Director  for  establishing  under  quarantine  a  variety  or  strain  of  the  particular 
species  or  genus  in  Australia; 

(c)  The  seed,  before  sowing,  shall  be  treated  as  the  Director  directs. 

(5)  All  seed  imported  under  a  permit  for  sowing  shall  be  grown  in  quarantine 
for  at  least  one  season. 

(6)  Diseased  plants  may  be  destroyed  or  treated. 

(7)  Residues  of  seed  which  produced  disease  may  be  destroyed. 

(8)  Where  seed  (other  than  the  seed  of  the  genus  Arachis)  (see  Reg.  26)  is  in- 
tended for  purposes  other  than  sowing: 

(a)  Application  is  made  on  another  prescribed  form; 

(b)  The  importer  shall  enter  into  a  bond; 

(c)  The  seed  shall  be  Conveyed  to  premises  approved  by  the  Chief  Quarantine 
Inspector; 

(d)  The  seed  must  be  treated  in  such  a  way  as  to  destroy  the  viability  (S.  R. 
1948,  No.  63). 
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COTTON  AND  COTTONSEED  RESTRICTIONS 

Reg.  22: 

(1)  Any  person  desirous  of  importing  cottonseed  for  the  purpose  of  extracting 
oil  or  for  manufacturing  purposes,  shall  comply  with  the  following  conditions: 

(2)  Prior  to  shipment  an  application  for  permission  to  import  shall  be  made 
to  the  Minister  stating  the  quantity  desired  to  be  imported,  the  origin  of  the  seed, 
port  of  shipment,  the  treatment  (if  any)  given  in  the  country  of  origin,  the  vessel 
and  anticipated  date  of  arrival  in  Australia. 

(3)  A  permit  to  import  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Minister,  subject  to  any 
conditions  which  he  may  think  fit  to  impose. 

Reg.  22A.  The  importation  of  raw  cotton  (lint  or  linters)  which  is  subject  to 
■quarantine  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  The  bales  of  raw  cotton  shall,  on  importation,  be  delivered  direct  to  the 
mills  for  manufacture; 

(b)  All  coverings  or  wrappings  and  staves  used  in  packing  or  bailing  the  raw 
cotton  shall,  when  any  bale  is  opened,  be  removed  from  the  cotton  contained 
therein  and  burnt  in  the  mill  premises;  and 

(c)  Except  in  the  case  of  raw  cotton,  imported  from  the  United  States  of 
America,  all  cotton  debris,  waste  matter,  seed  and  other  material  separated  from 
the  raw  cotton  during  processing  by  the  first  machines  through  which  the  cotton 
passes  shall  be  burnt  in  the  mill  premises  or  be  crushed  between  steel  rollers  in 
those  premises  (S.  R.  1940,  No.  43). 

RICE  PLANTS  AND  SEED 

Reg.  23A.  No  person  shall  import  rice  plants  (Oryza  sativa)  or  rice  seed  or  any 
rough  or  unmilled  rice  or  rice  capable  of  germinating,  except  for  food  purposes, 
for  milling  in  preparation  of  food,  or  for  other  manufacturing  purposes  unless: 

(a)  Application  for  permission  to  import  has  been  made  to  the  Minister  stating 
the  nature „and  quantity  to  be  imported,  the  country  of  origin,  the  reasons  for 
the  importation  and  the  precautions  to  be  taken  to  procure  plants  or  seeds  free 
from  disease; 

(b)  A  permit  to  import  is  obtained  from  the  Minister,  subject  to  any  conditions 
which  he  may  think  fit  to  impose;  and 

(c)  The  application  is  made  for  on  behalf  of  a  State  Department  of  Agriculture 
(S.  R.  1936,  No.  36). 

HOPS 

Reg.  24: 

(1)  Any  person  desirous  of  importing  "hops"  for  manufacturing  purposes,  from 
countries  other  than  those  which  are  known  to  be  free  from  downy  mildew  and 
mosaic  diseases,  shall  comply  with  the  following  conditions: 

(2)  An  application  for  permission  to  import  for  special  purposes  shall  be  made 
to  the  Minister,  stating  the  nature  and  quantity  desired  to  be  imported,  the 
reasons  for  the  importation,  the  precautions  to  be  taken  to  secure  "hops"  free 
from  disease  and  to  ensure  delivery  without  escape. 

(3)  A  permit  to  import  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Minister  subject  to  any 
conditions  which  he  may  think  fit  to  impose,  in  addition  to  the  requirement  that 
such  hops  when  imported  shall  be  contained  in  sealed  metal-lined  cases,  shall  be 
landed  in  quarantine  and  opened  under  the  supervision  of  a  quarantine  officer, 
at  the  factorv  or  brewery  for  immediate  use  in  manufacture.  (See  also  Procla- 
mation 27P.) 

PLANTS  IN  SOIL 

Reg.  25.  Any  imported  plant,  nursery  stock,  cuttings  or  other  plant  parts 
growing  in  soil,  sand  or  earth,  shall  be  ordered  into  quarantine  and  thoroughly 
freed  from  such  material  by  being  washed  in  water,  or  otherwise  treated  as  directed 
by  the  Director  of  Quarantine. 

PEANUTS 

Reg.  26: 

(1)  A  person  shall  not  import  peanuts  into  Australia  for  purposes  other  than 
sowing  unless  he  is  the  holder  of  a  permit  issued  by  the  Director. 

(3)  "Peanuts"  means  the  fruit  of  any  variety  or  strain  of  the  genus  Arachis 
(S.  R.  1948,  No.  63). 

The  remainder  of  the  regulation  deals  with  the  handling  and  disposal  of  peanuts 
lifter  entrv. 
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IMPORTATION  OF  INSECTS 

Reg.  28: 

(1)  Insects  and  parasites  of  insects  shall  not  be  imported  unless: 

(b)  The  importer,  prior  to  shipment,  has  made  an  application  for  permission 
and  has  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Director  of  Quarantine  to  that  importation. 

(2)  The  insects  shall  remain  in  quarantine  for  such  time  as  the  Director  of 
Quarantine  requires.

PROCLAMATION  22P.  JULY  2,  1947 

The  following  weed  pests  are  declared  to  be  diseases  affecting  plants  and  their 
introduction  into  Australia  is  prohibited  if  the  proportionate  amount  of  seeds  of 
any  weed  pest  in  any  sample  when  mixed  with  other  seeds  exceeds  the  proportion 
specified  in  the  Schedule.  The  proportions  specified  in  the  Schedule  shall  be 
calculated  on  the  following  basis. 

(a)  In  the  case  of  barley,  beans,  buckwheat,  cotton,  cowpeas,  lentils,  lupins, 
maize,  oats,  peanuts,  peas,  rice,  rye,  tares,  toesinte,  wheat,  and  seeds  of  similar 
or  larger  size,  the  number  of  seeds  herein  set  out  allowed  in  one  pound  of  any 
kind  of  seed  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  number  opposite  the  name  of  that  seed; 
and 

(b)  In  the  case  of  all  other  seeds,  the  number  of  seeds  herein  set  out  allowed  in 
one  ounce  of  any  kind  of  seed  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  number  opposite  the 
name  of  that  seed.

ARTICLES  PROHIBITED  OR  RESTRICTED  IN  THE  MAILS 

The  following  information  received  by  the  Post  Office  Department  from  the 
postal  authorities  of  the  Gold  Coast  refers  to  articles  prohibited  in  the  mails 
by  that  British  Colony: 

"3.  For  the  protection  of  animals  and  plants. 

"(a)   Prohibited  articles: 

"Living  animals. 

"Plants  in  soil.  All  plants  from  Central  and  South  America,  Trinidad,  Tobago, 
Grenada  and  St.  Vincent. 

"All  cottonseed. 

"Maize  seed. 

"(b)   Articles  allowed  conditionally: 

"Coffee  in  cherry  is  admitted  if  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  freedom  from 
mealy-pod  disease  issued  by  the  country  of  export. 

"Prepared  cocoa  beans,  cocoa  plants,  or  parts  of  them,  and  plants  generally, 
only  under  a  license  issued  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  Accra."

PLANT-QUARANTINE   IMPORT   RESTRICTIONS,   REPUBLIC   OF    CHILE 

This  revised  summary  of  the  plant-quarantine  import  restrictions  of  the 
Republic  of  Chile  is  made  necessary  by  legislative  action  subsequent  to  the 
preparation  of  the  circular  B.  E.  P.  Q.  511.  It  has  been  prepared  for  the  infor- 
mation of  exporters  of  plants  and  plant  products  to  that  country  and  for  plant 
quarantine  officials. 

The  revised  summary  was  prepared  by  Richard  Faxon,  Division  of  Foreign 
Plant  Quarantine,  from  the  Chilean  legislation  and  free  translations  thereof 
supplied  by  the  United  States  Embassy  in  Santiago,  Chile.  This  legislation 
consists  of  Law  Xo.  9,006  of  September  8,  1948  on  plant  quarantine  controls,  and 
regulations  implementing  that  law  issued  in  Decree  No.  622  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  dated  May  15:,  1950.  The  summary  was  reviewed  by  the  Bureau 
of  Agriculture  in  Santiago. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  suffi- 
ciently complete  for  its  purpose  up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended 
to  be  used  independently  of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is 
not  to  be  regarded  as  legally  authoritative.

PLANT-QUARANTINE   IMPORT   RESTRICTIONS,    REPUBLIC    OF    CHILE 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Law  No.  9,006  September  8,  1948,  on  Plant  Quarantine  Controls,  published  in 
Diario  Oficial  on  October  9,  1948  and  effective  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Decree  Xo.  622  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Regulations  Governing  the 
Application  of  Law  9,006,  May  15,  1950,  published  in  Diario  Oficial  on  September 
28,  1950,  effective  immediately. 

Law  Xo.  9,006  on  plant  quarantine  controls  revoked  Decree-Law  Xo.  177  of 
December  31,  1924,  which  was  the  "BASIC  LAW"  quoted  in  B.  E.  P.  Q.  511. 
The  present  law  is  drawn  up  under  six  titles  and  47  articles.  Pertinent  portions 
of  the  law  follow. 

The  law  controls  the  importation,  exportation  and  movement  within  Chile  of 
agricultural  products  and  products  that  might  be  harmful  to  them.  Measures 
for  control  of  pests  in  Chile  are  included.

Every  plant  product  coming  from  a  foreign  country  is  subject  to  inspection  by 
the  Department  of  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture.  All  foreign 
commodities  considered  dangerous  to  plant  life  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
sanitary  certificate  and,  when  so  required,  a  certificate  of  origin,  both  provided 
by  the  competent  authorities  of  the  country  whence  they  come.  Likewise 
exports  of  plant  products  from  Chile  must  be  certified  for  export  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Plant  Quarantine. 

The  law  applies  to  all  plant  products,  including  plants,  cuttings,  roots,  stems, 
rootstocks,  flowers,  fruits,  seeds,  bark,  wood  or  any  other  part  of  a  plant,  in  its 
natural  state  or  processed,  capable  of  harboring  plant  pests,  or  of  being  such  in 
itself;  and  to  commodities  dangerous  to  plants,  including  plant  products,  living 
organisms,  containers,  soil,  and  any  other  medium  capable  of  being  harmful 
itself  or  of  carrying  agricultural  pests. 

Plant  or  agricultural  pests  are  defined  as  any  organism  whether  alive  or  of  a 
special  nature,  such  as  a  virus,  capable  of  being  harmful  directly  or  indirectly  to 
plants  or  their  products. 

The  methods  of  control  provided  under  Law  9,006  include  (1)  quarantine  or 
isolation  by  the  Department  of  Plant  Quarantine  for  the  period  during  which  the 
material  is  potentially  dangerous  to  plant  life,  or  until  it  is  decided  whether  it  can 
or  can  not  be  safely  imported  into  or  transported  within  the  country;  (2)  the 
elimination  or  destruction  of  all  or  a  portion  of  commodities  which  may  harbor 
or  themselves  constitute  pests  to  plant  products;  and  (3)  treatments  such  as 
disinfection  or  disinfestation  of  commodities  dangerous  to  plants  in  order  to 
destroy  the  harmful  agents  of  which  they  are  the  carriers,  whether  they  are 
actually  causing  damage  or  disease  or  are  simply  accompanying  the  goods.  If 
the  degree  of  infection  or  infestation  makes  it  necessary,  the  commodities  may  be 
reexported,  confiscated  or  destroyed,  at  the  expense  of  the  importer. 

Other  articles  of  Law  9,006  refer  to  the  internal  measures  for  the  control  of 
injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  in  Chile,  certification  of  Chilean  products  for 
export,  inspection  procedures,  cooperation  with  Customs  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  law,  transit  of  plants  and  plant  products,  penalties,  etc.,  all  of  domestic 
interest  primarily. 

REGULATIONS  COVERING  PLANT  QUARANTINE  IN  CHILE 

Decree  622,  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  May  15,  1950. 

The  regulations  are  in  four  chapters. 

Chapter  I — Control  of  pests  within  the  country,  including  insects,  plant 
diseases,  weeds,  industrial  damage  to  crops,  and  listing  the  insecticides  and 
fungicides  which  can  be  purchased  by  duly  authorized  farmers,  even  though 
these  products  are  classified  in  the  Public  Health  Code  as  poisons  and  their  sale 
contingent  upon  medical  prescription. 

Chapter  II — Exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products.  Sai.itary  certificate 
for  export  provided. 

Chapter  III — Importation  of  plants  and  plant  products. 

Chapter  IV — Transit  of  plant  products  through  the  national  territory. 

Chapter  III — Regarding  Importation 

(The  following  discussion  is  condensed  from  the  Articles  of  interest  in  connec- 
tion with  exports  of  plants  and  plant  products  from  the  United  States.) 

(a)  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Ports  of  Entry 

Article  33.  The  importation  of  restricted  plant  material  shall  be  permitted 
•only  through  the  following  ports:  Arica,  Antofagasta,  Coquimbo,  Valparaiso, 
Los  Andes,  San  Antonio,  Talcahuano,  Valdivia  (Corral),  Puerto  Montt  and 
Magallanes  and  such  others  as.  may  be  later  approved. 

Phytosanitary  Certificate 

Article  34.  All  restricted  plant  material  coming  from  abroad  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  phytosanitary  certificate  issued  by  the  recognized  authorities  of  the 
exporting  country  visaed  by  the  respective  Chilean  consul. 

Phytosanitary  certificates  covering  plant  products  valued  at  less  than  U.  S. 
$50  are  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  a  consular  visa  or  certificate  of  origin, 
value  being  attested  to  by  means  of  commercial  invoice. 
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Application  for  Inspection 

Article  35.  To  obtain  the  entry  of  restricted  plant  material,  importers  shall 
submit  a  written  application  to  the  Department  of  Plant  Quarantine  or  an 
inspector  requesting  inspection  of  the  goods,  describing  the  products  and  indi- 
vidual shipments  of  same.  The  phytosanitary  certificate  of  the  country  of 
origin  shall  accompany  the  application 

(Apparently  the  application  for  inspection  is  submitted  after  the  arrival  of  the 
goods.) 

Parcel  Post 

Article  36.  Parcel  post  shipments,  registered  packages,  samples  of  no  commer- 
cial value,  etc.,  shipped  through  the  postal  service  or  by  air  and  which  contain 
restricted  plant  material,  shall  be  allowed  entry  only  through  the  ports  listed  in 
Article  33  and  the  Santiago  and  Carrillos  (Santiago  Airport)  offices.  The  postal 
and  air  services  are  required  to  notify  the  plant  quarantine  offices  of  the  arrival 
of  such  shipments  which  will  also  include  those  belonging  to  diplomats,  national 
officials  and  officials  of  foreign  governments. 

Article  37.  Importers  charged  with  expense  of  sanitary  measures  required  in 
connection  with  parcel  post  shipments. 

Ships'  Stores,  Etc. 

Article  3S.  Plant  quarantine  inspectors  at  ports  of  entry  will  accompany 
maritime  and  customs  officials  in  meeting  every  ship,  airplane,  train,  vehicle,  or 
other  carrier  coming  from  abroad.  All  vegetable  products  in  the  stores  are  to  be 
preferably  enclosed  and  sealed  in  a  suitable  storage.  Otherwise  all  uneaten 
vegetable  products  will  be  requisitioned  by  the  inspector. 

Passengers'  Baggage 

Article  39.  Passengers  carrying  in  their  baggage,  plants,  seeds,  fruits,  or  any 
other  products  subject  to  inspection,  shall  declare  them  to  the  captain  of  the  ship 
or  other  carrier  and  they  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  plant  quarantine  officer  for 
inspection  when  he  meets  the  ship  or  carrier  as  provided  in  Article  38.  Clan- 
destine entry  of  plant  products  is  penalized. 

Infested  Products 

Article  40.  In  case  a  ship,  airplane,  train,  or  other  carrier  brings  products  for 
entry  that  are  infested  with  a  pest  the  introduction  of  which  should  be  avoided, 
plant  quarantine  officers  are  empowered  to  request  the  respective  maritime,  air, 
or  land  authority  to  prevent  the  unloading  of  such  merchandise  or  products, 
whether  they  come  as  freight  or  in  the  baggage  of  passengers  or  crew,  until  the 
necessary  safeguarding  measures  have  been  taken. 

Treatments 

Article  41.  Depending  upon  the  sanitary  condition  revealed  by  inspection  of 
the  restricted  plant  material,  plant  quarantine  officers  may  adopt  one  of  the 
following  measures:  disinfection,  an  adequate  mechanical  process,  or  quarantine. 
If  the  stage  of  infection  or  infestation  should  make  it  necessary,  reexportation, 
seizure,  or  destruction  may  be  ordered.  Expenses  incurred  shall  be  charged  to 
the  importer. 

(b)   PROHIBITED  IMPORTATIONS 

Article  42.  Entry  into  the  national  territory  of  the  following  restricted  plant- 
material  is  prohibited. 

Infested  Seed 

(1)    All  kinds  of  seed  infested  with  any  of  the  following  insects: 
Sitotroga  cerealella 
Spermophagus  pectoralis. 
Laspeyresia  glycinivorella. 
Pectinophora  gossypiella. 
Dysdercus  spp. 
Anv  of  the  Bruchidae. 
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Citrus 

(2)  Citrus  plants,  cuttings  or  any  other  parts  thereof  of  whatever  variety, 
whatever  their  origin. 

Apple,  Pear,  Quince  Stock 

(3)  Trees,  cuttings,  buds,  or  any  other  part  of  all  species  and  varieties,  includ- 
ing the  flowering  forms,  of  apples,  pears  and  quinces.  Their  seed  are  exempted 
from  this  prohibition. 

Solanum  SPP. 

(4)  True  bulbs  and  any  other  tuber  of  the  Solanum  species,  whether  for  seed 
or  food,  whatever  their  origin  may  be. 

Infested  Plants 

(5)  Plants  or  parts  thereof  found  to  oe  infested  with  the  following  pests: 
Quadras pidintus  perniciosus. 

Diaspis  pentagona. 

Nygmio  phaernrrhoea  (Euproctis  chrysorrkoea). 

Porthetria  dispar. 

Laspeyresia  molesta. 

Pyrausta  nubilahs. 

Plants  With  Soil 

(6)  Potted  plants  or  plants  with  soil  adhering  to  the  roots,  from  whatever 
source.  However,  entry  of  these  plants  shall  be  permitted  when  freed  of  all  soil 
and  when  their  sanitary  condition  satisfies  the  plant  quarantine-  inspector.  For- 
eign soil  must  be  sterilized. 

Scions,  Buds,  Bulhs,  etc. 

(7)  Scions,  cuttings,  buds,  bulbs,  tubers  or  roots  which  are  found  to  be  infestod 
with  injurious  pests  or  diseases. 

Cut  Flowers 

(8)  Cut  flowers,  whatever  their  place  of  origin. 

Fruits  and  Vegetables 

(9)  All  kinds  of  fresh  vegetables  and  fruits  from  any  country  whatsoever,  except 
bananas,  pineapples,  coconuts  and  dates  of  whatever  origin,  except  from  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  and  any  other  country  where  the  oriental  fruitfly  (Dacus  dor- 
mlis  Hendel)  exists. 

Pines 

(10)  Plants  of  the  different  species  and  varieties  of  pine  without  exception. 
The  entry  of  seeds  of  these  spec;es  and  their  varieties  shall  be  allowed. 

Barberry,  etc. 

(11)  Seeds,  plants  or  parts  of  plants  of  all  species,  hybrids  and  varieties  of  the 
genera  Berberis,  Mahonia  and  Mahoberberis,  except  those  proved  to  be  resistant 
to  the  heteroecious  rust  Puccinia  graminis  Pers. 

Elm,  etc. 

(12)  Plants  of  all  species  and  varieties  of  the  genera  Larix,  Ulmus  and  Zelkova, 
including,  in  the  case  of  the  latter  two,  lumber  and  bark.  Their  seeds  are  not 
subject  to  this  prohibition. 

Buckthorn 

(13)  Plants  and  seeds  of  the  genus  Rhamnus  except  those  resistant  to  crown 
rust  Puccinia  coronata  Cda. 

Hazelnut 

(14)  Plants  of  all  species,  hybrids  and  varieties  of  the  genus  Corylus,  except  the 
seed. 

(15)  Products  from  Easter.  San  Ambrosio,  San  Felix  and  Juan  Fernandez 
Islands. 
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Carriers  of  Injurious  Organisms 

(16)  In  general,  any  restricted  plant  material  which  could  be  a  carrier  of  live 
organisms,  the  cause  of  plagues  and  diseases  which  cannot  be  detected  by  usual 
laboratory  methods. 

Wheat,  Corn,  Broomcorn,  etc. 

(17)  The  importation  of  the  following  products,  whatever  their  origin,  is  pro- 
hibited; wheat  for  human  consumption,  shelled  or  unshelled  corn,  broomcorn  or 
any  other  sorghum  used  in  the  manufacture  of  brooms,  merchandise  packed  in 
straw,  grass  or  stems  of  plants,  and  the  straw  jackets  used  in  the  shipment  of 
wine,  liquors  and  other  bottled  liquids. 

When  the  country's  need  for  wheat  or  corn  makes  it  necessary  to  import  them, 
the  Institute  of  Agricultural  Economy  or  other  government  agency  shall  be  auth- 
orized bv  supreme  decree  to  import  them  under  conditions  specified  in  the  decree.. 

(See  also  "Hosts  of  Oriental  Fruit  Moth".) 

(C)  RESTRICTED  ENTRY 

Article  43.  The  restricted  plant  material  which  is  listed  below  may  be  imported 
only  when  the  importers  comply  with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  each  case  and  in 
addition  with  the  general  specifications  covering  ail  importations  of  plants,  bulbs, 
seeds,  roots,  etc. 

Fruit  and  Flower  Stocks 

(1)  The  cuttings,  grafting  buds  and  bulbs  of  the  fruit  and  flower  species  listed 
below  apparently  free  of  pests,  shall  be  allowed  entry  only  after  they  have  been 
successfully  grown  in  postentry  quarantine  in  order  to  avoid  the  introduction  of 
bacterial  and  virus  diseases. 

Avocado,  Custard-apple  trees,  Tulip,  Narcissus,  Lilium,  Anemone,  Calla  lily, 
Clivia,  Gladiolus.  Hyacinthus,  Iris,  Watsonia,  and  others  of  a  similar  kind. 

(2)  Avocados  from  Peru  and  Ecuador. 

Clover,  Alfalfa  Seed,  etc. 

(3)  Clover,  alfalfa  or  other  seed  not  to  contain  more  than  five  seeds  of  dodder 
(Cuscuta  sp.)  per  kilogram  and  one-half  percent  of  "trebillo"  (possibly  a  burr 
clover)  or  Meliloius  indica  All.  In  addition,  they  shall  not  contain  any  seed  of 
Russian  thistle  (Salsola  Kali  L.),  Johnson  grass  (Sorghum  halepense  (L.)  Pers.), 
oat  grass  (Arrhenatherum  elalius  var.  bulbosum  (Wild),  Spender),  and  summer 
cypress  (Kochia  scoparia). 

"  Notwithstanding  the  above,  the  Department  of  Plant  Quarantine  can  authorize 
the  entry  of  some  shipments  of  seed  having  more  than  five  dodder  seerl  and  con- 
taining "trebillo"  and  Russian  thistle,  provided  the  importers  deliver  the  seed 
for  cleaning  to  the  seed  cleaning  plant  of  the  Bureau,  and  pay  all  expenses.  Auth- 
orized shipments  of  alfalfa  seed  when  certified  by  an  official  seed  testing  laboratory 
as  containing  less  than  five  dodder  seed  per  kilogram  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
cleaning  requirement. 

Straw  Jackets  and  Packing 

(4)  The  straw  jackets  and  straw  packing  coming  with  glass,  crystal,  porcelain, 
china,  etc.  must  be  sterilized  with  steam  at  115°  C;  or  disinfected  in  a  closed 
chamber  at  not  less  than  20°  C.  with  formaldehyde  at  a  dosage  of  500  cc.  of  gas 
per  20  cu.  meters  of  space  for  at  least  eight  hours,  or  some  other  treatment  which 
will  destroy  the  corn  borer  (Pyrausta  nubilalis).  The  treatment  must  be  super- 
vised by  an  authorized  official  in  the  country  of  origin,  who  shall  note  the  treat- 
ment given  on  the  phytosanitary  certificate  to  be  visaed  by  a  Chilean  consul. 

Seed  Corn 

(5)  Corn  seed  may  be  imported  upon  compliance  with  the  following  require- 
ments: Importers  shall  file  a  written  appplication  with  the  Department  of  Plant 
Quarantine  giving  his  name  and  address,  species  and  varieties  of  corn,  country 
of  origin  and  place  in  which  grown. 

No  authorization  will  be  granted  for  importations  of  seed  corn  for  sale,  and 
corn  hybrids  must  be  approved  by  Department  of  Agricultural  Research.  In 
any  case,  seed  corn  imports  shall  be  restricted  to  10  kilograms  of  each  species  or 
variety  per  importer  and  they  may  not  be  obtained  from  countries  or  areas  where 
"bacterial  corn  blight"  (Phytomonas  (Aplanobacter)  stewartii)  exists,  a  fact  which 
should  be  mentioned  in  the  phytosanitary  certificate.     All  seed  must  be  free  from 
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the  grain  moth  (Sitotroga  cerealella)  or  traces  of  its  attack.     Imported  seed  corn 
may  be  .submitted  to  postentn-  quarantine  by  the  Department. 

Seed  Wheat 

(6)  Wheat  seed  brought  into  the  country  shall  originate  in  areas  free  from 
loose  smut  (Ustilago  tritici)  and  bunt  (Tilletia  caries)  (D.  C.)  which  shall  be  noted 
on  the  phytosanitary  certificate  issued  by  competent  local  authority  and  visaed 
by  a  Chilean  consul.  If  importations  exceed  1,000  kilograms  of  each  variety, 
the  importers  must  apply  to  the  Director  of  Plant  Quarantine  for  authorization. 
The  seed  wheat  may  be  grown  in  postentry  quarantine  if  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Department- 
Wheat  seed  coming  from  abroad  which  does  not  comply  with  the  above  re- 
quirements or  which  is  attacked  by  the  grain  moth  (Sitotroga  cerealella)  and  other 
pests,  shall  be  seized,  destroyed,  or  returned  to  the  place  of  origin.  Application 
of  safeguards  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  importer. 

Cottonseed,  Etc. 

(7)  Cottonseed  imported  into  the  country  for  planting  or  for  the  production 
of  oil,  as  well  as  unginned  cotton,  should  originate  in  areas  free  from  pink  boll- 
worm  ((Platyedra)  Pectinophora  gossypiella) ,  the  cotton  stainer  (Dysdercus  sp.) 
and  the  weevil  (Anthonomus  sp.)  which  shall  be  noted  on  the  phytosanitary 
certificate  of  the  country  of  origin. 

When  the  shipments  come  from  areas  in  which  the  said  insects  exist  they  shall 
be  fumigated  or  submitted  to  heat  treatment  before  shipment  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  assure  the  destruction  of  all  insects  present.  Treatments  must  be  noted 
on  the  phytosanitary  certificate  by  the  supervising  officer.  Shipments  found  in- 
fested with  live  insects  on  arrival  must  be  fumigated  as  soon  as  unloaded,  or  they 
will  be  returned  or  destroyed  at  the  expense  of  the  importer. 

Cottonseed  imported  for  oil  production  must  be  crushed  immediatey  and  must 
arrive  in  strong,  unbroken  sacks. 

Rice  Seed 

(8)  The  entry  of  rice  seed  is  prohibited  whatever  its  place  of  origin,  except  for 
lots  of  not  over  10  kilograms  which  comply  with  the  general  requirements  cover- 
ing imports  of  seed  and  the  special  requirements  set  forth  below: 

The  seed  must  originate  in  areas  free  from  the  following  diseases:  blight 
(Bacillus  oryzae  Vog.),  blast  (Piricularia  oryzae  Br.  &  Cav.),  brown  leaf  spot 
(Helminthosporium  oryzae  van  Breda)  and  other  fungi;  such  fact  being  certified 
by  specific  notations  on  the  phytosanitary  certificate  to  be  visaed  by  a  Chilean 
consul. 

Rice  seed  must  also  be  free  from  attack  by  insects  and  may  be  grown  under 
postentry  quarantine. 

Stone  Fruit  Stocks 

(9)  Importation  is  prohibited  of  plants,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  peaches, 
nectarines,  and  sour  and  sweet  cherries  originating  in  the  United  States  of  America 
or  in  other  countries  in  which  stone  fruit  virus  diseases  exist  such  as,  peach  yellows, 
peach  rosette,  little  peach,  phony  peach,  peach  X-disease,  little  cherry,  albino 
cherry,  etc. 

Grapevines 

(10)  The  importation  of  grapevines,  cuttings,  or  buds  of  either  European  or 
American  species  and  varieties,  whatever  their  origin,  is  prohibited. 

Notwithstanding  this  prohibition,  the  importation  of  cuttings  of  wine  varieties, 
table  grapes,  and  American  vines  resistant  to  phylloxera,  shall  be  allowed  upon 
issuance  of  a  supreme  decree  based  upon  a  report  by  the  Department  of  Plant 
Quarantine. 

Importers  must  make  written  application  for  authorization  from  the  Depart- 
ment prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  cuttings.  They  will  be  grown  in  postentry  quar- 
antine and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  phytosanitary  certificate. 

Conifers,  Etc. 

(11)  Susceptible  coniferous  trees,  furze  (Ulex  sp.),  and  laurel  or  sweet  bay 
(Laurus  sp.)  and  forest  plant  products  thereof  such  as  lumber,  posts,  bark,  etc., 
originating  in  areas  infested  by  gypsy  moth  (Porthetria  dispar  L.)  and  brown-tail 
moth  (Nygmia  phaeorrhoea  Don.),  must  be  certified  as  coming  from  uninfested 
areas  by  a  specific  notation  on  the  certificate  issued  by  competent  authority. 
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Chestnut 

(12)  Entry  is  prohibited  of  all  species,  hybrids  and  cultivated  varieties,  including 
seeds,  of  the  genus  Castanea,  unless  they  can  be  certified  by  a  duly  authorized 
official  as  coming  from  a  region  or  area  free  from  the  chestnut  blight  (Endothia 
-parasitica  (Murr.)  A.  A.). 

Hosts  of  Oriental  Fruit  Moth 

(13)  Entry  is  prohibited  of  plants,  parts  thereof,  and  seeds  of  all  species, 
hybrids,  and  varieties,  including  the  flowering  kinds  of  almonds,  apricots,  sweet 
and  sour  cherries,  nectarines,  peaches,  plums,  and  Crataegus  originating  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  Argentina,  and  any  other  country  where  the  oriental 
fruit  moth  (Crapholitha  (Laspeyresia)  molesta  Busck)  exists. 

(14)  Trade  between  Tacna  and  the  Port  of  Arica. 

Live  Insects 

(15)  The  importation  of  live  insects,  economically  or  biologically  beneficial  to 
agriculture  must  enter  through  the  Department  of  Plant  Quarantine,  except  that 
private  individuals  may  import  bees  and  silkworms  under  the  present  general 
regulations. 

Birds,  Rodents,  Etc. 

The  importation  of  birds,  fowls,  rodents,  and  other  small  animals,  shall  be 
permitted  only  upon  authorization  of  the  Department  of  Plant  Quarantine. 

Entry  of  Living  Specimens  of  Pests 

(16)  Entry  into  the  country  of  any  living  specimens  of  the  following  shall  not 
be  allowed,  except  upon  special  authorization  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Depart- 
ment: The  phylum  Arthropoda  (such  as  insects,  arachnida,  centipedes,  etc.),  in- 
vertebrates without  appendages,  commonly  called  "worms"  (e.  g.  nematodes), 
protozoa,  fungi  (for  example,  blight,  rust,  mildew,  etc.),  bacteria,  virus,  or  any 
similar  form  of  organism  which  may  directly  or  indirectly  affect,  harm,  or  produce 
disease  in  plants. 

Under  the  exception  noted  above,  living  organisms  may  be  imported  exclu- 
sively for  scientific  or  educational  purposes  by  application  in  writing  to  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Department.  Entry  is  restricted  to  the  Santiago  customhouse. 
All  such  shipments  must  be  certified  by  the  Chief  of  the  scientific  institution 
sending  the  organisms. 

(D)   IMPORTS  INTO  MAGALLANES 
Corn  and  Wheat 

(1)  Entry  of  whole  corn  is  authorized  for  consumption  in  the  province  of 
Magallanes  exclusively,  re-embarkation  to  other  parts  of  the  country  being  pro- 
hibited. Entry  is  restricted  to  the  port  of  Punta  Arenas.  Inspection  of  ship- 
ments of  corn  made  by  plant  quarantine  officers  to  determine  sanitary  condi- 
tion, particularly  whether  the  grain  moth  (Sitotraga  cerealella)  is  present.  A 
phytosanitary  certificate  from  country  of  origin,  visaed  by  Chilean  consul,  is 
required. 

The  importation  of  wheat  for  consumption  is  permitted  under  the  same  con- 
ditions as  for  corn. 

Fresh  Fruits 

(2)  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  of  any  origin  are  permitted  entry  through  the 
port  of  Magallanes  for  consumption  by  the  inhabitants  of  Magallanes,  Natales, 
and  Tierra  del  Fuego,  exclusively. 

Broomcorn 

(3)  Broomcorn  is  permitted  entry  from  Argentina  only. 

Straw  Packing 

(4)  The  entry  of  straw,  hay,  or  twigs  used  as  packing  material  is  unrestricted. 
However,  it  is  not  permitted  to  use  such  material  on  shipments  to  other  ports  in 
Chile.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  FRANCE 
importation  of  conifers  restricted 

Ministers  of  Agriculture  and  of  the  Budget 
Order  of  October  7,   1950 

Article  1.  Imports  into  France  of  plants  and  plant  parts  of  the  Conifers  group, 
either  greenhouse  grown  or  field  grown,  are  authorized  under  the  condition  that 
shipments  be  accompanied  with  a  phytosanitary  certificate  issued  by  the  official 
authorities  of  the  country  of  origin,  who  will  attest  specifically  that  both  the 
products  therewith  and  those  grown  in  the  region  of  origin,  were  inspected  and 
found  free  from  Rhabdocline  pseudotsugae. 

Article  2.  Renders  invalid  Decree  of  November  20,  1930. 

Article  3.  Services  responsible  for  enforcement  of  this  Order. 

The  above  Order  received  from  the  Agricultural  Attache  in  Embassy  in  Paris 
in  Despatch  No.  990  dated  October  25,  1950,  lifts  the  prohibition  against  the  im- 
portation of  plants  and  parts  of  plants  of  the  genera  Abies,  Picea,  Pinus,  Pseudo- 
tsuga  and  Tsuga,  found  in  B.  E.  P.  Q.  403,  2d  Revision  under  the  heading 
"NEEDLE  CAST  OF  CONIFERS".  The  appropriate  statement  under  "IM- 
PORTATION PROHIBITED"  should  also  be  deleted. 

The  "Conifers  group"  apparently  includes  Araucaria,  Plum-yew,  Cypress, 
Juniper,  Arbor  Vitae,  Chamaecyparis,  Pine,  Larch,  True  Cedar,  Hemlock,  Fir, 
Spruce,  Douglas-fir,  Podocarpus,  Yew,  Taxodium  and  Sequoia.

Ordinance  of  the  States  II,  Effective  February  15,   1951 
The  Plants  and  Potatoes  Importation  Ordnance  1951 

(The  following  condensed  abstracts  from  The  Plants  and  Potatoes  Importation  Ordinance  1951  supersede 
the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  for  the  Island  of  Guernsey  in  B.  E.  P.  Q.  416,  2d  Revision.) 

Importation  Provisionally  Prohibited 

The  States,  on  the  representations  of  the  States  Committee  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  hereby  order: 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  6  hereof,  the  landing  or  transhipment  in 
this  Island  is  hereby  prohibited  of  the  following  five  categories  of  plants: 

(i)  Plants  other  than  those  set  out  in  paragraphs  (ii) ,  (iii) ,  (iv) ,  and  (v)  of  this 
section  or  potatoes  grown  in  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada, or  the  Continent  of  Europe,  unless  the  same  are  shipped  directly  from  and 
have  previously  been  landed  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Republic  of  Ireland,  the 
Isle  of  Man,  the  Island  of  Jersey,  or  another  Island  of  this  Bailiwick; 

(ii)   Plants  of  sugar  beet  or  mangold  (Beta  vulgaris  Linn.) ; 

(iii)   All  species  of  the  genus  Castanea  (Chestnut)  or  the  genus  Populus  (Poplar) ; 

(iv)  All  species  of  the  genera  Abies  (Silver  Fir) ,  Larix  (Larch) ,  Picea  (Spruce) , 
Pinus  (Pine),  Pseudotsuga  (Douglas  Fir),  Sequoia  (Redwoods),  Thuya  (Western 
red  cedar,  Arbor  vitae),  or  Tsuga  (Hemlock)  of  the  order  Pinaceae; 

(v)   Chrysanthemum  plants. 

2.  There  are  no  restrictions  on  the  landing  or  transhipment  in  this  Island  of 
plants  landed  in  or  grown  in  and  shipped  directly  to  this  Island  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  Republic  of  Ireland,  the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Island  of  Jersey,  or 
another  Island  of  this  Bailiwick,  or  of  potatoes  grown  in  and  shipped  directly  to 
this  Island  from  another  Island  in  this  Bailiwick. 

3.  Refers  to  potatoes  grown  in  the  United  Kingdom,  Eire,  Isle  of  Man  and 
Jersey. 
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Certification 

4.  Subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  landing  or  transhipment  in  this  Island  of 
plants  and  potatoes  is  prohibited  unless  the  same  are  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
signed  by  a  duly  authorized  official  of  the  Phytopathological  Service  of  the  country 
in  which  the  same  were  grown  in  such  form  as  the  Committee  may  prescribe. 

5.  Where  any  consignment  of  plants  or  potatoes  is  required  to  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate,  the  original  of  such  certificate  shall  be  mailed  to  the  States  Super- 
visor, States  Office,  Guernsey,  by  the  exporter  before  the  consignment  is  dis- 
patched, and  two  copies  of  the  certificate  shall  accompany  the  consignment,  unless 
the  consignment  is  sent  by  mail,  in  which  case  a  copy  of  the  certificate  shall  be 
attached  to  each  package. 

Exception  to  Prohibition 

6.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  hereinbefore  contained,  the  Committee  may 
at  any  time  in  their  discretion  permit  the  landing  or  transhipment  of  any  plants  or 
potatoes  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  impose. 

7  and  8.  Enforcement  of  Ordinance,  penalties,  disposition  of  restricted  plants 
and  potatoes. 

9.  Repeal  of  previous  enactments. 

Definitions 

10.  "Committee"  means  the  States  Committee  for  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
"This  Island"  includes  the  Islands  of  Herm  and  Jethou. 

"Plant"  includes  trees  and  shrubs  and  the  fruit,  tubers,  bulbs,  corms,  rhizomes, 
roots,  layers,  cuttings  and  other  parts  of  a  plant,  except  the  seeds,  and  all  raw 
vegetables,  including  tomatoes  but  not  including  potatoes. 

"Potato"  includes  potato  haulms,  leaves  and  stalks. 

11.  Effective  date,  February  15,  1951. 

General  Licenses 

1.  In  accordance  with  section  6  of  The  Plants  and  Potatoes  Importation 
Ordinance  1951,  the  Committee  authorizes  in  General  License  (I.  P.  P.  Gen.  1/ 
1951)  the  landing  or  transhipment  in  the  Islands  of  Guernsey,  Heim,  or  Jethou 
of  consignments  of  the  following  plants  grown  in  any  European  country,  the 
United  States  of  America,  or  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

A.  All  living  plants  and  parts  thereof  (except  seeds,  flower  bulbs,  corms,  tubers, 
or  rhizomes)  for  planting,  provided  each  consignment  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  in  the  required  form. 

(a)  The  list  of  ornamental  plants  to  be  found  in  B.  E.  P.  Q.  416,  2d  Revision 
and  Supplements  1  and  2,  buds  of  roses,  grafts  of  apples,  pears  and  rhododendrons, 
and 

(b)  Any  trees,  shrubs  or  plants  with  bare  or  bailed  roots,  and  cuttings  or  grafts, 
landed  or  transshipped  between  the  16th  of  October  in  any  year  and  the  31st  of 
March  in  the  following  vear,  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates  in  the  form 
of  the  Second  Schedule  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  416  and  Form  B  of  the  Third  Schedule. 
The  former  must  contain  the  statement  in  regard  to  prohibited  plants,  viz.: 
"The  consignment  does  not  contain  any  plant  of  the  genus  Castanea  or  of  the 
genus  Populus  or  of  the  genera  Abies,  Larix,  Picea,  Pinus,  Pseudotsuga,  Sequoia, 
Thuya,  and  Tsuga  of  the  order  Pinaceae,  or  any  plant  of  sugar  beet  or  mangold 
(Beta  vulgaris  Linn.)  or  any  chrysanthemum  plants." 

B.  Flower  bulbs,  corms,  tuber  or  rhizomes  must  be  accompanied  by  the  Second 
Schedule  form  of  certificate  also  containing  the  above  statement  in  regard  to 
prohibited  plants. 

2.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  License  shall  be  deemed  to  permit  the  landing 
or  transshipment  of  the  prohibited  plants  noted  above  or  potatoes  from  the 
United  States,  Canada,  or  Europe.

General  License  (I.p.p.  Gen.  2/195O 

This  license  contains  identical  requirements  for  the  importation  of  apples 
and  fresh  vegetables  from  the  United  States  as  required  for  their  importation  in 
other  parts  of  Great  Britain. 
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Importation  Unrestricted 

The  importation  of  seeds  into  Guernsey,  Herm,  and  Jethou  is  unrestricted.

PLANT-QUARANTINEJMPORT  RESTRICTIONS^OF  JAPAN 

This  revision  of  the  plant-quarantine  import  restrictions  of  Japan  appears 
necessary  on  account  of  the  abolishment  of  previous  legislation  by  the  present 
law.  It  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant  quarantine 
officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products 
from  the  United  States  to  Japan. 

It  was  prepared  by  Richard  Faxon,  Division  of  Foreign  Plant  Quarantines, 
from  the  Plant  Quarantine  Law  No.  151  of  May  4,  1950,  which  abolished  Law 
No.  86  of  1948,  and  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  Law  Enforcement  Regulations  1950 
(Agriculture  and  Forestry  Ordinance  No.  73,  June  1950). 

The  information  included  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  complete 
up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independently 
of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as 
legally  authoritative.

PLANT-QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS  OF  JAPAN 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Plant  Quarantine  Law  (Law  No.  151,  May  4,  1950). 

The  above  law  is  drawn  up  in  seven  Chapters  and  27  Articles  providing  for 
the  regulation  of  importations  of  plants  and  plant  products,  injurious  insects 
and  plant  diseases,  and  for  inspection  and  treatment  of  both  imported  and  domes- 
tic plants  and  plant  products,  and  provides  penalties.  Pertinent  articles  are 
summarized  below. 

Chapter  I.  General  Provisions 

Article  1.  The  objectives  of  the  law  are  the  control  of  injurious  plants  and 
animals,  attained  through  domestic  and  foreign  quarantines  and  by  preventing 
the  establishment  and  spread  of  the  same,  thus  contributing  to  agricultural 
development. 

Definitions 

Article  2.  "Plants,"  as  used  in  this  Law,  shall  mean  flowering  plants,  ferns, 
mosses  and  liverworts,  including  plant  parts,  seeds,  fruits  and  processed  goods, 
including  tobacco,  but  exclusive  of  injurious  plants  below. 

(2)  Injurious  plants:  Fungi,  slime  molds,  bacteria,  viruses,  and  other  saprophy- 
tic or  parasitic  plants,  or  other  plants  which  are  directly  or  indirectly  injurious 
to  economic  plants. 

(3)  Injurious  animals:  Insects,  mites,  other  arthropoda,  Nematoda,  and  other 
invertebrate  animals,  and  certain  vertebrate  animals  which  are  proven  to  be 
harmful  to  economic  plants. 

Appointment  of  Employees 

Article  3.  Plant  Quarantine  Officials  and  Inspectors  are  appointed  in  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  law. 

Authority  of  Plant  Quarantine  Official 

Article  4.  Plant  Quarantine  Officials  may  enter  land,  storage  place,  warehouse, 
business  office,  ship,  train  or  airplane,  to  inspect  plants,  packing  materials  or 
containers  thereof,  suspected  of  being  infested  with  injurious  animals  or  plants, 
and  collect  minimum  samples  for  further  examination. 
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(2)  Disinfection  of  above  premises  may  be  ordered  when  they  are  suspected  of 
being  infested.  Plant  Quarantine  Officials  may  enter  such  premises  to  carry  out 
necessary  treatments. 

Article  5.  Provides  for  identification  cards  and  uniforms. 

Chapter  II.  International  Plan  Quarantine  Limitation  on  Imports 

Article  6.  Plants,  packing  materials  or  containers  thereof  imported  into  Japan, 
liable  to  carry  injurious  animals  or  plants,  shall  have  attached  thereto  a  certificate 
of  inspection  issued  by  the  proper  authority  of  the  exporting  country. 

(Tobacco  is  included  in  the  definition  of  plants.) 

The  certificate  must  be  the  original  or  certified  copy  stating  that  the  material  has 
been  inspected  and  found  or  believed  to  be  free  from  injurious  plants  and  animals. 

(2)  Plants  or  prohibited  articles  as  specified  in  paragraph  1  of  Article  7,  except 
mail,  must  be  imported  through  ports  designated  by  Ministerial  Ordinance. 

(3)  Mail  imports  must  be  in  small  packets',  commercial  samples  or  postal  parcel. 

(4)  Other  imports  of  plants  or  prohibited  articles  by  mail  must  be  reported 
immediately  to  the  local  Animal  and  Plant  Quarantine  Station. 

Prohibition  on  Imports 

Article  7.  No  person  shall  import  any  article  as  specified  in  each  of  the  following 
items  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "prohibited  articles")  except  in  cases  where  a 
permit  has  been  obtained  from  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry  to  use 
the  same  for  experimental  or  research  purposes. 

(1)  Plants  designated  by  Ministerial  Ordinance  which  have  been  shipped  from 
or  passed  through  the  districts  specified  in  the  Ordinance. 

(2)  Injurious  animals  or  plants. 

(3)  Soil  or  plants  with  soil. 

(4)  Packing  materials  or  containers  of  the  articles  specified  in  tie  preceding 
items. 

2.  In  case  a  permit  has  been  obtained  as  provided  above,  a  copy  of  the  certificate 
issued  by  the  "Minister  must  be  attached  to  all  imports  entered  under  the  permit. 

3.  Conditions  in  respect  to  method  of  importation  and  of  subsequent  manage- 
ment of  imports  may  be  included  in  the  permit. 

4.  Ministerial  Ordinances  issued  after  public  hearings. 

Inspection  of  Imported  Plants,  etc. 

Article  8.  Provides  for  inspection  on  arrival  of  all  imported  plants  or  prohibited 
articles  by  Plant  Quarantine  Officials  to  determine  whether  such  importations 
comply  with  all  entry  requirements  and  whether  they  are  free  from  infestation  by 
injurious  animals  and  infection  with  plant  diseases. 

(2-6)  The  Plant  Quarantine  Official  designates  the  place  of  inspection  and  may 
inspect  plants,  packing  materials  or  containers  on  board  a  ship  or  airplane  prior 
to  unloading.  Postal  officials  are  required  to  notify  the  Plant  Quarantine  Official 
of  the  arrival  of  mail  containing  or  suspected  of  containing  plants  or  prohibited 
articles.  Persons  receiving  such  mail  which  has  not  been  inspected  must  notify  a 
Plant  Quarantine  Official  immediately  so  that  an  inspection  may  be  made. 

(7)  Plant  Quarantine  officials  may  enforce  the  isolated  cultivation  of  seeds  and 
seedlings  designated  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry  if  it  is  deemed 
necessary  in  order  to  determine  whether  the  same  are  infested  with  injurious 
animals  or  plants. 

Disinfection  or  Destruction 

Article  9.  In  case  plants,  packing  materials  or  containers  thereof  are  found 
infested  with  injurious  animals  or  plants,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Plant  Quarantine 
Official  to  disinfect  or  destroy  them,  or  require  the  owner  to  do  so. 

(2)  Plants,  packing  materials  or  containers  thereof  may  be  destroyed  which 
arrive  without  certification,  or  are  not  presented  for  inspection. 

(3)  Prohibited  articles  may  be  destroyed  when  the  importer  fails  to  obtain  the 
required  permit. 

Articles  10  and  11  deal  with  the  inspection  of  plants  for  export  from  Japan  and 
the  delegation  of  authority. 

Subsequent  Chapters  and  Articles  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Law  deal  with 
matters  of  domestic  interest.  The  Supplementary  Provisions  include  one  abolish- 
ing the  Plant  Quarantine  Law  (Law  Xo.  86  of  1948.) 
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Plant  Quarantine  Law  Enforcement  Regulations 

(Agriculture  and  Forestry  Ordinance  No.  73,  June  1950.) 

Chapter  I.  General  Provisions 

Articles  1-5.  Provide  for  public  hearings,  appeals,  chairman  and  his  duties, 
and  identification  cards  for  Plant  Quarantine  Officials  and  Inspectors. 

Chapter  II.  Inspection  of  Imported  Plants 

Article  6.  Designation  of  Places  of  Import. 

(1)  Ports  of  entry:  Otaru,  Hakodate,  Tokyo,  Yokohama,  Yokosuka,  Shimizu, 
Nagoya,  Yokkaichi,  Tsuruga,  Maizuru,  Osaka,  Kobe,  Hiroshima,  Shimonoseki, 
Moji,  Fukuoka,  Sasebo,  Nagasaki,  and  Kagoshima. 

(2)  Airfield:  Haneda. 

Article  7.  Import  Permit  for  Prohibited  Articles. 

Application  forms  have  been  provided,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Forestry  through  the  local  Animal  and  Plant  Quarantine  Station, 
requesting  permission  to  import  prohibited  articles.  Two  copies  of  a  certificate 
may  be  issued,  one  of  which  must  be  sent  to  the  foreign  shipper  to  be  attached 
to  the  permitted  shipment. 

Article  8.  Prohibited  articles  must  be  addressed  to  the  designated  Animal  and 
Plant  Quarantine  Station  with  the  certificate  attached.  Release  only  to  person 
responsible  for  custody  and  cultivation  in  designated  place  of  isolation.  Permit 
may  be  cancelled  and  prohibited  articles  destroyed  if  all  conditions  are  not  com- 
plied with.  Conditions  of  the  permit  may  be  changed  if  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Minister. 

Prohibited  Districts  and  Plants 

Article  9.  The  districts  and  plants  specified  in  Article  7,  paragraph  1  of  the  Law 
are  as  follows : 

Fresh  fruits  (including  pineapples)  from  districts  where  the  Mediterranean  fruit 
fly  (Ceratitis  capitata  Wied.)  has  been  reported,  including  Hawaii  and  the  West 
Indies. 

Fresh  fruits  of  cucumbers,  watermelons,  muskmelons,  pumpkins,  squashes,  other 
Cucurbitaceous  plants,  tomatoes,  kidney  beans,  and  cowpeas,  from  districts  where 
the  melon  fly  (Dacus  cucurbitae  Coq.)  has  been  reported,  including  Hawaii. 

Fresh  fruits  of  apples,  pears,  quinces,  peaches,  plums,  apricots,  and  cherries,  as 
well  as  fresh  fruits  of  walnuts  and  whole  walnuts  in  a  shell,  from  countries,  in- 
cluding North  America,  where  the  codling  moth  (Carpocapsa  pomonella  L.)  is 
known  to  occur. 

Fresh  fruits  of  citrus,  loquats,  persimmons,  plums,  peaches,  mangoes,  papayas, 
longans,  litchies,  Coromandel  gooseberries,  rose  apples,  malay  apples,  guavas, 
breadfruits,  jack-tree,  Garcinia  spicata,  avocado  pears,  Erenga  engleri,  Solatium 
verbacifolium,  Brazil  cherries,  anona  plants,  capsicums,  betelnuts,  and  mature 
bananas,  from  Pacific  areas  where  the  mango  fly  (Chaetodacus  ferrugineus  Fabr.) 
has  been  reported.    (For  Chaetodacus  ferrugineus  Fabr.  read  Dacus  dorsalis  Hendl.) 

Live  tubers  of  sweet  potatoes  from  many  countries,  including  the  United  States 
of  America,  West  Indies  and  Hawaii,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  sweet 
potato  weevil  (Cylas  formicarius  Fabr.),  sweet  potato  moth  (Omphisa  anasto- 
masalis  Guen.)  and  West  Indian  sweet  potato  weevil  (Euscepes  postfasciatus 
Farim.) 

Potatoes,  eggplants,  tomatoes,  capsicums,  and  other  Solonaceous  plants  and 
their  fresh  fruits  and  live  bulbs  and  tubers,  from  many  countries,  including  North 
America,  Hawaii  and  Guam,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  potato  wart  (Synchy- 
trium  endobioticum  Perc),  powdery  scab  (Spongospora  subterranea  (Wallr.) 
Lagerh.),  ring  rot  (Bacterium  sepedonicum  Spieck.),  potato  tuberworm  (Gnori- 
moschema  (Phthorimaea)  operculella  Zell.),  and  Colorado  potato  beetle  (Leptino- 
tarsa  decemlineata  Say.) 

Straws  of  wheat,  barley,  oats  and  rye,  including  straw-wrappers,  straw-matting 
and  other  straw  goods  of  such  kinds,  from  several  countries,  including  North 
America,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  Hessian  fly  (Phytophaga  destructor  Say.). 

Articles  10-13.  Provide  for  application  for  inspection  by  importer,  designation 
of  inspection  place  by  Plant  Quarantine  Official,  transportation,  unpacking  and 
packing  of  plants  or  prohibited  articles  under  official  supervision  and  disposition 
of  same. 
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Designated  Seeds  and  Seedlings 

Article  14.  The  seeds  and  seedlings  specified  in  Article  8,  paragraph  (7)  of  the 
Law  are  designated  as  follows,  except  those  exported  without  cultivation  after 
importation: 

(1)  Bulbs  such  as  lily,  tulip,  hyacinth,  etc. 

(2)  Tubers  of  potatoes  and  sweet  potatoes. 

(3)  Seedlings  of  fruit  trees  such  as  citrus,  apple,  pear,  chestnut,  etc. 
Articles  15-22  deal  with  the  control  of  plants  and  prohibited  articles  grown  in 

isolation  and  their  disposition. 

Chapter  III 
Articles  23-31  deal  with  the  inspection  of  plants  for  export  from  Japan.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  LEBANON 

This  summary  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  the  Republic  of 
Lebanon  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant  quarantine 
officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products 
from  the  United  States  to  Lebanon. 

It  was  prepared  by  Richard  Faxon,  Division  of  Plant  Quarantines,  from  a 
translation  of  the  Agricultural  Quarantine  Law  dated  June  10,  1948,  at  Beyrouth, 
furnished  by  Dr.  Lee  Ling  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  of  the  United 
Nations,  Rome,  Italy. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independ- 
ently of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  text,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted 
as  legally  authoritative.

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PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  LEBANON 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Agricultural  Quarantine  Law,  June  10,  1948 

General  Provisions 

Article  I:  Provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Agricultural 
Quarantine  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director 
of  the  Entomological  Department.     The  quarantine  department  is  authorized: 

a.  To  inspect  all  agricultural  shipments  coming  from  abroad  in  order  to  deter- 
mine their  condition  and  freedom  from  pests. 

b.  To  prohibit  the  entry  of  infected  shipments  forbidden  under  existing  regu- 
lations. 

c.  To  prohibit  the  entrance  in  Lebanon  of  shipments  found  to  be  infected  or 
infested. 

d.  To  disinfect  shipments  when  disinfection  is  provided  for  in  existing  laws  and 
regulations  before  entry  into  Lebanon. 

e.  To  inspect  shipments  of  agricultural  products  for  export  and  provide  the 
necessary  sanitary  certificate  required  by  the  foreign  country  to  which  the  ship- 
ments are  consigned. 

f.  To  carry  out  all  regulations  and  formalities  concerning  the  protection  of 
plants  from  any  pest  that  may  be  imported  from  abroad. 

Importation  Prohibited 

Article  II:  Importation  of  the  following  is  prohibited: 

a.  Soil. 

b.  Living  insects  in  any  stage  of  development. 

c.  Living  bacteria  and  fungi  harmful  to  plants. 

d.  Bags,  boxes  and  other  containers  or  other  material  used  in  packing  the  above. 
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Importation  Restricted 

The  importation  of  trees  and  other  plants  or  parts  thereof,  such  as  fruit,  seeds, 
etc.,  alive  or  dry,  fresh  or  dried,  is  not  allowed  unless  by  special  Dermit  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Authority  of  the  Ministry 

Article  III.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  authorized: 

a.  To  establish  what  should  be  considered  harmful  to  agriculture. 

b.  To  forbid  completely  or  on  conditions  the  importation  of  any  kind  of  plant, 
seed,  dates  or  soil  if  it  seems  necessary  to  avoid  an  outbreak  of  any  plant  disease 
or  to  prevent  its  spread  among  plants. 

c.  To  determine  the  conditions  under  which  the  import  permit  should  be 
granted. 

d.  To  grant  import  permits  for  soil  and  living  insects. 

e.  To  grant  exceptionally  special  import  permits  for  prohibited  articles  to  be 
used  for  scientific  or  technical  purposes. 

f.  To  determine  steps  to  be  taken  regarding  agricultural  shipments  in  transit 
by  land,  sea  or  air,  in  Lebanese  harbors  and  customs. 

g.  To  establish  costs  and  taxes  collectable  from  the  importer  in  accordance 
with  this  law. 

Disposition  of  Prohibited  Shipments 

Article  IV.  Prohibited  shipments  or  those  imported  not  in  conformity  with 
this  law  must  be  sent  back  by  the  importer  and  at  his  expense  within  a  maximum 
limit  of  ten  days,  beyond  which  the  shipment  will  be  destroyed. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  will  decide  upon  appropriate  measures  to  be  taken 
at  the  expense  of  the  transgressor  in  order  to  prevent  an  outbreak  of  a  potential 
disease  pending  reshipment.  The  Minister  may  order  the  immediate  destruction 
of  the  shipment  if  it  constitutes  a  danger  to  agriculture.  No  recompense  may  be 
claimed  by  the  importer. 

Notice  of  Arrival 

Article  V.  All  shipping  and  transport  agencies  (air,  sea  or  land)  must  report  to 
the  Agricultural  Quarantine  Department  the  arrival  of  all  shipments  subject  to 
plant  quarantine  within  twenty-four  hours. 

Living  Insects 

Article  VI.  Shipments  of  living  insects  must  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
plant  quarantine  inspectors  within  three  days  following  their  arrival  in  customs 
offices  at  harbors  or  airports.  Packages  of  living  insects  may  be  opened  only 
under  the  supervision  of  plant  quarantine  inspectors. 

Treatment  of  Infested  Shipments 

Article  VII.  All  agricultural  shipments  which  may  be  affected  by  a  disease 
considered  curable  by  the  Ministry  will  be  treated  at  the  expense  of  the  Ministry. 
Shipments  affected  by  diseases  considered  incurable  by  the  Ministry,  including 
diseases  harmful  to  plants  which  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  Lebanese  Republic, 
will  not  be  allowed  entry.  They  will  be  returned  or  destroyed  with  a  delay  of 
not  to  exceed  one  week  after  official  notification  from  the  Ministry.  No  appeal 
will  be  granted. 

Fumigation  of  Plants 

Article  VIII.  All  shipments  by  sea  of  plants  or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propa- 
gation, except  seeds,  will  be  fumigated  or  otherwise  treated  as  a  precautionary 
measure  at  the  expense  of  the  importer,  without  the  necessity  of  proving  them  to 
be  contaminated.  Plants  by  parcel  post  will  be  fumigated,  when  deemed 
necessary,  at  the  expense  of  the  Ministry. 

Quarantine  of  Plants 

Article  IX.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture  may  seize  living  plants  or  parts  thereof, 
except  seeds,  suspected  of  being  infected  and  place  them  under  close  observation 
in  the  Agricultural  Quarantine  Station  at  the  place  of  arrival  until  it  is  proved  that 
they  are  pot  infected.  The  Ministry  accepts  no  responsibility  if  the  plants  are 
infected,  in  which  case  they  will  be  handled  according  to  the  preceding  regulations. 
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Packing  Requirements 

Article  X.  All  agricultural  shipments  coming  from  abroad  must  be  packed  so 
that  they  can  be  easily  inspected  and  disinfected.  They  will  be  opened  on  the 
responsibility  of  the  importer  and  at  his  expense.  No  plant  material  may  be 
used  as  packing,  except  wood  (shavings)  and  sawdust  or  any  other  stuff  accepted 
by  the  Ministry. 

The  remaining  articles  provide  for  the  transfer  of  shipments,  penalties  and  the 
publication  of  the  regulations  in  the  Official  Journal.

MOROCCO 

IMPORTATION  OF  CITRUS  PLANTS  PROHIBITED 

Vizirial  Decree  of  May  22,  1951,  to  protect  the  citrus  plantings  of  Morocco 
from  certain  fungus,  bacterial,  or  virus  diseases,  particularly  Mai  secco  (Deuter- 
ophoma  tracheiphila  Petri),  Tristeza  (quick  decline  or  graft  incompatibility). 

Art.  1.  The  importation  and  transit  into  the  French  Zone  of  the  Cherifien 
Empire  of  all  plants  and  parts  of  plants,  except  dried  leaves,  fruits,  and  seeds, 
belonging  to  the  botanical  species  of  the  sub-family  Aurantioideae  of  the  family 
Rutaceae,  are  prohibited. 

Art.  2.  The  Director  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Forestry,  may  permit 
importations  of  such  citrus  plants  and  parts  thereof,  by  special  order,  exclusively 
for  botanical  specimens  in  a  limited  number. 

(Note. — Among  the  genera  included  in  the  sub-family  Aurantioideae  are  the 
following:  Aegle,  Aeglopsis,  Atalantia,  Balsamocitrus,  Citropsis,  Citrus,  Clausena, 
Eremocitrus,  Feronia,  Feroniella,  Fortunella,  Glycosmis,  Hesperethusa,  Luvunga, 
Microcitrus,  Murraya,  Paramignya,  Poncirus,  Swinglea,  and  Triphasia.)

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF 

VENEZUELA 

RULES  for  the  importation  of  seed  potatoes 

The  following  information,  taken  from  Despatch  No.  959,  November  17,  1950, 
from  the  Agricultural  Attache  in  Caracas,  necessitates  the  deletion  of  the  words 
"and  potatoes  for  seed"  in  Art.  9  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  497,  2d  Revision. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  by  means  of  Resolution  No.  6  of  the  Quarantine 
Division  published  in  Gaceta  Oficial  No.  23,360  October  23,  1950  established 
certain  rules  for  the  importation  of  seed  potatoes.     These  read  as  follows: 

Article  1.  The  importation  of  certified  seed  potatoes  will  be  made  directly  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  or  through  the  Banco  Agricola  y  Pecuario. 

Article  2.  Seed  potato  imports  must  comply  with  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Each  shipment  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  origin  and  port  of 
embarkation  and  be  free  of  the  following  diseases:  Potato  wart,  Synchytrium 
endobioticum  (Schilb.)  (Perc),  Bacterial  ring-rot,  Phytomonas  sepedonica  Syn. 
Corynebacterium  sepedonicam;  virus  diseases  in  general  and  the  Colorado  potato 
beetle,  Leptinotarsa  decemlineata  (S&y). 

(b)  The  potatoes  must  be  packed  in  crates  with  a  division  in  the  center,  having 
attached  to  each  one  a  label  of  certification  issued  by  the  official  service  from  the 
place  of  origin  and  with  the  information  on  this  label  that  the  potatoes  are  certi- 
fied, giving  the  name  of  the  producer  and  the  place  of  origin. 

(c)  The  weight  of  each  potato  must  be  from  40  to  100  grams  with  a  5  per  cent 
tolerance  for  the  light  weight  potatoes. 

Article  3.  For  the  superficial  diseases  such  as  common  scab  Actinomyces  scabies 
(Thax)  or  physiological  diseases  a  five  per  cent  tolerance  will  be  admitted  for 
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infected  potatoes.     For  virus  diseases  no  tolerance  will  be  allowed,  a  provision 
that  applies  also  to  any  insects  not  found  in  Venezuela. 

Article  4.  All  seed  potato  shipments  that  prove  to  have  diseases  beyond 
the  tolerances  granted  in  Article  3  will  be  rejected  and  cannot  be  landed  in 
Venezuela  even  for  consumption. 

Article  5.  Certified  seed  potatoes  may  only  enter  the  country  through  the  ports 
of  La  Guaira  and  Puerto  Cabello. 

Article  6.  Seed  potatoes  may  only  be  used  as  seed  when  they  are  accompanied 
by  certificates  required  by  the  present  resolution. 

Articles  7,  8,  and  9  are  domestic  regulations.

LIST  OF  CURRENT  QUARANTINE  AND  OTHER  RESTRICTIVE  ORDERS 
AND  MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS 

[The  domestic  and  foreign  quarantine  and  other  restrictive  orders  summarized 
herein  are  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  Aug.  20, 
1912,  as  amended,  and  the  Insect  Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905.  The  Mexican  border 
regulations  and  the  export-certification  regulations  are  issued  under  specific 
acts  of  Congress.] 

QUARANTINE  ORDERS 

The  numbers  assigned  to  these  quarantines  indicate  merely  the  chronological 
order  of  issuance  of  both  domestic  and  foreign  quarantines  in  one  numerical 
series.  The  quarantine  numbers  missing  in  this  list  are  quarantines  which  have 
either  been  superseded  or  revoked.  For  convenience  of  reference  these  quaran- 
tines are  here  classified  as  domestic  and  foreign,  the  domestic  quarantines  being 
divided  into  (1)  those  applying  primarily  to  the  continental  United  States,  and 
(2)  those  applying  primarily  to  shipments  from  and  to  the  Territories  of  Hawaii 
and  Puerto  Rico. 

Domestic  Plant  Quarantines 

quarantines  applying  to  the  continental  united  states 

Black  stem  rust. — Quarantine  38  and  supplemental  regulations,  revised,  effective 
May  1,  1949,  as  amended  effective  February  11,  1950,  and  September  20,  1951, 
prohibit  the  interstate  movement  anywhere  in  the  continental  United  States  of 
all  species  of  berberis,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  plants,  other  than  those 
designated  as  being  resistant  to  the  black  stem  rust.  Permits  are  required  for 
interstate  movement  of  plants  of  those  species  of  berberis,  mahonia,  and  maho- 
berberis that  are  known  to  be  rust-resistant.  The  interstate  movement  of  all 
seeds  and  fruits  of  berberis,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  is  prohibited  into  the 
eradication  States,  comprsing  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania, 
South  Dakota,  Virginia,  Washington,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming, 
except  that  an  approved  nurseryman  within  an  eradication  State  may  obtain 
mahonia  seed  from  another  approved  nurseryman  outside  such  State  under 
prescribed  safeguards.  Such  seeds  and  fruits  from  rust-resistant  plants  produced 
in  the  eradication  States  may  be  moved  between  or  from  such  States  under  permit, 
or  wherever  produced,  may  be  moved  between  noneradication  States  without 
restriction.  Administrative  instructions  effective  April  22,  1950,  designate  rust- 
resistant  species  and  varieties. 

Gypsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth. — Quarantine  No.  45,  revised,  effective  October 
10,  1945:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  revised  effective  August  30,  1948,  the  interstate  movement  from  the 
regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof  of  (1)  live  gypsy  moths  or 
brown-tail  moths  in  any  stage  of  development;  (2)  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  and  vines, 
both  deciduous  and  evergreen,  having  persistent  woody  stems,  and  parts  thereof, 
including  Christmas  trees;  (3)  timber  products;  (4)  stone  and  quarry  products; 
and  (5)  any  other  commodities  or  articles  when  found  on  inspection  to  be  infested 
with  the  aforesaid  insects  in  any  of  their  stages.  The  regulated  area  covers 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  New  York,  and  Vermont. 

Japanese  beetle. — Quarantine  No.  48,  revised,  effective  April  30,  1948,  as 
amended  effective  April  18,  1949,  May  31,  1950,  August  14  and  October  22,  1951: 
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Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
the  interstate  movement  of  (1)  soil,  humus,  compost,  and  decomposed  manure; 
(2)  forest,  field,  nursery,  or  greenhouse-grown  woody  or  herbaceous  plants  or 
parts  thereof  for  planting  purposes;  (3)  cut  flowers;  and  (4)  fresh  fruits  and  vege- 
tables from  the  regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof.  The 
regulated  area  includes  the  entire  States  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Con- 
necticut, New  Jersey,  and  Delaware,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  portions 
of  the  States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  North  Carolina,  Vermont,  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Ohio. 

Pink  bollworm. — Quarantine  No.  52,  revised,  effective  June  11,  1948,  as 
amended  effective  April  27,  1949,  and  May  29,  1951:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided 
in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  areas  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas, 
of  (1)  okra,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant;  (2)  cotton,  wild  cotton,  including  all 
parts  of  either  cotton  or  wild-cotton  plants,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and 
all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber,  gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed 
hulls,  cottonseed  cake,  and  meal;  (3)  bagging  and  other  containers  and  wrappers 
of  cotton  and  cotton  products;  (4)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which 
have  been  used  in  conveying  regulated  cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled  with 
such  products;  (5)  when  contaminated  with  regulated  cotton  products,  any  other 
commodities,  including  farm  products,  farm  household  goods,  and  farm  equipment. 

Thurberia  weevil. — Quarantine  No.  61,  revised,  effective  August  1,  1927:  Pro- 
hibits the  interstate  movement  of  Thurberia,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant, 
from  any  point  in  Arizona  and  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and 
regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised,  effective  October  2,  1933,  as  amended 
effective  October  22,  1936,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  of 
Arizona  of  (1)  cotton,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint, 
linters,  and  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  lint,  gin  waste,  cottonseed, 
cottonseed  hulls,  and  cottonseed  cake  and  meal;  (2)  bagging  and  other  containers 
and  wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products;  (3)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other 
vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products,  or 
which  are  fouled  with  such  products;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm  products;  and 
(5)  farm  household  goods,  farm  equipment,  and,  if  contaminated  with  cotton 
any  other  articles. 

White  pine  blister  rust. — Quarantine  No.  63,  effective  July  1,  1946:  Except  as 
provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  effective  July  1, 
1946,  (1)  prohibits  the  movement  of  five-leaved  pines  into  the  noninfected  States 
of  Arizona,  Colorado,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  South  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  Utah,  and  the  noninfected  part  of  California,  from  any  other  State, 
although  (a)  five-leaved  pines  may  be  moved  without  restriction  between  these 
noninfected  States  and  portions  thereof,  and  (b)  there  are  no  restrictions  on 
the  movement  of  five-leaved  pines  and  parts  thereof  when  not  visibly  infected 
with  blister  rust  into  or  within  that  part  of  the  continental  United  States  outside 
the  above-described  noninfected  area;  (2)  prohibits  the  movement  of  European 
black  currants,  except  into  and  between  the  States  of  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida, 
Kansas,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Oklahoma, 
South  Dakota,  and  Texas;  (3)  prohibits  the  movement  of  gooseberry  and  currant- 
plants  (other  than  European  black  currants)  into  parts  of  California,  Georgia, 
Idaho,  Maine,  Montana,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Tennessee,  and 
West  Virginia;  and  (4)  restricts  the  movement  of  gooseberry  and  currant  plants 
(other  than  European  black  currants)  into  control-areas  comprising  Connecticut, 
Delaware,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  and  Vermont,  and  parts  of 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia, 
Washington,  and  Wisconsin. 

Mexican  fruitfly. — Quarantine  No.  64,  revised,  effective  November  26,  1945: 
Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
revised,  effective  November  26,  1945,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated 
area  of  Texas  of  fruits  of  all  varieties. 

White-fringed  beetle. — Quarantine  No.  72,  revised,  effective  Mav  26,  1948,  as 
amended  effective  March  17,  1949,  July  14,  1950,  and  May  10,  1951:  Prohibits, 
except  as  provided  in  the  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  move- 
ment from  the  regulated  areas  in  the  States  of  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Tennessee,  to  or  through 
any  point  outside  thereof,  of  (1)  live  white-fringed  beetles  in  any  stage  of  develop- 
ment; (2)  soil  independently  or  in  connection  with  nursery  stock,  plants,  or  other 
things;  (3)  nursery  stock  and  other  stipulated  plants  or  plant  products;  and  (4) 
other  articles  as  stipulated  in  §  301.72-3. 
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QUARANTINES  APPLYING  TO  THE  TERRITORIES  OF  HAWAII  AND  PUERTO  RICO 

Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  13,  revised,  effective  June  24, 
1948,  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or  through  any  other 
Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables,  in 
the  natural  or  raw  state,  peels  of  fruits  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  the 
subfamilies  Aurantioideae,  Rutoidea,  and  Toddalioideae,  of  the  botanical  family 
Rutaceae;  cut  flowers;  rice  straw;  and  mango  seeds  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
Mediterranean  fruitfly  (Ceratitis  capitata  Hendl.),  melon  fly  (Dacus  cucurbitae 
Coq.),  Oriental  fruitfly  (Dacus  dorsalis  Hendl.),  citrus  canker  (Xanthomonas  citri 
(Hassee)  Dowson),  green  coffee  scale  (Coccus  viridis  Green),  bean  pod  borer 
(Maruca  testulalis  Geyer),  bean  butterfly  (Lampides  boeticus  L.),  Asiatic  rice 
borer  (Chilo  simplex  Butl.),  mango  weevil  (Cryptor  hynchus  mangiferea  F.),  and 
Chinese  rose  beetle  (Adoretus  sinicus  Burm.) 

Sugarcane. — Quarantine  No.  16,  revised,  effective  January  1,  1935:  Prohibits 
the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through 
any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  canes  of  sugar- 
cane, or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  sugarcane  leaves,  and  bagasse,  on  account  of 
certain  injurious  insects  and  diseases  of  sugarcane,  except  that  movement  will 
be  allowed  under  permit  of  specific  materials  on  condition  that  they  have  been 
or  are  to  be  so  treated,  processed,  or  manufactured  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Department,  their  movement  will  involve  no  pest  risk. 

Sweetpotato. — Quarantine  No.  30,  revised,  effective  October  10,  1934:  Prohibits 
the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through 
any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  any  variety  of 
sweetpotato  (Ipomoea  batatas  Poir.),  regardless  of  the  use  for  which  the  same  is 
inter ded,  on  account  of  the  sweetpotato  stem  borer  (Omphisa  anadomosalis 
Guen.)  and  the  sweetpotato  scarabee  (Euscepes  batatae  Waterh.). 

Hawaiian  and  Puerto  Rican  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  products. — Quar- 
antine No.  47,  effective  August  15,  1920,  as  amended  effective  January  3,  1950: 
Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
the  movement  of  cotton,  seed  or  unginned  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed 
products,  except  oil,  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or 
through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  on  account 
of  the  pink  bollworm  (Pectinophora  gossypiella  Saund.)  and  the  cotton-blister 
mite  (Eriophyes  gossypii  Banks). 

Puerto  Rican  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  58,  revised,  effective  Jan- 
uary 22,  1941,  as  amended  effective  January  26,  1949,  and  December  7,  1949: 
Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Terri- 
tory, State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the 
raw  or  unprocessed  state,  on  account  of  certain  injurious  insects,  including  the 
fruitflies  Anasirepha  suspensa  (Loew)  and  A.  mombinpraeoptans  Sein,  and  the 
bean-pod  borer  Maruca  testulalis  (Geyer). 

Sand,  soil,  or  earth,  ivith  plants  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico. — Quarantine  No. 
60,  revised,  effective  September  1,  1936:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Ter- 
ritories of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State, 
or  District  of  the  United  States  of  sand  (other  than  clean  ocean  sand),  soil,  or 
earth  around  the  roots  of  plants  to  prevent  the  spread  of  certain  injurious  insects, 
including  Phyllophaga  spp.  (white  grubs),  Phytalus  sp.,  Adoretus  sp.,  and  of 
several  species  of  termites  or  white  ants.  Provision  is  made  for  the  retention  of 
potted  plants  on  board  vessels  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  when  evidence  is 
presented  satisfactory  to  the  plant  quarantine  inspector  that  the  soil  has  been 
so  treated  or  is  so  safeguarded  as  to  eliminate  pest  risk. 

Hawaiian  citrus  nursery  stock. — Quarantine  No.  75,  effective  September  15, 
1947:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or  through  any 
other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  plants  or  any  plant 
part,  except  fruits  and  seeds,  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  the  sub- 
families Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Toddahoidcae  of  the  botanical  family 
Rutaceae,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker  disease  and  other  citrus  diseases. 

Foreign  Plant  Quarantines 

Pink  bolltform. — Quarantine  No.  8,  revised,  effective  November  11,  1944: 
Forbids  the  importation  from  any  foreign  locality  and  country,  excepting  only  the 
iocality  of  the  Imperial  Valley  in  the  State  of  Baja  California,  Mexico,  including 
that  portion  of  the  valley  in  the  State  of  Sonoma  lying  between  San  Louis  Mesa 
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and  the  Colorado  River,  and  the  area  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico,  adjacent 
to  the  United  States,  comprising  the  municipios  of  Guerrero,  Mier,  Camargo, 
Reynosa,  Matamoras,  Mendez,  and  San  Fernando,  of  cottonseed  of  all  species 
and  varieties  and  cottonseed  hulls.  Cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  the 
Imperial  Valley  and  from  the  aforesaid  area  in  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico, 
may  be  entered  under  permit  and  regulation. 

Seeds  of  avocado  or  alligator  pear. — Quarantine  No.  12,  effective  February  27, 
1914:  Forbids  the  importation  from  Mexico  and  the  countries  of  Central  America 
of  the  seed  of  the  avocado  or  alligator  pear  on  account  of  the  avocado  weevil 
(Heilipus  lauri) . 

Sugarcane. — Quarantine  No.  15.  revised,  effective  October  1,  1934:  Prohibits 
the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  canes  of  sugarcane, 
or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  sugarcane  leaves,  and  bagasse,  on  account  of  certain 
injurious  insects  and  diseases  of  sugarcane,  except  that  importation  will  be  allowed 
under  permit  of  specific  materials  on  condition  that  they  have  been  or  are  to  be- 
so  treated,  processed,  or  manufactured  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Department, 
their  entry  will  involve  no  pest  risk. 

Citrus  nursery  stock. — Quarantine  No.  19,  revised,  effective  September  15,  1947: 
Forbids  the  importation  from  all  foreign  localities  and  countries  of  plants  or  any 
plant  part,  except  fruit  and  seeds,  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  the 
subfamilies  Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Toddalioideae,  of  the  botanical  family 
Rutaceae,  from  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  South  America,  Central  America,  North 
America  outside  of  the  United  States,  Australia,  and  foreign  oceanic  countries 
and  islands. 

Indian  corn  or  maize  and  related  plants. — Quarantine  No.  24,  effective  July  1. 
1916,  as  amended,  effective  April  1,  1917,  and  April  23,  1917:  Forbids  the  impor- 
tation from  southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indochina,  and  China), 
Malayan  Archipelago,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Oceania,  Philippine  Islands, 
Taiwan  (Formosa),  Japan,  and  adjacent  islands,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured 
state,  of  seed  and  all  other  portions  of  Indian  corn  or  maize  (Zea  mays  L.)  and 
the  closely  related  plants,  including  all  species  of  Teosinte  (Euchlaena),  Jobs- 
tears  (Coix),  Polytoca,  Chionachne,  and  Sclerachne,  on  account  of  the  downy 
mildews  and  Physoderma  diseases  of  Indian  corn,  except  that  Indian  corn  or 
maize  may  be  imported  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Citrus  fruits. — Quarantine  No.  28,  effective  October  25,  1947,  as  amended 
effective  December  16,  1949.  Forbids  the  importation  into  the  continental 
United  States,  Puerto  Rico,  and  Hawaii  of  all  fruits  and  peel  of  all  genera,  species, 
and  varieties  of  the  subfamilies  Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Toddalioideae  of 
the  botanical  family  Rutaceae  from  eastern  and  southeastern  Asia  (including 
India,  Burma,  Ceylon,  Siam,  Indochina,  and  China),  the  Malayan  Archipelago, 
the  Philippine  Islands,  Oceania  (except  Australia  and  Tasmania),  Japan  (includ- 
ing Formosa  and  other  islands  adjacent  to  Japan) ;  Mauritius,  and  Seychelles,  on 
account  of  the  citrus  canker  disease;  forbids  the  importation  into  the  continental 
United  States,  Puerto  Rico  and  Hawaii  of  fruits  and  peel  of  all  genera,  species, 
and  varieities  of  Citrus  aurantifolia  (Christm.)  Swingle,  C.  aurantium  L.,  C.  hystrix 
DC,  C.  limon  (L)  Burm.  f.,  C.  paradisi  Macf.,  C.  reticulata  Blanco,  C.  sinensis 
(L.)  Osbeck  and  Fortunella  margarita  (Lour.)  Swingle,  from  Argentina,  Brazil, 
Paraguay,  and  Uruguay,  on  account  of  sweet  orange  scab;  and  forbids  the  impor- 
tation into  the  continental  United  States,  Puerto  Rico  and  Hawaii  of  fruits  and 
peel  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  Citrus  aurantifolia  (Christm.)  Swingle, 
C.  aurantium  L.,  C.  limon  (L.)  Burm.  f .,  C.  medica  L.,  and  C.  sinensis  (L.)  Osbeck, 
from  Argentina,  Paraguay,  and  Uruguay,  on  account  of  the  bacterial  disease 
known  as  "Cancrosis  B";  Provided,  that  seeds  and  processed  peel  of  fruits  desig- 
nated herein  are  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  this  quarantine.  Such  seeds, 
however,  are  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Nursery  Stock,  Plant,  and  Seed 
Quarantine  No.  37. 

Sweetpotato  and  yam. — Quarantine  No.  29,  effective  January  1,  1918:  Forbids 
the  importation  for  any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  sweetpotatoes  and  yams 
(Ipomoea  batatas  and  Dioscorea  spp.),  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities 
on  account  of  the  sweetpotato  weevils  (Cylas  spp.)  and  the  sweetpotato  scarabee 
(Euscepes  batatae). 

Bamboo. — Quarantine  No.  34,  effective  October  1,  1918:  Forbids  the  importa- 
tion for  any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  bamboo  seed,  plants,  or  cuttings  thereof 
capable  of  propagation,  including  all  genera  and  species  of  the  tribe  Bambuseae, 
from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  dangerous  plant  diseases, 
including  the  bamboo   smut   (Ustilago  shiraiana).     This  quarantine  order  does 
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not  apply  to  bamboo  timber,  consisting  of  the  mature  dried  culms  or  canes  which 
are  imported  for  fishing  rods,  furniture  making,  or  other  purposes,  or  to  any  kind 
of  articles  manufactured  from  bamboo,  or  to  bamboo  shoots  cooked  or  otherwise 
preserved. 

Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds. — Quarantine  No.  37,  effective  December  5, 
1950,  as  amended  effective  July  1,  1950:  Forbids  the  importation  into  the  United 
States  from  designated  countries  of  certain  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  plant 
products  specified  in  the  quarantine  because  of  the  respective  injurious  insects 
and  plant  diseases  listed.  Restricts  the  importation  from  any  foreign  country 
or  locality  of  nonprohibited  field-grown  florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings 
grafts,  scions,  buds,  and  fruit  pits  and  other  seeds  of  forest,  fruit,  and  ornamental 
trees  and  shrubs;  bedding  plants;  other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots; 
field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds;  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  for,  or 
capable  of,  propagation,  except  as  provided  in  supplemental  regulations. 

Permits  are  required  for  importations  of  all  restricted  plant  material.  Permits 
are  not  required  for  such  material,  other  than  Aglaonema,  imported  for  food,  ana- 
lytical, medicinal,  or  manufacturing  purposes;  seeds  of  field  crops,  vegetables,  and 
annual,  biennial  and  perennial  flowers  which  are  essentially  herbaceous  in  charac- 
ter, except  seeds  of  Lathyrus,  Vicia,  and  okra;  or  for  sterile  cultures  of  orchid 
seedlings  in  glass  containers.  This  "nonpermit"  material,  however,  is  subject  to 
inspection  and  certain  other  conditions. 

Bulbs  imported  under  permit  are  subject  to  inspection  and  must  comply  with 
other  requirements  of  the  regulations. 

All  imported  plant  material  is  subject  to  inspection  to  determine  freedom  from 
pests,  except  as  noted  in  the  regulations.  Treatment  of  most  classes  of  material 
is  another  condition  of  entry.  Entry  will  be  refused  to  plant  material  found  upon 
inspection  to  harbor  injurious  pests  which  are  not  widely  prevalent  in  the  United 
States  when  no  adequate  treatment  is  available. 

All  restricted  plant  material  must  be  free  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth,  with  certain 
limited  exceptions.     Shipments  not  so  freed  may  be  refused  entry. 

Size-age  limitations  for  all  restricted  trees  and  shrubs  to  be  imported  are 
prescribed. 

Types  of  plant  material  that  may  be  imported  from  designated  countries  subject 
to  growing  under  postentry  quarantine  conditions  are  also  listed. 

The  quarantine  and  regulations  should  be  consulted  for  specific  details. 
European  corn  borer. — Quarantine  No.  41,  revised,  effective  June  1,  1926:  For- 
bids, except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised 
effective  March  1,  1933,  as  amended,  effective  July  15,  1947,  and  October  1,  1948, 
the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  the  stalk  and  all  other 
parts,  whether  used  for  packing  or  other  purposes,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured 
state,  of  Indian  corn  or  maize,  broomcorn,  sweet  sorghums,  grain  sorghums,  Sudan 
grass,  Johnson  grass,  sugarcane,  pearl  millet,  napier  grass,  teosinte,  and  Jobs-tears, 
on  account  of  the  European  corn  borer  (Pyrausta  nubilalis  Hubn.)  and  other 
dangerous  insects  and  plant  diseases. 

Rice. — Quarantine  No.  55,  revised,  effective  November  23,  1933:  Forbids  the 
importation  of  seed  or  paddy  rice  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  except 
the  Republic  of  Mexico,  and  forbids  the  importation  of  rice  straw  and  rice  hulls 
from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  and  seed  or  paddy  rice  from  the  Republic 
of  Mexico,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
effective  November  23,  1933,  as  amended,  effective  August  1,  1934,  on  account 
of  injurious  fungous  diseases  of  rice,  including  downy  mildew  (Sclerospora  macro- 
carpd),  leaf  smut  {Entyloma  oryzae),  blight  {Oospora  oryztorum),  and  glume  blotch 
(Melanomma  glumarum),  as  well  as  dangerous  insect  pests. 

Fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  56,  effective  November  1,  1923:  Forbids, 
except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised, 
effective  December  1,  1936,  as  amended  effective  April  7,  1948,  the  importation 
of  fruits  and  vegetables,  except  as  restricted,  as  to  certain  countries  and  districts, 
by  special  quarantines  and  other  orders,  and  of  plants  or  portions  of  plants  used 
as  packing  material  in  connection  with  shipments  of  such  fruits  and  vegetables 
from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  other  than  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  on 
account  of  injurious  insects,  including  fruitflies  and  melonflies  (Trypetidae) . 
Includes  and  supersedes  Quarantine  No.  49  on  account  of  the  citrus  blackfly. 

Flag  smut. — Quarantine  No.  59,  effective  February  1,  1926:  Forbids  the  im- 
portation of  all  species  and  varieties  of  wheat  (Triticum  spp.)  and  wheat  prod- 
ucts, unless  so  milled  or  so  processed  as  to  have  destroyed  all  flag-smut  spores, 
from  India,  Japan,  China,  Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Italy,  and  Spain. 
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Packing  materials. — Quarantine  No.  69,  effective  July  1,  1933,  as  amended, 
effective  July  1,  1933:  Forbids  the  entry  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities 
of  the  following  materials  when  used  as  packing  for  other  commodities,  except 
in  special  cases  where  preparation,  processing,  or  manufacture  are  judged  by  an 
inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  have  eliminated  risk 
of  carrying  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases:  Rice  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff; 
cotton  and  cotton  products;  sugarcane,  including  bagasse;  bamboo  leaves  and 
small  shoots;  leaves  of  plants;  forest  litter;  and  soil  containing  an  appreciable 
admixture  of  vegetable  matter  not  therein  provided  for  by  regulation.  All  parts 
of  corn  and  allied  plants  are  likewise  prohibited  except  from  Mexico  and  the 
countries  of  Central  America,  the  West  Indies,  and  South  America.  This  quaran- 
tine also  brings  under  restriction,  involving  inspection  at  will  by  the  Department 
but  requiring  no  permit  or  certificate,  the  following  when  used  as  packing:  Cereal 
straw,  chaff,  and  hulls  (other  than  rice) ;  corn  and  allied  plants  from  Mexico, 
Central  America,  the  West  Indies,  and  South  America:  willow  twigs  from  Europe; 
grasses,  hay,  and  similar  dried  plant  mixtures  from  all  countries;  and  authorized 
soil-packing  materials  from  all  countries.  This  quarantine  does  not  cover  such 
widely  used  packing  materials  as  excelsior,  paper,  sawdust,  ground  cork,  charcoal, 
and  various  other  materials  which,  because  of  their  nature  or  process  of  manu- 
facture, are  unlikely  to  transport  plant  parasites. 

Dutch  elm  disease. — Quarantine  No.  70,  revised,  effective  October  31,  1947: 
Forbids  the  importation  from  Europe,  Canada,  and  other  foreign  areas  north  of 
the  United  States,  on  account  of  a  disease  due  to  the  fungus  Ceratostomella  vlmi, 
of  seeds,  leaves,  plants,  cuttings,  and  scions  of  elm  and  related  plants;  logs  of  elm 
and  related  plants;  lumber,  timber,  and  veneer  of  such  plants  if  bark  is  present  on 
them;  and  crates,  boxes,  barrels,  packing  cases,  and  other  containers,  and  other 
articles  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  wood  of  elm  or  related  plants  if 
not  free  from  bark. 

Coffee. — Quarantine  No.  73,  effective  April  1,  1940:  Prohibits  the  importation 
into  Puerto  Rico  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  (1)  the  seed  or  beans 
of  coffee  which,  previous  to  importation,  have  not  been  roasted  to  a  degree  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  will  have 
destroyed  coffee  borers  in  all  stages,  (2)  coffee  berries  or  fruits,  and  (3)  coffee 
plants  and  leaves,  on  account  of  an  injurious  coffee  insect  known  as  the  coffee 
berry  borer  (Stephanoderes  [coffeae  Hgdn.]  hampei  Ferr.)  and  an  injurious  rust 
disease  due  to  the  fungus  Hemileia  vastatrix  B.  and  Br.  Provision  is  made  for 
importations  of  samples  of  unroasted  coffee  seeds  or  beans  and  for  shipments  of 
unroasted  coffee  seeds  or  beans  in  transit  to  destinations  other  than  Puerto  Rico. 

Cut  flowers. — Quarantine  No.  74,  effective  August  1,  1947:  Restricts  the  entry 
of  cut  flowers  into  the  continental  United  States,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico  from 
foreign  countries,  including  those  in  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  Australasia,  South 
America,  Central  America,  North  America,  and  other  foreign  countries  and 
islands  (other  than  cut  flowers  produced  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  Labrador, 
Newfoundland,  and  the  United  States),  except  as  provided  in  the  regulations 
supplemental  thereto. 

OTHER  RESTRICTIVE  ORDERS 

The  regulation  of  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  from  foreign  countries  into  the 
United  States  was  specifically  provided  for  in  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act.  The 
act  further  provides  for  the  smiliar  regulation  of  any  other  class  of  plants  or  plant 
products  when  the  need  therefor  shall  be  determined.  The  entry  of  the  plants 
and  plant  products  listed  nelow  has  been  brought  under  such  regulation. 

Nursery  stock. — The  conditions  governing  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  and  seeds  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  are  indicated  above 
under  "Foreign  plant  quarantines."     (See  Quarantine  No.  37.) 

Potatoes. — The  order  of  December  22,  1913,  and  the  regulations  issued  there- 
under, revised,  effective  March  1,  1922,  and  amended,  effective  April  15,  1944, 
and  May  2,  1949,  restrict  the  importation  of  potatoes  from  all  foreign  countries 
and  localities  except  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  Bermuda,  on  account  of  inju- 
rious potato  diseases  and  insect  pests.  The  importation  of  potatoes  is  now  author- 
ized from  Bermuda,  Canada,  Cuba,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Estonia,  Latvia, 
Spain  (including  the  Canary  Islands),  and  the  States  of  Chiapas,  Guanajuato, 
Jalisco,  Queretaro,  San  Luis  Potosi,  Sonora,  and  Tamaulipas,  and  the  northern 
territory  of  Baja  California,  Mexico. 
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Cotton  and  cotton  wrappings. — The  order  of  April  27,  1915,  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  issued  thereunder,  revised  effective  February  24,  1923,  amended 
effective  December  11,  1937,  July  1,  1938,  and  February  2,  1945,  restrict  impor- 
tation of  cotton  and  cotton  wrappings  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on 
account  of  injurious  insects,  including  the  pink  bollworm. 

Cottonseed  products. — The  two  orders  of  June  23,  1917,  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations issued  thereunder,  effective  July  16,  1917,  amended,  effective  August  7, 
1925,  restrict  the  importation  of  cottonseed  cake  and  meal  and  all  other  cotton- 
seed products  except  oil  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  and  the  impor- 
tation of  cottonseed  oil  from  Mexico,  on  account  of  injurious  insects,  including 
the  pink  bollworm:  Provided,  That  these  commodities  which  originate  in  and 
are  shipped  directly  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  Baja  California,  Mexico,  may 
enter  without  restriction. 

Plant  safeguard  regulations. — These  rules  and  regulations,  revised,  effective 
December  1,  1932,  as  amended  effective  October  1,  1949,  provide  safeguards  for 
the  landing  or  unloading  for  transshipment  and  exportation  and  for  transportation 
and  exportation  in  bond  of  restricted  or  prohibited  plants  and  plant  products 
when  it  is  determined  that  such  entry  can  be  made  without  involving  risk  to  the 
plant  cultures  of  the  United  States  and  also  provide  for  the  safeguarding  of  such 
plant  material  at  a  port  or  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  United  States  where 
entry  or  landing  is  not  intended  or  where  entry  has  been  refused. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  the  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products  into 
and  out  of  the  District  of  Columbia. — These  rules  and  regulations,  revised  effective 
April  30,  1938,  are  promulgated  under  the  amendment  to  the  Plant  Quarantine 
Act  of  May  31,  1920.  They  provide  for  the  regulation  of  the  movement  of 
plants  and  plant  products,  including  nursery  stock,  from  or  into  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  for  the  control  of  injurious  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests  within 
the  said  District. 

MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS 

Mexican  border  regulations. — These  regulations,  effective  September  8,  1942, 
as  amended  effective  November  15,  1949,  were  promulgated  under  the  Act  ap- 
proved January  31,  1942,  entitled,  "To  provide  for  regulating,  inspecting,  clean- 
ing, and,  when  necessary,  disinfecting  railway  cars,  other  vehicles,  and  other  mate- 
rials entering  the  United  States  from  Mexico"  (56  Stat.  40;  7  U.  S.  C.  149), 
and  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  prohibiting  the  movement  of  cotton  and 
cottonseed  from  Mexico  into  the  United  States  and  governing  the  entry  into  the 
United  States  of  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles,  freight,  express,  baggage,  or 
other  materials  from  Mexico  at  border  points,  promulgated  June  23,  1917,  and 
amended  effective  January  29,  1920.  They  are  designed  to  prevent  the  entry  of 
the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton,  which  is  known  to  exist  widely  in  Mexico.  They 
provide  for  the  examination  of  passengers'  baggage,  for  the  disinfection  of  railway 
cars  and  other  vehicles,  freight,  express,  and  other  shipments.  All  fees  collected 
for  disinfecting  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles  are  deposited  in  the  United  States 
Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 

The  inspectors  concerned  in  the  enforcement  of  these  regulations  at  border 
points  are  charged  also  with  enforcement  of  restrictions  on  the  entry  of  plants 
and  plant  products  under  various  foreign  plant  quarantines. 

Regulations  governing  sanitary  export  certification. — These  regulations,  revised 
effective  July  1,  1945,  were  promulgated  pursuant  to  authority  granted  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  Organic  Act  of  1944,  approved  September  21,  1944 
(58  Stat.  724).  They  provide  for  the  inspection  and  certification  of  domestic 
plants  and  plant  products  intended  for  export  to  countries  requiring  such  certifi- 
cation. 
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
